The Ohinese Army. 


(Berlin Oorrespondence of the London News,) 

One pt the Prussian military journals con 
tains an article'on the present state of the 
Chinese Army, with special reference to the 
latest changes and improvements in its organi- 
zation, The details given, being based on 
offigial information, are necessarily of much 
interest attho present moment, The old 
Chinese army of eight ‘‘ banners’ — tobi.tohin 
—and the provinolal troops depending on the 
whims acd capabilities of the Governors, have 
nearly entirely disappearod during the last ten 
years. This beneficial change is principally 
due tothe exertions of two high mandarins, 
who began the introduction of onergetie re- 
forms with their owa provincial troops, Li- 
Kung Tohang, Governor of ‘Tohill (inclading 
the capital, Pekin,) who created an army of 
70,000 men on the European model during the 

ears 1870-80, and armed them with bresch- 
oadors and field guns ; and Teo-Tsung Fang, 
Goyernor of Kansu and Vokensl, who, during 
the same perlod, organized a corps of 40,090 
mén in the western part of the empire, who 
havo already proved their officlonocy during 
the campaign against Yaooob Kahn in Kashgar 
and by the suppression of the Dangane rebel- 
Hon. With ahese beginnings ofa regular 
army the Chinese Government initiated a 
thorough systematio and centralizlog reorgani- 
zation of its military forces, which was coms 
menoed in 1878, and under pressure of the 
threatening Kuldja question, is now nearly 
completed. 

At the present day China possosses three 
so-called armies of operation, having a strength 
of 30,000 to 40,000 men each, They sre 
stationed as follows: The fires on the Kusso 
Mantohoorian frontier, the second on the 
wostorn high-roads leading to and from Tarkes- 
tan ; and the third in the vicinity of Pekin, for 
the special defence of the capital, for whioh 
purpose the excellent communication by rivers 
and canals facilitate an oasy and rapid conoen- 
tration, Bosides these three corps for active 
operations, a fourth army of some 150,000 
mon is distributed in all the prinolpal ports 
along tho sca-coast, the oontrel Province of 
Tobill being again supped with tho strongest 
garrisons, While tho strength of the former 
Ohineso Army was etitnabel at moro than a 
million men, the effective strength of tho pre- 
sent force is only about 300,000, but notwith- 
standing this groat reduction the appropria- 
tions for their support, equlpmont, and arma. 
mont havo remained tho same, In 1580 
Krupp had already supplicd the Chinese Gov- 
ernment with 150 slege and naval guns and 
275 field guns, anking, Woosung and 
Tiontain oxtonsive military ostablishmonts, 
powder millgand aholl frctories haye boon 
erected and are now at work undor Europoan 
Suporintendonts, and tho tactical transforma- 
tion of tho troops havo boon facilitated by 
translations of Prussian military rogulations 
and hand books, farn'shed by the Chinoso 
Ambassador at Borlin.

Oondensing Milk 


A factory for condensing milk and making 
cheess has lately commenced operations in 
Truro, Nova Sootia. The follow og sccount 
of the process is taken from the [rnro Sun : 

, Tho milk js first received froms»ven to nine 
o'clock, a.m,, from one hundred different dai- 
rymen, baought in new three gallon eans, 
A'ter delivery it is thoroughly inspected by 
Mr, Young, who is an export in the basiness, 
and thorougily tested ar to temperature, qua 
I\ty, aud parity. Tho milk is then strained 
int> large tin and copper vats, where it is 
again thoroughly examined, It is next placed 
in ® copper vat which has a capacity of about 
4,000'lbs,, and hoated bya steam pipe, or 
worm, ooiled insides the vat, to 212° of tem- 
perature Fahronheit. At this staye sugar is 
added ia a quantity proportionate to the qua- 
lity of the balk. After sugaring the milk is 
soaveyed to a tia vat and is there sugar- 
heated, a process which takes out impurities, 
From there it goes to th vacuum pan or oon- 
denser, where the first provess of condensation 
ooours, The coadenser is a most elaborate 
machine, It is composed entirely of copyer, 
and has a vapacity of three tons. The cost 
age machine and fittings amounted to $3,- 


After this last and oonroluding stage the 
condénsed milk is drawn off in large tins and 
placed in the tanks for cooling. From thence 
it is taken to the canning rooms and put up 
in tins containing oae pound each. 

The entire process is goné through in one 
day, thas is, the milk reomved each morning 
is all manufactured at once and oan bs shipped 
the same night, if necessary, in the condensed 
state, Thore are about 100 dozen one pound 
cans per diem put up at present, and the con- 
dencer is used but once. If occasion requires 
this can be increased, and the condenser can 
be filled ‘three times daily, making o total 
RIS Es capacity of 10 tons of m'ik per 

iem, 

The cheese making is simply an auxiliary to 
the principal object, it being usual in every 
factory of the kind to haye facilities for this 
purpose in order to use the surplus milk that 
cannot be conveniently condensed At pres- 
ent tho average is about six cheeses daily.

Tho Daily News says the story of the 
assassination clearly shows,in the peculiar. 
ly certain way in which this avenger of 
blood has overtaken his yictim, that the 
murder party in Ireland must have an ex- 
tremely keen seoret police organization. 
** Save Guiteau,”’ it adds, ‘‘no recent crimin- 
al has excited so much attention as Oarey. 
While his murder isto be deplored, and 
the people feel only disgust at his career, 
his death can but bring terror to the hearts 
of other informers,” 

The Standard says it would be only 
affectation to pretend that the death of any 
such notorious individual as Oarey would 
excite sympathy. His death must inevi- 
tably be hailed by tho Irish as a great vio- 
tory for the Invinocibles, 

The Times regards Oarey’s death asa 
public misfortune. While he wasthe worst 
spesimen of a bad class, he was but the 
instrument which seoured justice for the 
Phoenix Park tragedy, andit would have 
been well for England if he could haye liy- 
ed to defy the Invincibles. 

The Dublin News says that while his 
death cannot but give jey to the real 
friends of Ireland, it is also a menace, and 
the unhappy eyent gives proof, if that 
were needed, that the elements of danger 
centinue to exist. 

Lonpon, July 31.—Before quitting Eng- 
land Oarey bought a revolver. He persisted 
in displaying the weapon. 

THE TRAGEDY PRECONCERTED, 

The rumor prevailed in Nationalist circles 
at London on Sunday night that Carey had 
been shot. An item stating the fact was 
tendered the News Agency at midnight, but 
refused, as no authority was given. It has 
been ascertained that a telegram was receiv- 
ed at Paris from Brindisi,reading :—‘‘James 
Oarey has been shot, thank God.” As the 
steamer Melrose did not reach Port Eliza- 
beth until Monday the statement was based 
on surmize,or the statement that it was pre- 
arranged to kill Oarey on the last Sunday 
in July was true, It isrumored that O'Don- 
nell isa relative of Brady, the Phoouix 
Pork murderer, and that the Viyilauts are 
cognizant of the abode of Peter Oarey. 

KEJOIOINGS IN DUBLIN, 

Dusuin, July 31.—A mob entered tho 
houses on Abbey street to-night, seized the 
beddiny, furniture, and other articles to 
make boufires to celebrate the death of 
Carey. Effigies of Carey were burned and 
mock funerals held in various towns. Eight 
enormous bonfires were built around 
Oarey’s residence, There were numerous 
fires throughout the city. Bands marched 
through the street playing national airs, 
followed by crowds cheering. A slight 
collision ocourred between ths crowd and 
the police. The police fear that the Fenians 
will be much emboldened by these demon- 
strations.

Cave Town, July 31.—O’Donnell was 
examined before the Port Elizabeth magis- 
trate to-day,charged with murdering Oarey.

Liberating Prisoners, 


THE QUESTION OF JURISDICTION 10 BE RAISED. 


PRISONERS REMANDED TILL TUE+- 
DAY AND BAIL REFUSED, 
From the Mails Correspondent, 

WINNIPEG, J uly Slat. -Loston O'Brien, 
McKay, and Mulligan, throo of Mowat's 
lambs, arrived here Inst night, and woro 
takon to the provincial gaol, There was a 
large ory wre the depot. ‘ho mon will be 
tried this’ afternoon, whon the question of 
jurisdiction and the legality of the arrest 
will be ralsod, The Grit authoritios at Rat 
Portage continue to feel sore over the tak- 
ing of tho prisoners to Winnipeg. 

It is believed that had they rematned at 
Rat Portage serious disturbances would 
have taken place, owing to tho fact that 
soores of roughs in Kat Portage wore anx- 
ious to cause a row, feollng satiatiod at least 
that they would be tolerawd, if not enoour- 
aged, by the little Promior’s myrmidons, 
The wires are now down botwoon here and 
Rat Portage, and no news has been received 
from there to-day so far. 
that the wires have been cut, but nothing 
is known for certain. 

One chief cause of the whole trouble is 
the blackguard character of tho constables 
engaged by the Grit Government. The 
whole thing, so far as the conduct of the 
Mowat Cabiuet is concerned, is a huge 
election dodge, The wirepullers at Rat 
Portage are not the only politicial mission- 
aries sent by Mowat. ‘There are scores of 
them scattered over the disputed territory, 
trying to cause discontent with the Domin- 
ion Government in the hope of saving 
Mowat from a political grave. 

The three prisoners have just been 
brought before Ool. Peebles, on the charge 
of breaking into the Manitoba gaol and 
liberating prisoners, Hugh McMahon, Q. 
O., appeared for the prisoners, and pleaded 
not guilty. Ex-Judge Miller prosecutes on 
behalf of the Government of Manitoba. 

Mr, MoMahon raised the question of 
jurisdiction and the legality of the arrest, 
The oase was remanded till Tuesday next, 
and bail refused. 

Orrawa, July 21.—The statement given 
in the Globe's Ottawa correspondence, that 
the Manitoba Government haye spplied to 
the Dominion authorities for assistance to 
drive the Ontario mogistrates and con- 
stables out of Rat Portage, is untrue, as is 
also the statement that the application is 
now engaging the attention of the Vepart- 
ment of Justice, In another matter con- 
nected with the Rat Portage difliculty, the 
Globe's Ottawa correspondent is wrong,that 
is in saying no militia company can move 

without instructions from Ottawa. The 
Militia Act of 1883 provides that in case of 
emergency in the North-West Territories 
or Keewatin, the Lieut-Governor of Mani- 
toba may cal) out the active militia by 
requisition to the senior oflioer present in 
the Province of Manitoba. The same Act 
provides that the senior oflicer of the active 
militia present at any locality shall call out 
the militia in case of riot or disturbance on 
the requisition of the chairman or any 
three mayistrates. Of course the end in 
view in disseminating such false statements 
as that in the Globe is to embolden the 
whiskey peddlers and sluggers in the pay of 
the Grit Government, and now represent« 
ing Mr. Mowat’s idea of law and order and

Says tho Now York Commercial Bulletin 

‘* Within the past ton days our choose market 
has deyeloped the first sharp fluctuation of the 
season, and the result ia not without a lesson, 
Businces was moving elong smoothly, with 
liboral receipts ro well handled that only small 
fractional concessions from wook to wook wero 
found noooawary to work tho stook vut of the 
country, whea a saddon froak of a fow operat 
ors introduced a disturbing oloment aud sori- 
ously orippled trade at a moat oritioal period, 
Two or three shippers wanted certain well 
known factorios that have been successful in 
preserving their reputation for quality on 
colored cheose where 86 many dthera feilod 
this season, and in order to moot cnogego- 
ments abroad it was neoossary ty couclude 
purohasoe within a civen period. Know 

ing this, some of dealers wont into 
the country and bid the market up, par- 
ticularly on tho factories in question, 
and then came back to await the upward 
fluery here, Woll, they found it, for about 
twenty four hours, or just so long alt took 
to place the parcels they had mide such an 
effort to control. When it came to solling the 
balance of the supply, customers could nut be

not ocour, Yet those operators § ad, 
mit that if instead of attempting 
to force goueral cost up to 10go, sellers had 
been content to accept 10jo,, a groat deal 
more stook would have been taken, In faot, 
it looks as though sollers had been a little too 
avxious to gather temporary advantages, and 
in doing so expowed their general weakness, 
from which recovery will be slow and difficult, 
and may possibly be distant, The principal 
foreign operators are at the moment certainly 
ina very indifferent sort of mood, and olaim 
that easy and attractive terms will alone in 

duce them to purchase beyond the moat posi- 
tive orders, The remarkably full movement 
of cheese from Canada isa factor of no little 
significance in calculating upon supplies, and, 
in addition to this, the coming offering for 
some little time will be composed of the 
make of the present month. Most reports 
say the quality is very good, but exporters 
claim this to bea stereotyped story, and 
farther assert that the prejadice against 
July cheese in the English markets is too 
deeply rooted to warrant any hope that it 
will meet with greater favor this year than 
ordinary, more especially as the soarcity of 
fanoy colored etock and the uneven character 
of the white thus far have a tendency to create 
a little suspicion regarding the quality of our 
product for tho balance cf the year, It should 
not be inferred, however, that a feeling of 
decided weakness is extant, or that cheese is 
in any way as badly situated as butter, but 
simply that, for the present at least, the 
foreign operator has certain advantages entitl- 
od to rocognition, and, having demonstrated 
a successfal power of resistance to attempts at 
twisting the market, is likely to be found 
more tractable under an easy range of coat. 
Above all things, the policy should be to pre- 
vent an accumulation of stooks until quality 
commences to grade higher. The cold storage 
firms aro doing well enough on butter; they 
do not require any cheese.

Mr, Oyras Cobb, tho artist of Toron 
the Boston Transcript, was a re vabpag ayY 
terriblo sight ofa human victim of Niapora 
tossod in’ the toils‘of tho dreadful whirlpool of 
tho rapids below the falls, whore Webb lout 
his life, Mr, Cobb's description was printed 
in his fathor's religious journal, the Christian 
Freeman, in Soptember, 1859, Wo make the 
following oxtract : 
i We next walked down to tho whirlpool 
he grveting here was a wad one. Two men 
Were seeking, with a telescope, the form of 
their brother, who slipped jato the rivera few 
days before juat above tho Susponsion bridge. 
Ws had been roading thoir advertisement of 
$10) roward forthe recovory of bis bod vy. 
whioh had boen poatedon the endof tho 
bridge, and wore then again deoply reminded 
of tho fearful daogwe whith surround unosas- 
ingly thoso who moyo about this place, «And 
here wore the poor men, socking with dospair- 
ng eyes, down three hundred fect {ato the 
sevthing whirlpools, twelve ‘feot deop, for a 
body that they could rocogn'zo as their broth. 
ors. They said they could sec one body, but 
it was nothts. Wo strainol our naked 
eyes, but could see nothing that looked 
like a man. Hinding that we could not 
bo of aid here, we desoanded by o great 
multitude of stairs to tho boiling caldron, 
Here “we leaped on to a rook ‘which wes 
slightly out from the shore, and eat down. 
Theo were we fally impressed with the 
solitary wildness of the spot. Now that we 
weld almost among them, the whirlpoo's ox- 
posed tous their foaming rage and fury ia 
their most frightful aspects, Tapy mounted 
great clroular ridges above the surfac», and 
then scooped out the fierce waters to a dis- 
tance of twelve or fifteen feet, creating vast 
holes that whirled and lavhod as though 
furiously hungering for their owa bodies and 
maddening withthe desire to suck us dowa 
their abysmal throate,.

Farm and Dairy. 


Avoording to the exporlence of the Ontarlo 
(Oan. ) experimental station, an average cow 
for dairy purposes,should give twenty pounds 
of milk per day during 200 days oyery yoar: 
éight pounds of cream‘for every 100 pounds 
of milk; forty-five pounds of butter from every 
100 pounds of cream, and fully ton posse of 
cheese from every 100 pounds of milk, 

The Holatein cow, Eoho, Owned by Fred O. 
Stevens, the proprietor of | the Maplewood 
stock farm, Attica, N. Y,,has juat completed 
her year’s milk record which foots up 18 1204 
pounds, which ts 115 pounde more thao tho 
record of the famous cow Aggie, which has 
heretofore led all the bovinos, of | the world.

The Sheep Grub: 


Durlng the hot days of midsummer, shoop 
often huddle together with thei- noses upon 
the yround, or ia” xine other constrained po- 
sition. This is dong, partly at loast to acoare 
them from the attacks of the postering Gad 
fly (Estrus ovia)| Which is the parébt'of the 
songying Grab-in the head, » This hiavect is 
cleprly rolated to the bot fly, that deposits its 
©gg4 upon the neck, shoulder, and foreleys of 
horses, from which they ara removed by the 
tooth of tho animal to allay the itobing, and 
are taken into the stomach ant davelop in the 
troublesome bots, “The femalo shoep Gad fly 
sims to deposit her eggs in the ndatrils of the 
sheep, and tho animals, apparently aware of 
the effeots to follow, try to prevent is. If the 
eggs aro leid they soon hatoh, ani ths young 
grab cyends ths vowtril-, greatly to the dis- 
trera of tho affected sghoop. The ‘‘worms” pt- 
tach themselves to the sinuses of tho nose, by 
means of hooks like those of the Horse bot, and 
live upon the mous #eoretions of the irsitated 
suface to whioh they cllog. When fally 
grown, the grabs work their way dowa through 
the marrow opsn'nys, by whigh thoy entered 
when first hatched, and again cause the shdep 
much pain. The grubs fall to she.grouad, 
and burrowlog in a few inches, bedome chryss 
alids, which develop into the perfect flies in 
about two months, | The prihs hass from the 
sheep in early summer, and the flios oume out 
of the ground from July to September. | A 
daub of tar upon tho nose is the best prevent. 
ive, and should be frequently applied during 
the summer months. This msy bs done by 
spriokling some meal or salt over tho tar io a 
trough, when the sheep will apply it them- 
selves ai they eat the mioal, some farmers 
ploagh'farrows ia the pasturb'to farnish | the 
sheep 6 good place to bury their noses, The 
sheep grub is nos fatal, but very digayreeable, 
and doubtless hes a bad effect’on the general 
health of: infooted sheep.

Raulway Disaster. 
FURTAEK PARTICULARS OF THE NORTH TROY 
AOOIDENT—PASSENGERS INJURED AND 


Monrreat, Aug. 2.—Farther particulars 
of the South Eastern Railway disaster show 
that the train was travelling at the rate of 
about forty miles an hour, and when turn- 
ing 8 sharp curve, without the least warn- 
ing, the engine bounded off the trask and 
landed on its side in the ditch, the other 
cars following and piling one upon the 
otherinaheap.

De Lesseps’ Diplomacy. 


THE SKILFUL PLAN BY WHICH HE GAINED 
THE BRITISH GOVERNMENT. 


(Paris Letter in New York Tribune.) 


M. de Lesseps was much pleased with 
the fair dealing of the members of the 
Gladstone Usbinet with whom he had been 
in relation, Mr, Childers was straightfor- 
ward, off-hand, and, though a bit of a 
** Jingo,” very fair and extremely agree- 
able. Ho said to M, de Lesseps :— 

**To enable you to understand well our 
position I shall ask to dinner to mect you 
the greatest representatives of tho shipping 
interests of our leading ports, You will be 
able to judge from some after-dinucr con- 
versation with them how we are presssed 
upon and the nature of the complaints we 
receive from ship owners and capteins and 
consignees of goods in India, the Oape, 
Ohina, and Australia, It is quite imposs- 
ible with our fast expanding trade for us to 
do with a single canal.” 


On hearing this M. DeLesseps bristled up 
a little, and spoke about the legal rights of 
his company. Mr. Ohilders replied that 
the Government wished to respect legality, 
but hinted that necessity knew no law,and 
that all the world over a government had 
aright to exproprier a private owner pour 
cause d’utilite publique. This was not 
said in terms, But it was impossible 
not to feel that it was inthe mind of 
Mr. Ohilders, that it was a solution 
proposed to the Government by the 
mammoth shipowners, and that there 
was tho possibility of its adoption, M, 
De Lessops rapidly decided upon the line 
he was to take in negotiating. He told 
Mr. Childers and the other Ministers with 
whom he conferred that if England did not 
make an upjust uso of hor strength he 
would not be unreasonably litigious. She 
would gain more than she would lose in fair 
dealing. Every Fronch shareholder who 
was the victim of brute foroe would be her 
enomy. If she acted handsomely sho 
would have as many frionds as thoro wore 
Frenoh mombera in the company. Lord 
Granville adopted this view and so did 
Mr. Gladstone, De. Lussops, had in 
talking with those two statesmon; to doal 
not only with skilled diplomatiats but with 
accomplished business men in the sense in 
which that torm is understood in the City.

He served the Countess with a notice to dis 
continue keepiog the cate and dogs, but she 
paid no attention to it. He went there again 
oa Friday and found the nuisance still exist- 
ing, there beang twelve oats in the room.

asked tho Magisirate to make an order to) 
abate the nulsanos, and also to grent a pro- 
hibltory order. Invanswer to questions, the 
inspeotor said the lsndlady of the house had 
not raitod any objsotion, but the neighbors 
had complained of’ the stevch. = | 

Tho defendant eaid she had six little kit- 
tens, which the inypector oalled cats, Mary 
O'Donnell, a sorvant in the house, ssid it was 
not fitfor any person to live there. Sho 
counted twelve catain tho house that day. 
The defendant, in avswor to tho charge, said 
she was 4 member of the Royal Sooivty for 
the Prevention of Cruclty to Animals, and 
sho took care of the oats which were leit by 
poople who went away,to prevent them pare 
starved, Mr, Sheil asid she must get rid o 
the animals,as thoy wore dangerous to health. 
The defondast replied. that sho had promised 
Mr. Harding and Dr, iwadfield, the Medior1 
Officer of Health, not to keep more than her 
own four or fivo cats and two dogs, and when 
she gave her..word abe always kept it. Mr. 
Sheil explaiaed to her that she was liable to 
a pobalty of 20 shillings for each day she 
kopt the animals thoro, Au order was granted 
and the Countess mulot 4 shillings cost,

Marmora and Lake has the largest num- 


of the rural municipalities Bangor, M‘Clure 


and Wicklow has the least, namely 22,193 
Thurlow heads the list of ratepayers with 
1,404, and Wollaston is at the foot with 139. 
Sidney stands first in assessed value of 
real estate with $2,532,356, and Bangor et 
al is lowest with $26,595. 

In personal property, Tyendinaga takes 
the lead with $105,050, and Carlow and 
Mayo stands last witn but $900. 

Sidney's rate of taxation is the lowest, 
namely,6 1-10 mills,and that of Elzevir and 
Grimsthorpoe is the highest namely 2t cents. 

The largest amount raised for educational 
purposes was Tyendinaga’s $6,766.31, and 
the lowest was Monteagle and Herschel’s 
$137, 

Thurlow stands first in taxes collected 
within the year, with $22,995, and Dun- 
gannon and Faraday last with $605.29. 

Trenton received the largest amount from 
Government for schools, $872, and Carlow 
and Mayo the least, $)10.97. 

From Thurlow no return is furnished of 
the total amount expended for educational 
purposes, but of those municipalities which 
made their returns Tyendinaga heads the 
list with $7,746,68 and Bangor et al footait 
with $155,567. 

Of the rural municipalities Hungerford 
pays tho most ($1,123) for salaries and all 
other expenses of municipal government, 
and Wollaston the least, $225, 

Tyendinaga paid the greatest sum for 
roads and bridges, $1,826, 46,and Hunting- 
don the least, $62.50. 

Expenditure on all other accounts is very 
imperfectly returned, but in Tyendinega it 
ran up to $8,892.52, whilst in Stirling it 
reached only $21.

MORE UNTRUTHS FROM THE

Public Oreameries 


Last session the Oatario-Logislatuce, for 
the purpose of encouraging butter making 
and securing improvements in the systems 
now followed by the butter-makers, passed 
an Act providing for the establishment of 
public creameries. The Upposition loyally 
assisted the passage of the measure, but it 
strenuously opposed an amendment intro- 
duced by the Government, at the inatiga- 
tion of interested parties, authorizing the 
appointment of what was termed a con- 
sulting board to select sites for the cream- 


erles and to manage the establishments | 


when built. It was very properly argued 
that {ostitutions supported by public 
money should be erected and managed by 
responsible Ministers. The Govecument, 
however, would listen to no such argument, 
and it pressed its amendment under which 
the oreameries are to be controlled by 
irresponsible individuals. 

The Consulting or Advisory Board was 
organized, as a correspondent whose letter 
reovntly appeared in the Mail states, on 
March 22nd, more than four months ago ; 
but up to the present moment not one fur- 
ther step has been taken in the direction of 
establishing the creameries. Why is thia? 
With ordinary business speed the creamer- 
ies could by this time have been established 
and have been in working order. Is Mr, 
Ballantyne, M, P. P., who seems to be the 
controller of the Advisory Board,interested 
in delaying the erection of the oreameries ? 
His conduct, for which Mr. Young,the new 
Minister of Agriculture, is partly respon- 
sible, would seem tv indicate that such is 
the case. Before Mr. Ballantyne had the 

oe hn ea LIBRIS doinplote” plans 
of the creamories, which were pre- 
pared with much care, and were declared 
by the best buttermen in the United 
States to be of the latest and beat design. 
All that was necessary for the Advisory 
Board to do was to select the sites for the 
three creameries and to proceed at once on 
the lines laid down by the plans, adopting, 
as time went on, new discoveries which 
might be made in the art of butter making. 
But it did not suit Mr. Ballantyne to act 
promptly, So he wentto England on 
private business, and afterwards proceeded 
on atourthrough theStates examining 
creameries with some other gentlemen, who 
are not practical buttermen, and speoulat- 
ing in pork. As a result of this delay the 
intention of the Loegislature—which was 
that the creameries should be established 
at once—is thwarted anda whole season is 
sacrificed, 

The losa to Ontario in cons quunce of 
this shameful and unnecessary delay is 
great. It was stated on the foor of the 
Legielsture when the bill was under dis 
cussion that the province sctually lost by 
the inability of the farmers to become ao- 
quainted practically with the best butter- 
making methods three millions aod a half 
of dollars a year. This was calculated on 
the basis of a production of fifty millions of 
pounds per annum. But the production 
this year will reach sixty millions of 
pounds, so that the loss, on the same 
calculation, will reach $4,200,000. Had 
the creameries been established and the 
superior methods introduced the loss would 
bave been obviated at least one season 
earlier than will be the case under present 
circumstances. That, in spite of the stat- 
ute, the loss should be continued is to be 
regretted. Butit isowing, in the first 
place to the handing of the control of the 
proposed creamertes over toan irresponsible 
board, and in the second place,to the laches 
of Mr. Ballantyne, who evidently does not 
want the buttormaking business to prosper,

Bowie appeared on the scene and an angry 
disoussion ensued, No blows were strack 
nor did anything very serious ocour 
until during ite progress 4o colored 
man named Bonjomin Elms, & 
constable, arrived and enquired of 
Bowie asto the whereabouts of his son, 
James Bowie. ‘The officer informed the 
elder Bowie that he had in his poaseasion a 
warrant for the arrest of his son James for 
threatening to shoot the murdered map. 
The warrant had been issued some days 
previously. Bowie observed to the officer 
that his son would not be taken that day, 
and requested Elms to atep aside a fow 
stepa to him, apart from MoDonald, Mra, 
McDonald, who all the while was making 
hay, noticed at this time the glistening 
barrel of a rifle projecting from a clump of 


rose bushes on the edge of the field about | 


thirty yards from her husband. Previous 
experience forced to her mind the conclu- 
sion that James Bowle, who held ft, wan 
intent upon villany. Just as she was about 
to warn her husband, the yillain, divining 
what she was about to do,deliberately aim- 
ed at MoDonald and fired the fatal shot. 
Elms, the conastable,turned and saw young 
Bowie standing with the gun in his hand, 
coolly watohing the effect of his dastardly 
shot. Elms was preyented by the agonizing 
screams of the wounded man from arresting 
the murderer, who shouldered his gun and 
as coolly walked off, leaving the unfortunate 
victim of his malice and revenge weltering 
in his blood. It appears that haying ob- 
served McDonald and his wife coming to the 
field, young Bowle concealed himself with 
his gun in the clump of bushes near which 
he knew they should be employed and await- 
ed their approach and his opportunity for 
revenge. Through some misapprehension 
no efforts were made to seoure the arrest of 
the murderer until late in the afternoon 
subsequent to the inquest, when a werrant 
was issued for his apprehension and placed 
in the hands of constable Elms, who with 
several of the neighbors, began a search for 
the culprit. He was last seen about dusk 
ina boat with his gun, rowing toward a 
small island in the harbor, The constable 
and his assistants searched the island with- 
out success. Upon their return they were 
organized into different parties by Deputy 


Sheriff Smith, who h been doanatahed he 
suorm cu, When the first intelligence of 


the commission of the crime was received 
several suspected hiding places were search- 
ed in vain, but no doubt the vigilance 
of the officers will make escape impossible. 
The murderer is described as a young man 
of light build, light hair, blue eyes, sharp 
features, and about fiye feet nine inches in 
height ; aged 17 years. He bears the re- 
putation of being a lawless young rowdy. 
The opinion prevail« that the murderer's 
father should be arrested as an accomplice. 
The disputed lot of land consists of eight 
acres of meadow, whioh McDonald claimed 
as his by his firat wife, who was a sister of 
Bowie. Every year since the death of 
MoDonald’s first wife, hay making season 
renews the old feud, as both laid claim to 
the hay on the disputed land. In the fall of 
1881 MoDonald was shot by someone in am- 
bush, and the pipe which he was smoking 
at the time was knocked out of his mouth.

Statute Labor in Asia Minor. 


Oonstantiaople letter :—The roads built in 
Asia Minor are built by foroed labor Eyory 
man has to work a osrtain length of time on 
the roads of his neighborhoo This sooms 
reasonable enough asa rogulation. As ioter- 
preted by the authorities, however, it seizes 
men within tifty, or in some oases seventy-five, 
miles of a given road and foroes them to work 
for sucha time as may seom desirable. Ot 
course the wretches thus impressed have to 
furnish their own transportation to the scone 
of their labors, and their own food.’ The 
three days’ road duty thus involves the loss of 
some two weeks’ time, and an amount of 
physical hardship which no Saxon yould sab- 
mit to fora moment. Tho wors} of it is that 
through the imoompotence of the ovdrseers 
the labor often goes for nothing. Thoss men 
stake ont the road,, have. the stone *rouzht 
and broken, and’smooth over the surface ia a 
laudable manner. Batif there isa ditoh to 
be crowed they leave it for some faturs ifort. 
If they reach a mirehy region they skip it 
aud begia again gn th» other side. Or ifthey 
strike a mountain.slope they build the road 
Square up to its foot and commend the travel- 
ler to Providence for the meana of getting over 
the mountain top, Then they proclaim the 
road to be finished and leave it to its fate. A 
few rains cut it all up, the oaravans avoid it 
as asnarcand a delusion, and Indue time 
complaint reaches the Governor as to. the 
state of the road. ‘i hat fun>tion»ry proceed 
to the spot, ‘calla imprevations on the heads of 
the men who did such work,and summons tho 
unhappy populace to new efforts in the line of 
road’ making. The roads which are | made 
under competent superintendence are begin: 
ning to bea blessing to the people, Bat many 
are the bitter experiences that the poople 
havo had to endure before gaining #o much of 
improvement.

Prince Bismarck. 


A RUSSIAN PHOTOGRAPH OF THE GERMAN 
CHANCELLOR, 


The July number of ‘the Huropean Messen- 
ger, oneof the most reputable of Russian 
magazines, and one which has generally writ- 
ten of German affaira in a friendly and sym- 
pathotic tone, contains the following interest- 
ing reflections on the German Chanoellor : 

**To follow the withered and benumbed 
political life of modern Germany takes us into 
an atmosphere almost reminding one of the 
oppresalve air of ahospital, The great Chan- 
cellor has been long alling, and his illness is 
reflected in the domestio state of the E upire, 
as is always the oase with a syetem of purely 
personal government. It js long sincg he cut 
himeolf adrift from the majority of the upper 
and éduoated classes in Germany, without 
completely identifying himself with the mass 
of the working people, but nevertheless ho 
firmly clings to his post, without troubling 
himself about the oyer increasing number of 
his foes. He will not let the halm pass out 
of his own nervous hands, and so the ship of 
State moves heavily and with effort, some- 
times remaining quite still, and aon awiftly 
drifting to the rear, Prirce Bismarck no 
longer trusts avy one; he only relies upon 
himself and upon the obsequious executors of 
his will, as if unconscious that confidonoe ia 
no longer reposed im himself, that his own 
strongth Is failing him, that age is beginning 
to assort its right, and that without strenuous 
publio co-operation he is no longér é qual to 
tasks that are now becoming more complioated. 
Around himself he has created an artificial 
solitude ; he has dismigsed his best and most 
independont assistants) and is now lefé with 
devoted noncntities. He bas repulsed all those 
who made no seoret of thelr independent opin- 
ions and drew his attention to the possible 
errors of his ways. He has no Matec! helper 
and he has trained no successor. Parliament, 
a) tho legal expression of the poptiex will, he 
has converted into a powerless instrument 
that has no real inflienod on rotual affairs, 
Tho talented men and the energetic’ charao- 
tors have all gradually quitted the ungrateful 
arona of publio life, Prince Blemarok has 
apparently achloved his ‘aim; he has anni- 
hllatod or paralyzed all opposition to ‘his 
personal policy, but at the same timo be has 
also paralyzed the life which this polloy 
was méant to serve, While seeking to froe 
himeelf from the apparont inconveniences of a 
public opposition, he has evoked against him- 
self roal avorsion among the moat honest 
clomonts of public life in Germany. To os- 
capo the nocosslty of reckoning with tho 
wishos of the people, he has obstructed tho 
rogular course of logislative baslness,and basod 
his own schomos on combinations as temporary 
and tottoring as thoy are arbitrary. Inordor 
to woakon Parliamontary oontrol he has oyor- 
thrown the only party on whoee help ho could 
have counted, and which in the first fow 
yoars aftor the foundation of the Empiro ren- 
dored him no many solid sorvioes, What has 
tho German Ohanoollor gainod,and what could 
ho gain from all this confusion Into whioh he 
had thrown tho domostio affairs of the Gorman

New York, July 21.—Now York dealors 
are offering hops at less prices than the 
growers are willing to name, ovidently with 
the intention of making low prices for this 
season's growth of hops. The Bulletin anys: 
The woek’s business has boen a very small 
affair, and the demand about the same. Oo- 
oasionally a brewer comes along for a small lot, 
but otherwise buyers are #0 few that they aro 
becoming something of s curiosity. There 
aro no.really large lots of goods offering, but 
more, however, than the market requires, and 
asa consequence weaknoas seoms the compan: 
ion to dulness. There have been small sales 
at from 260@270 for fair, up to 280@300 
for best qualities, but it is doubtfal if a 
round lot, no matter how fine in quality, 
would bring more than 250, For that matter 
thoro is only a mere chance that an individual 
transaction of 100 bales could be offected at 
anything likes reasonable price, It is sur- 
prising how few hops the brewers aro using, 
now that they have discovered how to mix up 
chemicals and drags to take their place. The 
English plantations remain in a favorable 
state, Tho imports of foreign hops into Eog 
land last woek wore 172% bales ; for the corres. 
ponding wook last yoar, 412 bales, Tho total 
importa of foreign hops into Kogland from

Pe Sakis NN 
Daily Hutelligeucer, 
Deaths from Fright, 


CURIOUS CASES WHERE NERVOUS SHOCK WAS 
FATAL 

London Globe :—The distinction betwoon 
fright and fear ought always to be borne in 
toind. Fear oan be mastered by an offort ; 
fright has come and gone before the brain 
has had time to come to the conclusion that 
4n offort ia impossible. Thore is no fear so 
strong in human beings as the fear of death, 
and yot, ‘there is no passion in the mind 
of man,” says Bacon truly ennugh ‘so weak 
but it mates and masters the foar of death. 
Kevenge triumphs over death ; love slights 
it; honor aspireth to it; grief flloth to it ; 
fear preocoupyeth.” Pity, which {is the 
*‘tenderest of passions,” led many to kill 
themselves from compassion from Otho's 
suicide. Even tedium vite, may utter 
weariness of doing the same thing over and 
over again, will lead a man to defy his in- 
born fear of death, But what passion oan 
guard against fright ? 

A Jew, according to Ludovicus Vives, 
once crossed a narrow plank over a torrent 
in ‘the dark,and yisiting the place next day, 
saw the extremity of his last night's risk 
and died of—what!’ Not of fear,obviously, 
because there was nothing to be afraid of, 
but possibly of fright. So, again, persons 
have been known who always fainted at the 
scent of certain flowers, notably the May 
blossom, but it would beridioulous to ac- 
ouse them of being afraid of hawthorn. 

Surgeon general Francis of the Indian 
medioal service tells of a drummer who was 
suddenly aroused from his sleep bp some- 
thing orawling over ‘his naked legs. He 
imagined it was a cobra, and his friends 
collected by the outory, thought sv too,and 
he we was treated accordingly. L[ncanta- 
tions,such as are customary with the uatives 
on these occasions, were resorted to, and 
the poor fellow was flagellated with twisted 
cloths on the arms and legs in view partial- 
ly to arouse him, but prinolpally to drive 
out the evil influence or spirit that for the 
time being had taken possession of him. 
With the first dawn of light the cause of 
the fri$ht.was discovered in the shape of a 
harmless lizard, which was lying crushed 
and half killed by the side of the poor drum- 
mer, but it was too.late, From the moment 
when he belieyed that a poisonous snake 
had bitten him he passed into an inoressing 
collapse until he died. The drummer was 
not s strong lad, and the shock was too 
much for him. 

The most remarkable death from the ac- 
cident of fright was that of the Dutch paint- 
er, Penteman, in the seventeenth century. 
Hoe was at work on a picture in which were 
represented several death heads, grinning 
skeletons, and other objects calculated to 
inspire th ebeholder with s contempt forthe 
vanities and follies of the day. In order to 
do his work better he went to an anatomi- 
osl room and used it for a studio. One 
sultry day as he drawing these melancholy 
rélics of mortality by which he was sur- 
rounded he fell off into a quiet sleep, from 
which he was suddenly aroused. Imagine 
his horror at beholding the skulls and bones 
dancing around him like mad, and the 
skeletons which hung from the ceiling 
dashing themselves together. Panic-atriok- 
en herushed from the room and threw 
himself headlong from a window on to the 
pavement below. Ho sufliciently recovered 
to learn that the cause of his fear was .a 
slight earthquake, but his nervous system 
received soch a severe shock that he died 
in a fow days. 

Frederick I, of Prussia was killed by an 
accident of fear. He was one day sleeping 
in an arm chair, when his wife Louise of 
Mecklenburg, who had some time been 
hopelessly insane, escaped from her keep- 
era and made her way to the king’s private 
apartments, Breaking through a glass 
door, she dabbled herself in blood, and, in 
a raging fit of delirium, cast herself upon the 
king. The latter, who was not aware of 
the hopelessness of her lunacy, was so hor- 
rified at \the appearance of a woman clad 
only in linen and covered with blood, that 
he imagined with a superstition character- 
istlo of the age, that it was the White 
Lady, whose ghost, according to the time 
honored traditidn, invariably appeared 
when death was around the house of Bra 
denburg. He was seized with a fever and 
died in six weeks. 

More ridiculous wasthe death of the 
French , marshal, De Montrevel, ‘‘ whose 
whole soul,” saya St. Simon, ‘‘ was but 
ambition and lucre, without ever having 
been able to distinguish his right hand 
from his left, but concealing his universal 
ignorance with an audacity which favor, 
fashion and birth protected. He was a 
very superstitious man,and one day a 
saltoellar was upset at a public dinner inte 
his lap and so frightened was he that he 
arose and announced that he wasa dead 
man. He reached home and died in a fow 
days, in 1716; literally soared to death by 
the absurd casualty of a saltcellar turning 
over. 


Saskatchewan Coal. 
THE FIRST CONSIGNMENT DELIVERED 
REGINA, 

Rogina Leader :—Last Satarday mora- 
ing about 30 tons of soft coal from the 
Saskatchewan mines arrived at Regina for 
the Mounted Police. It was immediately 
carted to the barracks west of the town, -a 
few loads being left at the town office. As 
this is the first arrival from our own mines 
it, attracted considerable attention and 
comment, and many visited the heap of 
coal to ascertain the quality. To the sur- 
prise of all they found it to be of much 
better quality than that now used by the 
O. P. g It is considerably lighter, which 
goos to show that it Io leas liable to be 
charged with fron or slate, and on account 
of its containing no refuse chucks, it will 
prove the most profitable to handle, It is 
brought up the Saskatchewan to Medicine 
Hat, a distance of nine miles, by barges 
Woe wore not able to ascertain from whose 
mine this lot came, but we were told that 
tho owners have at loast 160 tons ready at 
Medicine Hat for shipment and thoir own 
use. Itis being mined and froighted to 
the railway as fast os prosent facilities will 
allow of, and it is altogether likoly that 
enough will bo available for distribution 
slong the railway for the towns during tho 
coming winter. The price of this coal has 
not yet beon mado known, but there is no 
doubt but that it will bo much cheaper than 
that which has horetofore beon imported. 

Sinoe the above has boon put in typo wo 
havo learned that the coal is from Sir A. T. 
Galt & Oo.’s mine. Ho writes us saylog

The Ontario Boundary question should be 
settled at once. There is good authority for the 
statement that business in the district is suffer- 
ing greatly, and that the development of the 
miseral ‘and timber resources of the country is 
hindered by the troubles. There is little in it 
but a political squabble which should be brought 
to an end when it seriously interferes with com- 
mercial interests, ‘Tho Gasette xgain asserts that 
the representation that the reach population 
is at the bottom of the refusal of the Dominion 
Parliament to ratify the award “is an atrocious 
falsehood disseminated for the purpose of arr+y- 
ing rovince against province.” Yet the Gaztte 
pu Fished the Hon, Mr, Mousseau's speech in 
which he asserted that he aud the Hon. Mr. 
Masson refused to accept office except under the 
condition that the award should not be ratifi d. 
Mr. Masson has denied that he made any such 
condition before entering the Cabinet, but if the 
Gazelle means that the falsehood is its friend Mr 
Mousseau’s, it shculd say so more plainly. 


The Witness professes to be a religious 
newspaper, but it gives utterance, in the 
above, to several direct falsehoods : 

1. The boundary question is not ‘‘ little 
more than a political squabble,” but a very 
grave question, in whioh the title of the 
Dominion and of the Province of Ontario 
toa very large extent of territory, is in 
question. The Conservatives ask a legal 
determination of their rights, but the Grits 
refuse to have the question decided. 

2. Mr. Mousseau did not assert that ‘the 
*€and Mr. Masson retused to accept oltice 
‘exoupt under condition that the award 
‘*should not be ratified.” The conversa: 
tion with Mr. Masson in which Mr, Mous- 
seau expressed his views with regard to 
the boundary question took place in 1878, 
two years before Mr, Mousseau took oflice 
in the Dominion Government. Mr, Mas- 
son was appointed to office on October 19, 
1878, aod Mr. Mousseau was not appointed 
until November 8th, 1880. The Witness 
gives Mr. Masson's denial of the making of 
any such condition, but it falsifies as to the 
occasion of Mr. Mousseau’s assertion—a 
misstatement which the date of his ap 
pointment to office refutes. Further, Mr. 
Mousseau’s idea in 1878 was, not that the 
award should be rejected, but that Oatario 
ought to get only such territory as legally 
belonged to her. That is to-day the conten- 
tlon of every honest man in Ontario, The 
people of this province want their own 
and all that is theirs of right, but they are 
willing to seek a legal decision as to what 
is legally theirs. Thus the religious MVit- 
ness bas misrepresented all the facts of the 
case in order to make a point for its party. 
Happily we are in a position to expose its 
misrepresentations by the above statement 
of facts, and if it does not make the neces- 
sary correction, it must be held guilty of 
wilfully perverting the truth for party pur- 
poses. 


METHODISM. 


We have endeavored to keep our readers 
acquainted with the votes and proceedings 
of the various bodies who are interested in 
forming a United Methodist Ohurch for 
this Dominion, os within s month from 
now the last Conference which is to deliber- 
ate and y.te on the question will have met 
and decided it, as this city isto have the 
honor of having that body meet hero, and 
as considerable misconception exists with 
reference to it, and the Oonference which 
fn all probability will meet after it, we have 
enquired so that our readers may under- 
stand what the Conferences meet for. 

The General Conference of the Methodist 
Ohurch of Oanada, which met in Hamilton 
in September last, appointed from its mem 
bers a Committee, to moet Committecs of

Should 
the united Committee agree upon a basis 
of Union, that basis was to be submitted 
first to the Quarterly Official Boards of that 
Oburch and then to the annual Oonferences 
and should two-thirds of the Quarterly 
Official Boards anda majority of the An- 
nual Conferences vote in favor of the 
basis of Union, the General Conference was 
to meet in the City of Belleville, on the 
last Wednesday in August, 1883,to receiye 
the report of the Committee, count the 
votes, disouss the basis and approve or 
disapprove of it. This, then, is the Con- 
ference which will ineet in Bridge St. 
Qhurch in this city on Wednesday,the 29th 
of this month. The decision that Oonfer- 
ence will give ontho question, it is now 
Renorslly conceded will bo in f»yor of 
Union, Should this be the decision then 
the representatives from the othor con- 
tracting churches—who have already voted 
Union by large majoriotios—will bo Bp- 
prised of the action of the Goneral QOon- 
ference of the Mothodiat Uhurch of Oanada

A TORONTONIAN MURDERED BY AN ENGLISH 


IMMIGRANT, 


(Mail, Arg. 8.) 

Just as the sombre stillness of midnight 
was settling down over the city, and none 
but a few belated pedestrians could be seen 
on the almost deserted streets, the sharp 
report of a reyolver,followed by two others 
in quick sucoession,tola that a tragedy was 
being enacted. York street,so long notori- 
ous, was the scene of what was apparently 
a cold-blooded murder,and the victim, a 
sober, industrious young man, who found 
a sudden termination to hia day’s labor in 
the bullet of an assassin, James Maroney,s 
young unmarried man of twenty-four years 
of age, was the support of his mother, 
a widow residing at No. 59 Pearl (formerly 
Bolton) street, with a younger son and 
two daughters. For some time employed 
as driver of the Rossin House ‘bus, he lat- 
terly transferred his services to Mr. George 
‘’rimble, who describes him ss one of the 
beat, moat attentive, and industrious of his 
employes. Last night he was down to meet 
the Grand Trunk train, and having stabled 
his horses for the night, proceeded on his 
way to the home he was fated never to 
reach alive, Arriving at King street, he 
crossed over, and while passing up the west 
side of York street,he met a friend named 
Jordan,and walked along with him asfar as 
the north-weat corner of Pearl and York 
atreets, when he met a man named Charles 
Andrews, who was also acoompanied by a 
friend. The quartette stopped on the above 
corner and engaged in conversation. Au 
altercation sprang up between Maroney and 
Andrews, and a struggle ensued. They 
wrestled in deadly earnestness for a moment 
when Andrews fell, with Maroney on top of 
him. Maroney was heard to exclaim, ‘Oh, 
you've got a revolyer—” but the rest of his 
words were stopped by 

A LOUD EXPLOSION 
of a revolver, and Maroney cvased to strug- 
gle. They both arose together, and Maroa 
ney ran aouth across the road to Montgom- 
ery’s saloon, saying as he ran, ‘‘I’m killed.” 
Just as he uttered this sentence he fell, and 
never uttered another word, nor moved. 
THE PRISONER. 

Charles Andrews, the name given by the 
prisoner when taken to police headquarters 
is seemingly about thirty yoars of age, 
about 5 feet 8 inchesin height, of dark 
complexion with heavy black moustache. 
He was dressed in a grey suit of tweed 
and looked like a well to do mechanic, He 
spoke with a strong English acoent and said 
he was a stranger in the oountry. His 
actions were indicative of au uttack of 
delirium tremens, 

The arrest of the prisoner is thus describ- 
ed by the Globe ; 

Police Constable Cuddy, who was in the 
vicinity, on hearing the report at once ran 
towards the spot, and on reaching the cor- 
ner he saw Andrews running st full speed 
westward along Pearl Street. ‘The two or 
three horrified spectators of the act were 
only able to exclaim:—‘'Oatch that mau,ho’s 
shot Maroney!” Ouddy instantly gave 
chase, butin the meantime Audrews was 
headed off before running overs hundred 
yards by two men who were on theaidewalk, 
and compelled to turn offinto a short lane on 
south side of the street, and about forty 
yards west of York street. He had just got 
about twenty feet into the lane when Ouddy 
turned the corner in full chase. Quick as 
lightning he wheeled round, and presenting 
hia. revolver, fired point blank at the police 

man,but without effect,the ball passing un- 
der the armpit and grazing the sleeve of hi 
coat, Before he could fire another shot 
the plucky officer closed on him,and catch- 
ing him by the right wrist and neck dashed 
his hoad against a wall. The villain, how- 
ever, with a quick motion, had cocked 
his weapon for a second shot, and 
fired again, but luckily the ball passed 
between Cuddy's legs and was buried in 

the ground. The revolver was quickly 
wrenched from his hand, and with the 
assistance of Constable Liill, who just then 
arrived, Ouddy brought him to police head- 
quarters. The name Andrews, which he 
gave in, is supposed to be fictitious. He 
stated that ho was a moulder, and boarded 
at the American Hotel.

—TThe death of ason of Sonator Allan, of 
Toronto, and a son of Senator Molnones, of 
Hamilton, by drowning in Kempeonfoldt Bay, 
near Barrio, is recorded, 

—The annual mecting of the Ontario Press 
Association was held at Montreal on the 7th, 
Mr. C, Blackett Robinson being elected Pres- 
ident. After a short stay the mombers loft 
for Quebec, 

—A Republican editor appears to have been 
one of the foremost spirits in the Badajoz 
rising. The prinolpal object of the movement 
seoms to have been to cover up a robbery of 
the publio treasury. 

—No news having been received of the 
missing steamer Ludwig, bound for Montreal, 
the fears entertained for her safety hourly 
grow stronger. Her agents, howevor, still 
hope that she is afloat. 

—The Irish laborers’ bill passod in Com- 
mittee of the whole in the House of Commons, 
on Monday night, by a majority of 330. Mr. 
Trevelyan introduced a bill to aid the [rish 
working people by establishing a syetem of 
tramways in Ireland, The bill includes a 
olause appropriating £100,000 to aid emigra- 
tion. 

—The Ontario Government has appointed 
Mr. D, W, Beadle, of St, Catharines, and 
Mr. Wm. Saunders, of London,as representa- 
tives of tho Provinve at the Amerivano Forest- 
ry Congrees, which meots at St. Paul, Mion., 
this month. Both gentlemen haye left on 
their mission. Mr. Saunders will also attend 
the annual session of the American Assocla- 
tion for the Advancomont of Sclenoe on behalf 
of the Entomologiosl Society of this Province, 


The Murder and Suicide of an 
Army Officer at Bedford. 


An inquest was held at Bedford on Wed- 
nesday as to the murder of Miss Eveleen 
McKay,who was shot recently by an officer 
named Vere. Mr. Johason, surgeon,iden- 
tihed the bodyas that of the daughter of 
Mr. McKay, her age being twenty years. 
Mr. Ohar‘es Stimson, solicitor, said that 
four friends were playing tennis on a pri- 
vate lawn near the Ship Inu, Miss MoKay 
being one of the players. During the 
game, Vere arrived and became aware of 
the deceased lady’s presence. Witness 
signalled to Vere to go back, as Vere and 
the lady were not on speaking terms. 
Vere left, but shortly returned,and walking 
to Miss McKay, fired a revolver. at 
her, one bullet penetrating her left slde. 
She fell back dying, and Vere then shot 
himself through the head. Witness had no 
reason to think Vere was not sober. ‘Edgar 
Kempson corroborated the previous wit- 
ness, and said there had been a quarrel 
between Miss MoKay and Vere. There 
was not two seconds between the shots, A 
little boy, who saw the lawn tennis game 
from a wall, deposed to seeing Vere draw 
the revolver from his pooket and fire at 
Miss MoKay. ossela Darlow, servant at 
the Ship Inn, deposed to Vere coming in 
excitedly for eight penny-worth of brandy, 
and tendering a florin for it and not taking 
the change. When she took the change to 
the tennis court Vere wasdead,and the lady 
was dying. Mr. Rowland Ooombs, surgeon, 
proved finding Vere dead and Miss MoKay 
unconscious and dying, death ensuing in 
a few minutes, The jury returned a 
verdict that Eleanor Eveleen MoKay was 
wilfully murdered by Hubert Wigram Ve- 
sey Vere. An inquest was then held on 
Vere. The evidence given aboye was sup- 
plemented by several witnesses, who spoke 
to a oertain reserve and strangeness on 
Vere’s part since his return from Tel-el- 
Kebir and Kassassin. Ono his body was 
found a letter addressed to his mother with 
a cross in ink. Mr. Mitchell, solicitor, 
addressed the jury sgainat returning a ver- 
dict of felo de se. Tho letter was kept sooret, 
and a verdict of suicide during temporary 


insanity was returned.— Pnglish paper.

JOAQUIN MILLER’S INTERESTING AND GRAPILIG 
DESCKIPTION OF THK SAGUENAY, 


(From the Quebec Chronicle.) 


Thad long ho&rd, as many of you havo no 
doubt, of a dark and mysterious river away 
to the northoast of Queboo, called by many, 
tho ‘‘ river of death” And I ‘rosolved to yislt 
it, since it is very easy of access, and the two 
bundred miles of trayel ono round of reat and 
pleasure on board of spacious ateamors, 4 
* * Adozen or so of us wore Amorioans, 
meinly from the eastern states, induced hore 
by Mr. Hewel\’s desoription of the woird 
* Styx”; asho names the dark and silent 
Saguenay in his brilliant ‘*Chanoo Acquaint- 
ance,” Hore we mota dozon or ao Englishmen 
from over, the sea; some journalists from al: 
moat anywhoro like myself and thon forty or 
fifty native Haglish-Canadlans. Wo notice 
Freoch-Canadians travel bat little, save in the 
way of making pilgrimageato tho little shrines 
and churches thathero and thore bloss the shore 
of this beloved rivor 

Fifty miles farthuron is Marray bay, tho 
Nowport of Vanads. A pretty place, peaceful, 
roatfal, the alr full of ozone, and the name of 
malaria unknown to the inhabitants, I find I 
oan got a furnished . cottsge hore for ono hus. 
dred dollars for the season, whilo it would cost 
mo fally one thousand io Long Branch, or 
Newport ; living proportionat-; oabs fifty 
cepts andone dollar adey, The society; 
good, moral and honest. And at least, I think, 
oultivated, if not wealthy, Lhe diversions aro 
fishing and shooting and bunting. The Ameri- 
cans are qgalotly getting a foot hold here, as 
as wollas atsome of the other similar, but 
less important points,

This river of death, or Segaonay is bottom: 
lees, You might, If possible, drain the St, 
Lawrenoe river dry ssys Mr, LoMoino, the 
Canadian authority, and yet this dark, still 
river would bo able to float the Grest East- 
ern and all hor majosty’s ships of the line 
‘* A bottomless river,” sounds strangely new, 
indeed were it not-s0,I should not trouble you 
or myself.to mention it, But this rivor Is 
thus far unfathomed. Itis fall of couater- 
currents, swift. perilous in the extrome, 


Then as werounded another weary and 
eternal capo of overhanging granite, ir its fow 
frightened and torn trees,thy dark way would 
open before us,, Ani chen ten,tweaty, thirty 
miles more of silence, gloom, river of death, 
No sound. No sign of life is here. Summer 
or winter, spriag tims or) autuma, all seasons 
alike, no bird, no beast, not even thosmallest 
insect, aave.only a possible housefly that may 
harbor io the stoamboat and #0 be brought 
with you, fs ever seen here, This is literally 
the river of death. I know no spot like it on 
the fsco of this earth. Oar deserts with their 
owls, horn-toads, prairie dogs and rattlesnakes, 
are populousin comparison. Aad yet this 
awful absenoo of all kinds of life cannot be 
due to the waters. They sré famous for fish 
of the best kind. Tho air is cortainly delicious, 
But all this vast river's shore is as. ompty of 
life as when ‘‘ darkness was upon the face of 
the earth,” 

. . + « * 

And no man has settled here. For nearly 
one hundred miles not a sign of man ia soea. 
You seem to be a sort of Cslambas, as if no 
man had ever beon here before you. At 
every turn of a great granite cape these lines 
rhymed incessantly in my ears : 

‘We were the firat that ever burst 
Upon that silent aca,” 

An hour past midnight and we, neared the 
central object of the journey, Uapoe Trinity, a 
gravite wall of about two thousand feet, which 
in places literally overhanga the ship Our 
captain Jaid tho yegsel closely against the 
monolyth;and fur a.moment rested there, 
We seemed ro small. The great steamer was 
as a little toy, hsld out there ia the hollow of 
God's hand. “ 

Here turning about we saw theglorious suo 
burst suddenly and in fall splendor | ovor 
this amber river, which now in the fall light 
looked as tawny as the desert tiger. 


Does the Day Become Longer. 
AN ASTRONOMER’S ARGUMENTS AGAINST DAR+ 
WIN’S THEORY. 


It is well known that Prof. G. Darwin has 
associated what may regarded as a new theory 
of oosmical evolution with the gradual rotard 
ation of the earth’s rotation rpin, and conse- 
quent lengthening in the day. Mr. E. Stone, 
formerly..chief assistant. at Greenwich, and 
now head of the Radoliffe Observatory, Ox- 
ford, hawjust published some calculations, 
whioh, though they do not actually cisprove 
the change in the earth’s rotation rate, throw 
grave doubt on the only direct evidence ever 
recognized in its favor, Whenit was foudd 
that Hanson's lunar tables do not accord with 
the evidence respecting the moon’s movement 
derived either from actual observation orfrom 
the atudy of anolont colipses, it was suggested 
in the explanation of the disorepanoy (corres 
ponding to an apparent gain of the moon on 
her caloulated place) that it may be apparent 
only,and due to the change of the rate of going 
of our great torrostrial timepiece, the oarth, by 
which of course we the moon’s movements. 
Delaunay showed that,owing the movement of 
the tidal wave in the direction opposite to 
that of the oarth’s rotation, the rotation rate 
must diminish, though very slowly. Sir 
Goorgo Airy, going through the same process 
of inguiry, obtained at first anogative result, 
but later recognized the oxistence of cortain 
terms indicating aretardation. Sionoe then it 
has been regarded as an agvuepted doctrine 
that tho Iength of the day must gradually 
increase until the day is aw long as tho 
lunar month, Nay Prof. Ball,  astrano- 
mor royal for Ireland, goes further than shie, 
and considers that the solar tide must 
eventually lengthesi the day till it is equal to 
tho yoar, overlooking, apparently, the fact that 
tho lunar action will provent any inoroase be, 
yond the length of a lunar month. But Mr. 
Stone has found reason for belioving that the 
discordance between thoory and observation 
which has beon thrown on tho earth’s rotation, 
does not exist, so that ‘so far as wo know at 
presont, tho time of tho earth’s rotation is 
constant.” Lf his calculation should be opn- 
firmod it would not prove that thoro is no re 
tardation of tho earth’s rotation, but that the 
length of the day is changing much moro 
slowly than had been sapposed—too slowly, 
in fact, to bo, ropogal4sd,--Contemporary Re- 
view,

Franolso, as the bost authority on this const 
in such cases, and sont the man thither to be 
examiacd. When Dr. Moares examined him 
he bad no hesitancy in pronouncing it ao un- 
mistakable oase of gonuine loprosy,and an it js 
not to the interest of the State that person 
thus inflicted should be sosttered about among 
the pationtsa in the difforeus county hospitals, 
ho waa sont to the post house hore, hin ia 
the seoond case of loprosy in which tho patient 
was « whito mao that has occurred hore.s Tho 
other was a native of Ohin, who followed the 
soa for many yours, apendiog a great portion 
of tho tino fa* Chine and the Chinese soas, 
When the diseaso first appeared on him he 
woot home to Ohio, bus finding that it had 
befiled all treatment and continued to progress 
be went back to the Kast Indias, He arrived 
in San ¥rarcisco, aad b ing too weak to pro 

ceod furthor he want to the smallpox hoapital 
here, whero he remained natil he died, whioh 
was a.short time ayo, Iu the meantime his 
flogera had ‘decayed away and fallen off at the 
joints, and his foot had half droppod off.

THE SCHOOL READERS. 


Whilst strongly condemning the too 
frequent changes in school books which 
have been authorized by the Eduoatiou Do- 
partment since it came undor tho coutrol 
of a political head, we are yot open to admit 
that a change has become desirable in tho 
serlos of Readers, owing to the fact that the 
books comprising that series havo, in sume 
respects, fallon behind the requirements of 
the progressive times in which we live. 
At the same time, we must eotor our pro 
testagainst the manner in which the Do- 
partment has proceeded in bringing about 
the changes which is deemed advisable. 
The Minister should have followed 
precedent set for him by his non-political 
predecessor, who secured the best cbtain- 
able works and allowed any one who wished 
to print and publish them, provided bonds 
were given for compliance with certain 
simple’ regulations of the Department: 
This wasa common-sense course, as it se- 
cured uniformity and fayored no publisher 
at the expense of the other. Mr. Orooks 
has pursued a different course, he having 
invited publishers to produce books, two of 
which series have been authorized, for use 
in the public schools, and a third svrivs 
reserved in part for, in all probability, 
future authorization. This isall wrong, 
as that uniformity in the text books, which 
isas desirable asthe uniformity in the 
school system, is thereby deatroyed. There 
ought to have been no hurry in this mat- 

ter, as the existing Readers are authorized 
until August Ist, 1885, thus leaving ample 
time for theselection of the best books 
offered in comretition, after which selec- 
tion the copyright could have been pur- 
chased or other arrangemeats made to 
continue the issue of one series only of 
_ books to the pupils of the public scheols. 
It has been alleged that Mr. Orooka’ course 
has been dictated by political oconsidera- 
tlons—by, in fact, the desire to benefit 
peouniarily certain friends of the Govern- 
ment.

Perry is‘also said to have travelled 
under the aliases of Charles Perry, George 
Newbold, Oharles Stewart, Henry Howard, 
George Benton, and Charles Spencer. He 
has served two years and six months in 
Kingston prison for bigamy ; six months in 
the Central Prison for horse stealing ; six 
months in Bolleyille gaol for obtaining 
goods falsely, whence he ran away with the 
gaolor’s wife after histime expired. Perry 
seduced and eloped with a respectable girl 
and left her at a boarding house, where he 
played a desperate game to got her money, 
and concludes her brief sketch by charging 
Perry with being a ‘‘ forger, robber, bigs- 
mist, horsethiet, counterfeiter, and every- 
thing bad,” and deolaring that ho has seven 
wives, and will even marry the girl he has 
seduced, rather than lose her money.

Thoreare 
few who caunot enjoy {t in one form or 
another, For diabetes, only the least desir« 
able kinds, as cortain nuts and almonds, aro 
available, all others, as containing sugar, being 
firbidden. Snffsrers from acid dyspepsia 
rust select carefally and limit their consump- 
tion to the least irritating—a fow strawberries 
or sfew grapes. Diarrhmsa and dysentery 
je clade the uso of all fruit, On the other 
ond, for ovnstipated porsons it is sometimes 
the only reliable remedy which they can use 
continuously with comfors ; it is also of bene- 
fit in renal diseases, by its action on the bowels, 
Atovio persons genérally tak» it well, and 
feel the better of its digestive p-operty. [Howe 
in normal health may eat almont any ri 
fruit. The bland varieties are the most whole- 
some and nutritrious—strawberries, apples, 
pears, grapes aod, gooseberries, The last 
named, however, with currents and raspberries, 
are Jessa wholesome than the others.

Fruit may be taken 
with a meal or onan empty stomach. In the 
former case it promotes digestion by its gently 
irritating effect om the mucous membrane of 
the stomach and intestiaes, If an aperient 
effect be desired it had better be taken in the 
morning betore breakfast, or between meals. 
A sucoulent and pleasantly acid variety is 
best for both of these purposes, while it is 
alo) a food, The quantity of fruit which 
should b; taken depends on the kind. If it 
belong to the bland nutritious olasg, a healthy 
person may now and thon partake of it as 
frevly'as of any other wholesome food ; but be 
will gain most boncfit if he take only a little, 
and take it regularly. The same may be said 
of the invalid with whom fruit agrees. Cook- 
ing removes much of the acidity from orude 
frult, and rendors it lighter as well as more 
palatable. So treated it is produotive of ee 
and no harm ; but it is a fundamental prinoci- 
ple that whatever fruit is eaten uncooked it 
must be fully ripe, and not ovor- ripe This 
may sound trite and, indeed, the principle is 
commonly admitted ; but not, it would seem, 
by oll, for we still find people, and not a few, 
who will themselves deliberately take, and, 
worse, will give to their children green goose- 
berries, green apples, &»., the very hardness 
of which, apart from thoir acid pungenoy, 
suggests their uofituess for digestion. Suoh 
people use as food an acid irritant poison, 
whose necessary action is to cause excessive 
intestinal secresion, with more or lees of in- 
fiammation. Henoe arises diarrbms, On the 
other hand, fruit whioh is over-ripe, in which 
fermentation has begun, is a freqaent cause 
of this disorder and equally to be avoided, and 
perhaps alao more difficult to avoid because 
the insidious beginning of decry is not easily 
recognized. It should never bs forgotten by 
any who inoline to follow the season in their 
feeding, that the want of such proosutions as 
tbe above may produoce that dysenterio form of 
dlarrbes, ‘‘ British oholera,’”’ which is oooa- 
sionally as rapidly fatal as the more dreaded 
Asiatio typo of that disease.

the abolition of the dangerous cess pits and 
the substitution of the dry earth system, 


» theextinotion of piggeries,the establishment 


of a shambles instead of having the slaugh- 
ter houses scattered about the city, and so 
forth. These reporte, they truly say, were 
always adopted by the Counoil for the time 
belng with a few remarks complimentary 
to the Beard, and—quietly pigeou-huled 
without action. Henoe it is that the con- 
dition of the ci'y is such as to invite an 
‘epidemio. 

We present these faots to the notice of 
the Oounoil, with the hope that, as other 
places are doing all that is possible to 
improve their sanitary condition, in view 
of the possible spread of the cholera pesti- 
lence to this country, they will thereby be 
incited todo their duty in the prewisos. 
No doubt the valuable reports submitted 
by the Boards of Health in former yoars 
are tobe found amongst the Corporation 
papers, and with some attention paid to 
these anda conference with the present

is in the premises. Let them do their duty 
now, and no possible regrets can follow 
their action. Their responsibility is a grave 
one, We trust that they will prove equal 
to lt. Prevention is better than cure.

In 
April 14 wore killod by the fall of « hotelin 
Texas,and 200 lost their lives by tornadoes, 
and 14 lives were sacriticed in the Brooklyn 
bridge panic, In June floods and tornadoes 
killed 68. This month the most fearful 
accidents have been that of last Friday near 
Carlyou, N. Y., by which 17 were killed, 
and the pier disaster noar Baltimore, which 
killed 76 

The casualties in the Old World have 
been infivitely more terriblo,as will bo seen 
by the following appalling Ilat : — Sinking 
of the Cimbria,434; floods in Germany and 
Hungary, 140; burning of the olrous ia 
Poland,268 ; powder explosion in Holland, 
40; panio in a wool factory at Bombay,23; 
avalanche at Mount Ararat, 150; loss of a 
fishing fleet on the English coast, 373 ; 
boiler explosion at Dizior, Franoe, 34 ; 
powder oxplosion at Passo Uornese, Italy, 
40; mine explosion at Bessieros, France, 
127 ; powder explosion at Soutari, 150 ; 
pavioc at Suaderland, Eagland, 202; tire at 
Dervia, Italy, 47 ; the launch disaster at 
Glasgow, 160 ; fire in Hungary, 20 ; mine 
explosion in Sioily,35; and the Ischia earth- 
quake, about 3,000, 

The votal of these and other disasters not 
necesssry to mention tells the story, Last 
year about 6,000 lives were lost as reported 
by telegraph. In the firat seven months of 
this year 6,100 lives have been reported as 
lost,and if to these we add the fatalities by 
cholera in June and July in [udia (12,000) 
and in Egypt (9,242) the sum total of horror 
amounts to 27,342 lives saoriliced by oasu- 
alty and epidemic, and there are yet five 
months of possible terror before us.—Chic- 
ago Tribune.

Vicrorta, B.C., Aug. 5—The steamer

whiskey sellers named Rennie and Martin got 
drunk, and unconrciously chanyed cabins dur- 
ing the night. Indians broke into Martin’s 
cabin. .where.Renniaweeslnew' vie” TAU Wad 
discovered the whiskey men started after the 
Iodians, and in a fight with them Kennte was 
killed, The citizens in force then arrested 
three of the Indians, confining them in the 
guard house. 

During the temporary absenoe uf the guard 
the Indians procured a pistol, shooting him 
on his return. They then fled, 

The report of the pistol awoke Major Giv- 
ens, formerly of the United States army, who 
rushed to the rescue, and was shot down 
wounded. The Indians then tuok an axe and 
hacked his head to pieces, when they attempt. 
ed to make good their escape, but a number 
of miners who had reached the ecene shot one 
of them down and arrosted another, The 
third escaped. The infuriated citizans con- 
stituted themsclves a jury and hanged the 
captured Jodian Gu the spot. The next day 
Colonel Barry ordered the Indian chiefs to 
produce the escaped Indian, snd he was 
quickly delivered and promptly hanged.

“THE LAW OF CHRIST 


As Applied to the Ordinary Busi- 
ness of Life. 


ADDRESS BY 
REV, J. MONRO GIBSON, D. D. 


The law of Christ is more than mere moral- 
ity. A law of rightoous it is; and oo far it is 
oolnvident with the universally scoopted code 
of morals, ut over and above the law of 
righteousness there rises another law, which 
iu distinctively the law of Christ. This is the 
law of love, in two great bravohes: ‘* Tnaou 
shalt love the Lord thy God with all thy 
heart, and with all thy soul; add with all thy 
mind ;” and ‘ Thou shalt love thy neighbor 
as thyself,” No one doubts that common 
morality should rule the Christian and every 
body else in the ordinary business of life ; and 
therefore we need not spend auy time in in- 
siting on the olaima of the law of Carist ao 
far as it coiavides with the other : it is of the 
higher law of love that we must speak. 

It wilt be at once seen, then, that our sub- 
ject is not what is geverally undorstood as 
*‘commercial morality.” I firmly believe 
that we shall never bavethe right kind of 
commercial morality till ten mon take the 
higher standard suggested by the subject now 
before us, and insiet not only on that right- 
eousnoss which no one disputes, but also on 
that love which very few acknowledge as 
binding in the ordinary business of life, 

Itis teue indeed,that while mon io general 
are soond enough in theory a4 to commercial 
morality, they are very far from being aa uni- 
vorsally sound in practice; and therefore there 
is abundant scope for the mous strenuous en- 
turcement of common hoaesty and intogrity ; 
eco sion enough, ant quite too muoh, for 
urging again the duty of fair and square desl- 
ing as between man and man; and such 
appeals can be properly enough mado, and 
ought to be made, ia the name of Christ and 
of Christianity ; but the question comes whe- 
ther, while not neglecting this, there may not 
be something better for us to do. 

You will have observed how little, compara- 
tively, Chiat bas to tay about common hon- 
esty.. Itimay bo said, indved, that trade and 
commerce did not buik at all so largely in 
Palestine life as they do in ours; and yet 
they did oonstita-e 20 large a pa.t of it that it 
would have been unpardonablo to omit them 
or pass them lightly by, Besides, Christ was 
legislating, not for, caléstin’ alone, but for the 
world ; and not for that century alone,but for 
all the coming centuries; and therefore we 
must seek some other explanation of what to 
some might appear a strange omission or ne- 
glect, We cannot do better, probably, than 
examine with this view the Sermon on. the 
Mount. That sermon may be fairly considered 
assummary of the law of Obrisat. It has been 
aptly called by Dr, Dykes ‘‘the Manifesto 
of the King; and while it is by no means 
a legislative code, in the proper sense of the 
term, it is a summary of prinofples of wide 
enough range to cover all the conitmon rela- 
tions of life. Now if we were to ask what 
piace commercial morality hasin that code, 
what would be thé soswer? Those who take 
low ground) on the,subject would probably 
way, “‘ No place atall.” The main substance 
of ft is an exposition of the righteousness of 
the kingdom ; and yet the one comman ment 
which diregtly covers the ground of coinmer- 
cial morality is deliberately passed by ; the 
eigth commandment is not even mvitiuod. 
Tho great Lawgivor of the new covonact \ieals 
with all the rest of the seoond table of the 
Law, but omits all reference to the one com- 
msndment which some people nowadays 
soom to consldor ‘* the be-all and the ena all,” 
ot morality. What isthe reason? 

A oareful reading of what follows will sug- 
gos) tha: it is booause He has nothing Lotter 
to says: Ho bas somdthing) more ‘ellici¢at io 
reserve, Ho sees that the togth commandment 
gives a far strongor leverage that the eighth, 
and so He urges and presses itjnot only iaite 
own light, but in the light of ‘‘the firet and 
great oOmmbndment,” warning us against 
‘laying up treasures on the earth ;” waroidg 
us against attempting to ‘‘ serve God and 
mammon;” warning us against too much 
anxiety as to the supply of our bodily wants ; 
and closing a long and sustained appeal by 
the positive rule, ‘‘ Sook yo firat the klogdom 
of Gol ‘and Hs righteousness, and ali those 
thibge shall bo addod uato you.” It is in this 
large aud wise way that He deals with the 
buviness of ordinay life; lifting it out of the 
rogiva of more morality, and sottivg it in the 
fall light of ‘the’ fifatand great command- 
mont” of the law of love 3and then, further 
on, Ho urges a similarly;bigh standard in the 
light of ‘*the second, whioh is like unto it,” 
whon He lays down the golden rule, ‘* There- 
{ure whatsooyer yo would that men should do 
to you, de yo evon so to thom ; for this is the 
law and the prophots,” Thus we sve that He 
does not omit or neglect the ordioary business 
of life, but gots at it in * Way of His own. 

Thi method is constantly kept up through- 
out all His toachlog. Thetoad of treating of 
business relations on the lower ground of 
square dealing, He always trios to lift men up 
to the higher ground, When a oortain man 
comes to Him with the appeal “Master, speak 
to my brother, that Ho divide tho inhoritance 
with mo,” Ho not only will not interfere, but 
Ho uses the opportunity not, as might havo 
boon expected, for tho onforocoment of square 
dealing, but for an earnest warning agatnst 
oovetousnoas : '‘ Ho aaid unto thom, Paice heed 
and beware of covetousness, for a man’s fo 
consisteth not in the abundance of the things 
which ho possessoth.” S8o It iajgall tho way 
through, He by no means undorvaluos hon- 
osty, but Ho lays far groator stroas on having 
a hoart sot on higher things than money or 
any oarthly possession, Ho lays the axe at 
the root of the upas treo, Ho plants His 
dangor-algaal not at the spot whore tho ice 
onde and the water bogins, but at the place 

where tho loo bogins to got thin. Hoe troats 


not the more symptoms, but tho doop seated 
disease within, 
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And His oxamplo is faithfullly followod by 
His Apoatios, Their warnioge agaiaut oovotous 
xows aro far moro froquent than ageinat dis- 
honesty. And even whoa honesty is argod, 
it is alarvor and loftior honesty than is involved 
in moro fair doaling. Is has io it the idea of 
nob Jity and honor, as well aa of more justios 
Choy did not make ita more matter of the 
oxohaoge of money, or of that whioh money 
roprosooty, ar oar tnodern moralia‘@ are so apt 
to do, bat of ** tho love of money,” Is wai the 
root they wore siming at. And evon whea 
they dolook atthe matter from the lower 
point of view, how naturally thoy riso t» tho 
hiygher ; aa when tho Apostle, writing to the 
Koman Obristisns, ways, ‘Owe no mac any- 
thing, but to love one anothers for ho shat 
loveth another hath falfillod the law, 
worketh no all to his neighbor ; 
is the falfilling of the law,” 

Woe find thon, that the method of Christ aud 
His Apostlos was ono whioh, while axsuming 
aud requiriag the brord basis of rightoousnvss 
in all things, spocially urgos the law of love 
in both ite branchos, a8 tho truo loverags by 
which oven tho commoucst morality in tho 
busin es of life could bo moat effectively so- 
oured 

Istho methoda sound one? Is it still ap- 
plioabl», and likely to be offectivé, in all the 
oomploxity of the business lifs of tho nino- 
toenth contury? Thisis our main question, 
and a vory important ono it is, 

There are those who omph tically say, No ; 
and wo must listen to what thoy havo to urge, 
Chore is, first, what may be valled tho objeo- 
tion of the avorago business man. It may bo 
thus expressed; *' Businogs is business, and 
must be conducted on strictly business prin. 
ciples, according to thd law of domand and 
yeply, and the common sense rule of buying 
in the cheapest and solliog in the dearest mar- 
ket. This talk about the law of love is all 
very well for ‘pulpit cloquence,” or pulpit 
twaddle, as the case may be; on ‘Change it 
muat be, ‘ Every one for himself, and im, 
well, instead of finiuhing the adage in the ra- 
thor rough way which shows what is the fate 
of the ‘‘hindmoat,” we shall give the modern 
equivalent, and oall it ‘the survival of the 
fivtest,”” And tho use of this soioutific phrase 
reminds us that, besides the objvotion of the 
averago basiness man, there is that of the 
soclologist—whioh, however, is just the old 
popular objection put into scientitic form. It 
is fully aud ably act forth by Mr, Horbert 
Spencer, especially in his Data of Lthics, 
where, acoording to himvelf, he shows toa 
demonstration that the Christian law is not 
only inapplicable to the ordinary business of 
life, but would be positively ruinous to society 
if it were actually oarried out. It may be well 
to qaote some of his own words, promising 
that by ‘‘ogoiem” he means the doctrine, 
** Every man for himself,” and by “altruism” 
the doctrine, ‘‘Every man for his neigh. 
bor,” which, according to him, is the Chris- 
tian doctrine, He says, ‘‘It docs not 
seom to be suspected that pure altruism is 
actaaily wrong. Brought up,as each is in the 
nominal acosptance of a creed whioh wholly 
subordinates egoism to altruism, and gives 
sundry precepts that aro absolutely altruistic, 
each citizen, while ignoring these in bis basi- 
ness, aod tacitly denying them in various 
opinions he utters, daily gives to them lip- 
homage,and supposes that acceptance of them 
is required of them, though he finds it impos- 
sible, Feeling that ho oannot call them io 
question without calling in question his reli- 
ion as a who's, he pretends to othera and to 
himeelf that he believes t:em-—believes things 
which in hig intermost conscience he knows 
he does not believe. He profexses to think that 
entire self-sacritios must be right, though dimly 
conscious that it would be fatal.” 

The enormous mistake on Which this oriti- 
olem is based is due toa confusion of ideas 
between whatis required of a Christian as 
toward God and what is required as toward 
hisfelloweman, It is troc that we aro asked 
to surrender ourselves {mplicitly and entirely 
to God. ‘Thou shalt love the Lord thy God 
with all thy hear’, and with all thy soul, and 
with all thy mind,” If this is ‘pure altruism,” 
it is an altruism whioh can never do any harm 
in the most complex state of society, bat will 
always, and in all circumstances, seoure the 
highest possible welfare both of the individual 
and of society, Leta man impicitly and fully 
surrender bimasif to God—to obey His com- 
mandmeats, to do His will, to live for His 
glory—and it will be the best for the msn 
himself, the best for his family, thoj best for 
his friends, the best for his ecemies, the best 
for the society ia which he lives, the best for 
the world at large. Wouli thas all mankind 
were only altruistio after this fashion, and the 
great problem ofscciology and of Christianity 
would be finally and fally solved. There would 
be a Heaven upon earth | 

But tho scientific oritio of the Jaw of Christ 
acoms to koow nothing of this kind of altra- 
ism, Tho altruism he is thinking of is the 
surrender of everybody to his neighbor ; and 
no intelligent Christian-needs to be told that 
thore is no such surrendor,asked of as by the 
law of Christ. ‘‘Thou ahalt love thy neigh- 
bor,” How? With the whole hears? No; 
“Thou shalt love thy neighbor as thysel/.” 
This, au we are told, is the sum Of the second 
table of the law, which has to do with our 
duty to our neighbor. And whata grievous 
miarepresentation of itare the words above 
quoted ! And still more so when our orltio 
goes on to way that it calls usto tho ‘ con- 
tinual giving up of pleasures, and continual 
submission to pains,” ‘‘so that its final out- 
oome is debility, disease, and abridgment of 
life,”’ There are indeed some exhortations 
here and there in the Now Testament which 
upom open to this kind of oriticlem, if literal- 
ly pressod ; bit the difficulty’ entirely disap- 
pears if we look at the evidont spirit of them; 
and this is what both Christ and His apostles 
remind us we must do. For instanes, ** Look 
not every man on his own things, but 
every man also on the things of others,” 
Here the first part seems, to forbid 
attention to our own interests, while 
the second summons us to attsnd to the 
interests of cthers. But does not the word 
‘“algo show clearly that a proper attention to 
our Own !ntéresta fu taken for granted aa a 
thing 'of course (au may bo vory sdfely done) ? 
** Look not eyery man on hid own things, bat 
eyery man also on the things of othors.” Tt 
is abundantly clear that the spirit of it is to 
csution us agalost secking after our own in- 
tdrosts to thedisregard of tho intorésts of our 
neighbors, And surely this is good enough 
social , dootriae. 1s ia not at alliat > variahov 
with the strictest soclal solence, And then, 
lesb any should be disposed to run into 
tho altruistic extréme of ‘whidh the oritic 
is afraid, have wo not ‘such remiadore as 
this, ‘‘ If any provide hot for his own, and 
specially for those of his own house, hoe hath 
doniéd tho faith,and is worse than an infidel?” 
Thus we find that the solentitic objootlon to 
the Christian law of love does not doal fairly 
with the second commanimont of the Law, 
and, what ts still worse, ieaves out of sight 
thotirst commandment, which takeapreoedence 
of the second, and thorsfore, of course, moditios 
ite application, Such objoctions are valid 
against oortain systoms of modern humani 
tarianism, but they have no foroo whatever 
against the Oliristian law of love, 

So much for the solentitio objection. 
little more may bo said on the practloal diffi- 
oultios of the average man, Thoro aro, un- 
doubtedly, quite conscientious and exoollent 
business moa who do not seo how the law 
of love oan bo carried into ordinary businozs, 
Let us, thon,invostigate a little as to whothor 
it is practicable to oarry on business without 
interfering with either of the two groat 
branches of the law of lovo—sither with the 
supromo devotion of tho hoart to Go 1, or with 
tbat loye to our noighbor which the law of 
Christ requires

himself to tho manufacturer in Nottingham or 
in Manchester, and then find that toget any 
he must take ten Or ¥ hundred times what ho 
wants. It would, in tact,be better for him to 
pay a very muoh largér advance than he doos 
pay, rathor than to bo left to his own re- 
sources in the matter, But hore the laws 
whioh regulate trade come in to oat down tho 
advanoo to the lowost point, so that he pays 
vory little indeed for a great service. And it 
tay bo romarked, in passing, that few of us 
realize at how little cost wo obtain the very 
noedfal and valuable services which are dono 
us on all hands by our neighbors. Aoo rding 
to the working of thoso laws itoomes to pass 
that the services rendered by the different 
persons engaged in businoss aro sot off against 
each othor in very fair oquivalonts ; so that, 
if only strict honesty be observed, cach man 
gots in tho main just what his sorvices are 
worth—no more, no less, And thorofore, 
in demanding and acoopting the fair markot 
yaluo of what ho has to offor ho is 
literally going upon the principle of 
loving his nolghbor as himself, If we wore 
dishoneatly to ask more, ho would be sinfally 
turning tho balance on his own sido; if he 
wore foolishly to take less, ho would be un-

The Globe, not satisfied with the drub- 
bing which we have given iton ano’ her 
question, has taken up the oudgels ia beholf 
of its self-styled religious contemporary, 
the Montreal HWitness which » fow dave 
ago we convicted of falsehood in misatat- 
ing the position of Mr, Mousseau with regard 
to the Ontario boundary question. In its 
issue of the 10th the Toronto organ says : 


The Belleville Inrsucioxnoer, in reply to o 
remark by the Montreal |Vitness, says Mr. 
Mousseau never asserted thathe aud Mr 
Masson re‘used to acvept office except on the 
condition that the award of 1878 should not 
be ratified, Ifthe In ixLLIGENORK 18 1) Lt, 
what is the moaning of this language reported 
by the Montres! Gazllé os haviog been ad- 
dressed by Mr, Moasseau to his constitu 
ents :— 


** You have heard of the great question of the 
Boundary Award.. It will not be necessary for 
me togo into all the details of this question. 
The Government of Mr, Mackenzie had submit- 
ted this question to an arbitration, and in 1878 
the arbitrators decided that Ontario should ob- 
tain an additional extent of territory of 62,000,- 
OOO acres, When we, the Conservatives,arrived 
eka we refused to accept this decision, and 
offered to refer the case tothe Privy Conncil, 
When at St. Jerome, in 1578, with the Hon. Mr. 
Mas#on, I laid down the condition on which we 
would hold our position as members of the Fed- 
eral Cabinet. Isaid:—If the Province of Un- 
tario is to acquire an additional territory of 62,- 
000,000 acres more than she was yiven under the 
British North America Act, the Province of 
Quebec will have the right to demand an equiva- 
lent, It would be impossible for the Province 
of Quebec to remain in this position if Ontario 

ed her case, because any improvement in 

er position must be fullowed by an equal im- 
provement in ours, Otherwise the Federal 
equilibrium would be broken.” 

Mr, Mousseau may be pardoned for fighting 
for his own Province, but what can be said of 
the Norquay organs in Ontario which are do- 
vy hoses best to hamper the Governwent of 

Provinoe in taking the only action likely 
fo secure us our rights. 


The italics in the above extract from the 
Gazette's report of Mr. Mousseau’s speech 
are ours, What does the Globe expect to 

_ prove by its production ? 
_ Taking Mr, Mousseau’s statement. we find: 

1. That his conversation was with Mr. 
Masson at St. Jerome in 1878. 

2. That what he objected to was that 
Ontario should receive more territury than 
was given her under the British Amorica 
Act, and that if she did, Quebec should, in 
Mr. Mousseau’s opinion, demand an equiv- 
alent, 


Mr. Mouaseau did not enter the Cabinet 
until upwards of two years after the private 
conversation which he had with Mr. Masson, 
That gentleman himself has stated that he 
did not lay any such demand before the 
Premier as a condition precedent to his 
being sworn in as Minister of Militia on 
October 19th, 1878, or broach the subject 
to Sir John atterwards. Mr. Mousseau 
states that the above expression ot his views 
was given in a private conversation with 
Mr. Masson, and does not state that he 
himself took office on condition that the so- 
called boundary award should be set aside. 
What, then, becomes of the Witvess’ asser 
tion that Mr. Mousseau stated in his speech 
that ‘‘ he and Mr, Masson refused to accept 
office except under the condition that the 
award should not be ratified,” and the 
Globe's attempt to bolster up that musrep- 
resentation? On the very plainest of eyi- 
dence they are disproved, and that disproval 
convicts thoes who, with full knowledge of 
the facts, have stated otherwise, of wilful 
misrepresentation. 


The attempt to make capital outof Mr, 
Mousseau’s utterances is a very pitiable 
one, and inyolves s large amount of talaify- 
ing, which, however,the Grit scribes do not 
hesitate to undertake. His position was 
that,as the northern and western boundaries 
of Ontario had not been detined by the 
Confederation Act, and as the so-called 
eward gave to this l’rovince,in his opipvion, 
more territory than she was entitled to,the 
“ award” ought not to be ratified; or that, 
if it were,Quebeo should receive an equiva- 
lent for the injustice (in his opinion) done 
her by the award.

joiu bim in his desire for o sottlement of 
tho dispute by the only competent tribunal, 
Very different was the position of Mr, 
Laurier, the Rouge leader, who, in voting 
against Mr, Plumb’s resolution propvsing to 
seok a final decision of the question from 
the Supreme Uourt.or the Privy Ovuncil, 
stated that ho did 6o because he was afraid 
that litigation would result in On- 
tarlo’s getting more territory than the 
arbitrators had proposed to award to her. 
A protty position truly! And yet the 
Globe has neyor had one word to say in con- 
demnation of Mr. Lauricr’s dishonesty, 
Howoyor, the people of Ontario—the Con-

Collectors of Customs at other porta, took the 
same view. ‘This view was, in the words of the 
St. John Globe, ‘* that under the new law oods 
brought into Canada, purchased in the United 
States, were liable te duty on the American 
duty, whether bought in bond or no,” 


Like the bully who has been knooked 

down, time and again, Mr, Anglin comes 
up once more to the scratch, in the hope 
that his capacity for receiving punishment 
may wear us out and turn the acale of yio- 
tory in his favor. 1n this he will tind him- 
self mistaken, as we now propose to admin- 
ister the coup de grace to him, as he is ina 
yory “groggy” condition, On the 
strength of the opinions of two foreign 
ofticials, aud of one Oanadian Oustoms 
oflicial, who evidently failed to read the 
new consolidation of the law aright, the 
leading organ of the Grits falsely alleged 
that the words ‘‘ for home consumption ” 
had been introduced into the Act of 1883, 
and that thus the meaning of the law had 
been so changed that agreat blow had been 
struck at the importers of the Dominion. 
When shown that the all-important words 
did exist in the Act of 1879, the Globe de- 
nied what it had suid a day or two before, 
and tried, by framing falsehoods,to yet out 
of the embarrassing position in which we 
had placed it by quoting the clause of the 
Act of 1879. Thereupon the Grit organ 
alleged that clause related solely to draw- 
backs, royalties, etc., and declared that if 
we would show that it related to all goods 
imported into Canada it would acknowledge 
itself mistaken, This we did; but the pro- 
mised acknowledgement has not been made, 
just as we anticipated, and we again pre- 
dict never will be made, the writer of the 
Globe's articles being too practiced in un- 
truthand too maliyvantto ever acknowledge 
failure in an attack on the man who exposed 
his jobbery and drove him out of Parlia- 
ment, temporarily at least. 

We have alresdy, as above stated, 
proved that there was no changein the 
law, but aa the Globe cites fresh authority 
for its statement, we will again make it 
clear that the alleged change had no 
foundation other than the failure of the 
parties who imagined that there had been 
a change,to read the laws of 1879 and 1883 
carefully or, if they didso, to understand 
what they did read.

The journal which, in face of the above 
provisions of the Act in question—after ite 
attention has been drawn to its orlginal 
mistake in quoting from sec. 9 instead of 
sec. Sof the Act of 1879—insists that 
there has been a change in the law, is ab- 
solutely without shame. As we have 
previously explained, the arrangement of 
the clauses was altered in the Act of 1883 
and made more convenlent, and this re- 
arrangement no doubt led some <fiiclals, 
both home and foreign, into the error, ona 
careless reading of the now law, of sup- 
posing that a change had been made in it. 
Hence if, as the Globe alleges, the Customs 
Department has jssued a circular to its 
representatives oxplaining that there has 
been no change, a wise course—-a course 
that is customary, we belleve, in case, 
where any doubt has arisen as to the con- 
struction of the law, whether on the occasiou 
of a new law going into operation or of an 
old law being consolidated or re-arranged— 
has been pursued. 

The Globe may felicitate itself as it 
chooses on the reiteration of the falsehood 
‘that (n re-casting the Customs Act for the 
purpose of consolidation last session some- 
body made a tremendous mistake.” The 
only mistake in the matter is its own, which, 
originating in ignorance, has been adhered

Deafand Dumb Girl Murdered in 
Guysboro, N 8S. 


HALrrax, Aug. 9-—A telegram from Guys- 
boro states that a deaf, dumb, and blind 
colored girl, named Ada Byard, about twenty 
yeara of age, living with her father about a 
mile outside of Guysboro town, has come to her 
death under circumstances which kave the 
impression that sbe was foully murdered, It 
appears on Saturday the girl’s fathor went to 
town, leaving his wife, who is stepmother of 
the deceased, with the latter and some younger 
mombers of the family.

Heat Lightning. 
_Prof. Tyndall has made observations in 
Switzerland which show thatthe silent flash- 
es called ‘‘heat lightning” are not,as goner- 
ally supposed, harmless, but indicate than- 
deratorms which may not be twenty miles 
away.

have telegraphed so to the proprietor of the 
Monte Generoso hotel and learned in every 
instance that our silent lightning co-existed 
in time with a thunderstorm more or loss 
‘ territio”in Upper Italy. Persons observ- 
ing these silent flashes te be repeated with 
increasing vividness may take them as evi- 
dence of a storm coming in their direction 
and possibly no more than an hour away.”

It in wald that foolea tush in’ whore angels 
foar to tread, and therefore only one nows paper 

-the Norfolk Reformer—has disputed tho 
Tribune's contentions respecting tho “school 
book scandal. That journal iadulges in mere 
yoneralizations, and it is impossible to tell 
what it doos or doos not dispute, Tho animus 
of the article seomito be to’ show that the 
Tribune's independenco only consists of abuye 
of tho Reform leadors and party, a warm ad- 
miration of Prof. Foster, anda blind support 
of the Dominion Lioonse Bill. Woe will not 
discuss thore irrelovant questions eave to deny 
the firat, admit the second, and dispute ths 
third, Tho 7ribune has rendered more real 
service to Liberal prinolples during the 
thort time of ita existonoe by pointing out the 
faults of its advocates and their departure 
from the straight paths of political reotitude 
thanthe Norfolk Reformer has by its obedl- 
ence to the party whip in many yoars of .dis- 
tinguished uselocencss. Oar contemporary ia 
soaroely competent to denounce oar lack of

Journal, (3) Thos, Kirkland, Mathematical 
and Solence Master of Toronto Normal school, 
and one of the editors of the Z'rade Journal 
mentioned above. (4) Wm. Scott, Mathomati- 
cal Master of the Ottawa Normal Sjhool. If 
the head of the book publishiog firm of Gage 
& Company had been Minister of Eiucation 
himself, he could not have arranged matters 
b tter for the thorough introdactioa of his 
books than Mr, Crooks has done for him in 
thus plaolng his chief book compliers in these 
orma| schools, where-all provinoisl teachers 
are trained ia the mse of text-books, The 
director .of the Normal «Schools is a'ro High 
Sohool Inspector, so thatall schools, High, 
Normal and Publio, are brought directly under 
the influenoe of these: book-oompliors. Al« 
though.the Normal Sohools are intended for 
tho professional training: only of teschors, yat 
the director of these institutions has placed 
upon shé list of subjects to be taught algebra 
and arithmetlo, the text books being

and all of these books are unauthorized / / 


Why should. the time of the Normal School 
masters be taken upin revising these sub 

jects?) They are surely well taught in the 
High Sohools and Collegiate Institutes, where 
teachers receive their non-professional | train« 
ing, In the majority of these schools nearly 
one-half of school time is given to mathema.- 
tics alone, and examination tests in this de- 
partmentijare more diffioult than any other ; 
and yet, the direotor of the ‘Normal Schools 
compol teachers-in-training to go over this 
mathématioal work again for no other pur- 
posethan the introduction of his own text 
books, which, by an easy transition, are thus 
brought into the public schools of the pro- 
vince ; as a mattor of fact thousands of copies 
are fo ced upon the schools every-yoar ; stu- 
dents are obmpelfdd td-uge then * thoy wish 
to pass the examinations, for the questions 
set by th4 départmont’aro made to cdpform to 
the atyle of question to bé found ib those un- 
authorized but largely-tsed books, The 
pluoking subjects at all Government exauiina- 
tions are in the department of mathematics.

The Murder of Miss Carlton. 


(From the Boston Post, Aug, 7.) 

The mystery ofthe murder of Miss Etta 
Carlton, at Watertown, last Maroh, is solved 
Rogers Amero, as he is best known,or Samuel 
Rogere Amero, as he now writes himself, is in 
tho bands of the Massachusetts authorities, 
aud has confessed bis deed. The details of the 
tragedy and the arrst of Amero at his home 
in Digby, Nova Scotia, with his subsequent 
examinations and the long, tedious and un- 
warranted delay insur:endering him under the 
requisition papers from the United Siates, are 
famillar to the publiv, Finally, however, he 
was given up on Saturday lIcst, and arrivedin 
thin olty in charge of Detective Wiggin and 
Officer Howard, of Watertown, ‘atan early 
hour Tuesday morning. When the Supreme 
Court at Halifax decided, a few weeks ago: 
against Amero’s application for a writ of 
habeas corpus, the prisoner becawe very dea- 
pondent. The news of the refusal was carried 
to him by a friend who weut to the Digby gaol 
and, when he wastold, he broke down com- 
pletely, and made an absolate confession, 
without, however, going loto full details of 
the crime, A third person wasin hearing, 
and listened to the confession, Amero doclared 
in so mavy words that he did the deed, and 
that he wanted to see a pricst, His request 
being granted, he was closeted for several 
hours with the priest, but, of course as the 
seorets of the confessional are sacred, nothing 
can be known of what passed between them, 
It is supposed, however, that he supplemented 
his confession already made with a full and 
detailed account of his crime, He said then, 
and repeatedly afterward,that be did not want 
to oome to the States, for he knew thatif he 
did be would certainly be hanged During the 
trip Amero was drawn into a conyersation 
which tended to have a direct bearing upon 
the case. He was asked, supposing a man is 
partially guilty of a crime, that is, another 
person plans a crime and makesa tool of the 
firet to carry out the dotails of it,and then the 
one who commits the orime is arrested, would 
it not be better for him to tell the wholetruth 
even though it implicates another. To this 
Amero replied that the one who plavped the 
crime was the biggest rascal,aud eeou.cd very 
much interested and asked to havo it repeated 
again slowly,and he paid the’closest attention 
during the recital of the dotails of a supposed 
case, in which ® party was made the tool of 
another party to commit a orime,and the one 
who was used as a tool was arrestud, while the 
other went free. He wasthen advised by 
the onv he was talking with tbat if he 
had any kuowledge of the guilty party 
and had overheard anyone planning a crime 
or trying to hire anyone to oarry it out for 
him, that he had better tell the whole trath 
in connection with it, He then refured to 
talk any further in regard to the supposed 
case, hooing that he was being gradually 
drawn into a conversativn which very much 
resembled what many regard as the true 
inwardpes of the Carlton murder case, All 
through the prisoner showed a great deal of 
oreftiness,and was ospocially shrewd in dodg- 
ing ali dangerous points and in turning the 
conversation, Bat little of importance couid 
be got from him. He would talk as long as 
he could without criminating himself and 
would then shut bis mouth. Among other 
things he denied in the most positive manner 
beiog acquainted with or ever having soon the 
husbapd of Mrs. Carlton,

Government Telegraphy. 


REVENUE AND EXPENDITURE OF THE ENGLISH 
SYSTEM, 


Reoont disoussion of the proposal to adopt 
a system of Government tclegraphy in this 
oountry renders the facts regarding the Eng- 
lish system of decided interest. The Act 
authorizing the purchase of the English private 
lines were passed iu Jaly, 1868 In 1870 the 
purchases were completed, the Government 
belog overcharged and swindled by the oom. 
panies more than thirty millions of dollars. 
Decided additions were made to the oconven- 
fence of the lines, which were largely increased 
in extent as well. In 1574 the rate for twenty 
words was fixed at a shilling (24 cents) for any 
distance, and the effect of the untform tariff 
may be olearly seen from the following fig- 
ures ;—

The net income for the ten years is nearly 
nine millions of dollars, In tho United King- 
dom there are now 5,595 telegraph cffices. A 
bill has passed Parliament directing the tele- 
graph tolls to be cut down to sixpence (12 
conte) for a message sent any distance In the 
‘three Kingdoms,” 


Canon Bernard - Acquitted. 


END OF THE GREAT TOURNAY CHURCH CASE— 
JUDGMENT OF THE COURT, 


}Russets, Aug. 11.—Oanon Bernard, on 
trial here ou the charge of abstracting papers 
and securities representing several millions of 
francs from the Episcopal Palace of the Diocese 
of Tournay, was to-day acquitted. The court 
decided that it had no jurisdiction in the 
matter, as no crime had been committed by 
the reverend gentleman within the limits of 
Belyiurn territory, The Judge, in his dovision, 
holds t)at while it is clearly shown that 
the Cenon had tsken the papers and securities 
mottun-d, he didso under direct authority 
from the Pope, who instructed the defendant to 
take what measures ho desmed best to con- 
oval the treasure, not stipulating at tho time 
in whatcountry tho concealment was to be 
mado, The Court further stated that tho only 
orlumival action committed on the part of the 
def-noant was the sequestration in Amorica 
of the f,uds given in trust to him, for which 
he was extradited; and as this was done under 
the laws of the United States,the Government 
of Belgium hold no power to aot in the matter, 
Counsel for Canon jBernard, in defonding his 
client, stated that he merely attempted to 
evade the civil law and had not committed any 
oriminal offence. 


The Unitea States National Debt 


An aoalysisof the U, 8, national debt 
prepared on July 2, 1882, showed it to amount 
to $1,784,171,797, on which the annual inter- 
est oharge is $51,436,709. As the estimated 
population of the country on the same date 
wee somewhat more than 54,009,000, the debt 
per capite is $22.41, and the interest charge 95 
cents. Since 1866, when the debt had reached 
its highest point, $2,773,236,173 69, more than 
$859,000,000 of the principal of the debt has 
boon re.eemed, and interest cherges amount- 
ing in all to $1,305,139.75 have beon paid, 
in addition to all the current expenses of the 
Government, which have been by po means 
small, and of late years havo ombodied muoh 
waste anil oxtravayance. Protwotion to native 
industry bas enabled tho American nation so 
t deal with the debt th.t the annual intorost 
psyable on account of it amounts only to 95 
cents por head,

Awful Scenes in “Iachia. 


Tho stato of affairs at Ischia is worse now 
than evor. At first it was decided to cover 
the whole scene of the earthquake with 
chloride of lime to protect the living in 
thoir necessary work among the ruins, so 
groat and deadly has become the stench 
arising from the bodies of the more than 
eight thousand human beings known to 
have perished, But when it was found that 
scores of liviog persons were entombed 
in the ruins, the plan of wholesale dis- 
infection had to be abandened. To-day a 
man was rescued alive feom the ruins, The 
effluvia that followed from the crevice which 
his person had acted upon asa tight fitting 
cork overpowored his rescuers, all of whom 
fainted, There can be no doubt that many 
persons astillremain alive in the Ischia ruins, 
It is probable that all those remaining alive 
to-morrow will have to be abandoned to 
their fate, as every part of the soene has 

ceased to be endurable. Soarcely a resouer 
is left able to resist the terrible vomit- 
ings compelled by the indescribable 
atenches vow prevalent. The entire 
island bes beon almost constantly shaken 
by a series of intermittent shooks over 
sinoo tho groat disaster of last Sunday. 
Strange to say, the odors which will now 
render further rescues impossible, and 
drive the force of humanitarians from this 
once beautiful island, will probably let in 
the hordes of Italian brigands who now 
hover about in sufficient number to pass 
any probable guard, waiting their chances 
to rush on the soene forany plunder,—

AN ENGLISHMAN’S OPINION OF THE ORIEF MAG- 
ISTRATE OF FRANCE, 


(Correspondence London Times.) 

Like all who approach him without bias, I 
have always entertained a profound respect for 
M, Greyy, and nothing in tho interested and 
passionate attacks of which he has been the ob- 
jeot oan affect the sentiment he inspires in im- 
partial minds, who regard him as the rarest and 
most accomplished personification of a Obief 
Magistrate, sorupuloasly observant of the 
duties imposed on him by the law. If the Re- 
publio is taking reot in the country, if it 
enjoys the advantage of a regularly established 
Government, amid party conflicts and ardent 
competitors, these results are unquestionably 
due to M. Grevy. This fact is not, of course, 
osloulated to win him friends amceng the 
enemies of the Republic, nor even among 
those bent on substituting passion and vio- 
lence for legality; but it would ceriainly 
have been difficult to find another Fron. bman 
equally fitted to introduce into tho habits and 
traditions of the Obief Magistracy that un- 
foroed slmplioity and that unostentatious in- 
tegrity which M. Grevy has associated with 
the Presidency. Justas I know him 12 years 
ago, so [ find him whenever I bavo the honor 
of meeting him. In a career which has 
brought me into contact with the-leading per- 
sonages ot Europe, never have I seon a man 
less altered by his elevation or who has pre- 
served at the pinnacle of office so much of 
natural simplicity of  ocheracter. lt 
would, however, bo a great mistake to 
fanoy that this implies an unconsciousness of 
the heayy responsibility resting upon him, 
His firm resolution of keeping rigidly within 
the limits of his rights does not exclude a 
lively sense of his duties, and I am persuaded 
that if any venturesome Minister over sought 
to draw him into any enterprise jeopardizing 
French tranquility or interests he would un- 
hostatingly go the fall length of hie proroga- 
tives in order to safeguard tho scourity of the 
country.

Missionary Life Within the Arctic 
Oircle, 


TWENTY YHARS’ EXPERIENCE AMONG THE IN- 
DIANS, 


A rodont issue of the Winnipog Free Press 
given an interesting acoount of the labora of 
the Ven. Archdeacon MoDonald, lately arriv- 
ed in the capital of the North-West, during 
twonty yoars, and extending ovor a vast tor- 
ritory surrounding Fort Yukon, in Alaska, 
and Fort Macpherson, on tho Peol River, and 
extending as far west as 156" 30° longitude. 
Archdeacon Meodonald first went to the 
country in 1862 ander the auspices of the 
Charch Missionary Sooicty, In 1872 ho wont 
to England for a year And then returned to 
Peel River, During the first period bis hoad- 
jaertors had been from 1862 to 1869 at Fort 
Yokou, in 144° 21 west longitude and 66° 23° 
north latitude, or about a mile 

WITHLN THE ARCTIC CIROLE, 
Io 1879 he descended the Yukon River as far 
as St. Michael's, on Normandy Sound, Paoltio 
Ocean. He had previously paid a visit to 
regions of Niuklulaye%, a junotion of the Yu- 
kon, with a tributary. Here the people were 
greatly frightened to see hii, and trembled 
Ca ehaking hands with him. The first visit 
was in 1866, but when the Archdeacon saw 
them again in 1870, they. welcomed him 
heartily. He now spent some three days hore, 
duriog which time 
OVER THREE HUNDRED INDIANS 

learned through intorprotera the Lord’s prayer, 
the ten commendments, and some hymos. He 
was generally axtremely well reosived by the 
Indians to within 300 miles of. the mouth of 
the Yukoo, and they all tried to learn tho 
bymos aod prayers the mliesionary had taught 
the others, Some 800 mites from the mouth 
of the Yukon are Ksquimaux, living in oavorns 
and subsistiog priocipally on fish, These are 
very different from the Kaquimaux on the 
coast and they speak a different dial -ot, there 
being, however, a considerable resemblance 
between the two. The missionary, assisted 
by the officers of a fur trading compavy with 
whom he travelled (Messrs, Kohl & Co.) wrote 
out some translations of hymos and prayers 
and taught thom to a few of tho Erquimaux, 
but it was hardly to be expected that they 
would retain what wea taught them daring 
80 short a time, and he has neyer seen them 
since. After spending nearly a month at St. 
Michael's, Rov, Mr. MoDonald returned on 
board the steam tug of Kohl & Co., aud found 
the Indians as rejoiced as before to receive 
instruction in Divine things. 


WHILST AT FORT YUKON 


he was accustomed to visit different places in 
the surrounding country. As the Indians led 
a nomadic life it was necessary to visit them 
acnaally, once in the spring and once in the 
autump, when they were accustomed to visit 
the forts for purposes of trade. At other 
times small parties‘ caine in whenever they 
required fresh supplies to enable ‘them to 
prosecute their hunting. The missionary al- 
ways stayed at the forts during his visits, and 
was the guest of the Hudson Bay Company 
for about ten years.’ The Indians who used 
to assemble at Fort Yukon in the spring num- 
bered about 500, and they were then accus- 
tomed to remain for ten days or a fortnight, 
In the fall fewer gathered, and remained for 
only three or four days. All were willing to 
recelve Christian instruction, and were very 
diligent in committing to memory what was 
taught them orally, Before the end of ten 
years the missionary was able to make a 


TRANSLATION OF THE FOUR GOSPELS 


into the Tukudh tongue, and also of the three 
epistles general of Joho, and portions of the 
prayer book, These translations he, took with 
him to England io the beginning of 1873, and 
they were printed by the British and Foreign 
ible Society. The Tukadh lsuguage is used 
by the Indiaus who areacouttomed to assomble 
at Fort Yukon end at Peel River, the whale 
number of whom is about 800, Mr. MoDonald 
returned from England io May, 1873, but it 
was not until vearly two years afterwards 
that his translations. were ;received at Peel 
River. Since that time all. the younger In- 
dians have learned to read the gospels in their 
own tongue, anda hymn book, composed of 
translations of over seventy of the most popu- 
lar hymns, has also been: made in their langu: 
ago; all these are quite familiar to the Indians, 
who sing them very well. In 1874, Mr. 
MoDonald paid avother visit to the Niuklu- 
kayet Indians, but‘being Iste in the summer 
only about two hundred were there, Of these, 
however, he instructed and baphzed about 
one hundred. The followlog year he again 
visited the district, and met with about 500 
Indians, some of whom had oomo a distance 
of 400 miles, On this oooasion the mission: 
ary 
BAPTIZED OVER 300 
adults and infants, after carefally instracting 
the former’ He has pafd on visit to this 
place since, but was too late tosoe many 
Indians, All the Indians connected with tho 
Hudson’s Bay Company's post, from Peel 
River to Lapierre’s and Rampart House, and 
also those at Fort Yukon, Alaska Territory, 
have been Christianized. Arohdeacon MoDon- 
ald says that, although he would not venture 
to say that all weresinoere Christians, yet 
many of them are endeavoring to lead a truly 
Obristian life, and leaders have been appointed 
io Christian worship by the various tribes, 
The land in those remote regions cannot be 
cultivated because of the coldness of the oli- 
mate, The native depends olther upon fish 
alone for sustenance, or upon ‘fish, moose and 
reindoor, Trafic, however, is opening up in 
these parts, and a steamboat is now being built 
at Athabasca to bo placed on Athabasca Lake, 
One language only is spoken by the Indians 
from Fort Yukon to Peel Rivor, the Takudh, 
though each tribe has its peculiar dialect, 
differing slightly from the others,. The Indians 
at Ninklukayet and, beyond speak cisloots of 
another language, the Tinne bearing « slight 
resomblance to the Tukudh, Any one learning 
the loading languege or dialect oan go among 
the other tri and soon make himself 
thoroughly understood by them, 
NO MISSIONARY 


has ever boon among the Indians on tho Up- 
por Yukon, a district . extondingisomo 510 
miles above Fort Yukon, No surveying 
party has ever bean above Fort Yukon, but it 
is belioved that 250 miles ‘of this territory, 
from the Pelly and Lowis River, is within 
tho Dominion, The reat of the, Upper Yu 
kon distriot referred to, as well as the Lowor 
Yukon to tho Pacitio, is id Alaska Territory, 
Rev. Mr, Sim has beon stationod at Rampart 
House aod is to visit the Indians on tho Up- 
por Yukon at a distance of about 250 miles 
above Fort Yukon, where about 80 adults 
have been asking for baptiem, Those havo 
boon Instructed by a tribe nearor to Fort Yu- 
kon, and some of thom, who have noyor soon 
a missionary, have beon taught prayers and 
hymns in thelr own tonguo, and have boon 
ablo to learn to read, nob in thelr own lan- 
guago, but inthatot the other Indians, A 
syllabary bas boon mado of tho syllables mado 
use of In thelanguage. While tho syllables of 
tho Oroe languago, as tabulated, numbor only 
about 32, the sylisbary required for the Takudh 
contains about 500 syllables; and this, not.

The Wheat Urop 
STATISTICAL INVORMATION OF THE AKKA AND 
CONDITON OF THE PROBABLE YIELD, 

Mr. Blao,of the Ontario bureau of industries, 
has issued » summary of the Aagust report of 
the wheat crop of this provinoe ; 

The reports on the wheat crop of the pro 
vince, made to the bureau on Aug. 1, are not 
wholly satisfactory. They show thatas re. 
gerds both qaality aud quantity much of it ts 
inferior to last yoar’s crop,—that, ia fact, its 
market valac at prevent quotations must be 
lows by eoverat millions of dollare, But it 
should bs borno in mind that last year’s crop 
was an extraordinary one, and consequently 
that comparison with it as the standard cannot 
be acoepted as fair. We have not yot sufficient 
data to ascertain confidently what an average 
wheat crop in Oatario is, For this purpose 
it is aeoessary to obtain retarns tor a series of 
successive years, giving as accurately as pos- 
sible the ecerage and the produce for each year, 
The present harvest is probably below an ay- 
erage over the whole proviaoe, but oo one can 
atate positively whether or not. Last year, 
acoording to the statistis collected by the 
bureau, the area under wheat was 1,775 337 
scies, the produce 40,921,201 bushels,aud the 
average yield por acre 23, This year the 
area is 1,682,603 sores, the prodao» (ss esti- 
mated by correspondents) 27,395,393 bushels, 
andthe average yield peracre 16 bushels, 
For the two yoars the averag* would therefore 
be 197 bushels per acre, It is possible, how- 
ever, that the results of the threshing season 
may modify to some extent the figuros of this 
year, The uneven character of the crop makes 
it difficult to estimate the yield of fall wheat, 
and apriag whoat is lisble to be affootod by 
rast an‘ the attack of insects, 

The May report of the bureau showed that 
in the western half of the province fall wheat 
was damaged to a serious extent daring the 
winter wonths, being either frozen to desth 
under a coat of ioe and alest in the southern 
counties,or smothered to death uoder a heavy 
covering of ioé-crusted snow in the northern, 
Tt was aleo injured in some localities by ex- 
posure to spells of intense cold after the snow 
and ioe had disappeared, The low temperature 
of April aud May made the* condition of the 
crop # disheartening one tothe farmer, and 
much of it was in coasequence ploughed up or 
resown with other grain, Tho returns showicg 
the area of all wheat dealt with in this wa, 
are somewhot imperfect, but in the Lake Erie, 
Lake Huron, West Midland and Georgian 
Bay counties i} wes not less than 6), 4) acres. 
In the eastern half of the province the wioat 
wintered remorkably well,aad the crop is not 
much below that of last year. The heavy 
raios cf June and July were favorab'e i» pro- 
moting vigorous growth of) atraw, butio all 
rections of the provinces correspon \ents report’ 
that the excess of moisture has beea acoom 
panied with rust. Io the westéera c)uuties, 
where there is a great depth of alluvial soil, 
the rust has produced its worst effeote, and 
the grain is considerably shruokeo. In the 
eastern countiés,on the other hand, the injary 
is comparatively slight, Insect pests are not 
numerous, but the presence of the midge and 
the Hessian fly is noted in some lovalities. 
With the favorable harvest weather of the 

ast three weeks the crop will not doubt be 
aed in good condition, 

The breadth of spring wheat is nearly the 
same as Iset yoar, although seeding operations 
wero hindered by rainy weather, On all high 
or well drained lands it made fine progress 
throughout July, and uoless injurei by rast 
or invects it promises a larger yield than last 
year's orop, “Tho recent cool. and bright 
woathor has been very favorable to its matur- 
ity, but the midge,the weevil and the Hessian 
tly are reported in all the best spring wheat 
districts. . The extent of the done by 
these pests, however, cannot be fully knowa 
until the graia is ripe. Ina the Lake Ontario 
district the harvesting season will open about 
the 15th inatant,. and in the northorly and 
northeasterly districts about the 20th or 25tb. 
Thia ia about two weeks later than the usual 
period of spring wheat harvest,

Clerical Ohanges 


Oonsequent on the resignation of the 
parish of Adolphuatown and Fredericks- 
burgh by the Rey. R. Harding,some clerical 
changes have been made which will affect 
our immediate neighborhoo?, After a 
faithful service of twenty seven years, re- 
spected aud beloved by all his parishioners, 
Mr. Harding retires from actiye duty in 
Adolphustown, eto., ond retiring on a aup- 
erannuation allowance comes to reside in 
Napanee with hia family. He is to besuc- 
ceeded by the Rey. R.S, Forneri, a dis- 
tinguiehed graduate of Trinity Oollege, 
Toronto, now of seyenteen years standing 
in the sacred ministry, of which he has 
spont ten iu the city of Belleyille, chiefly 
as the rector of St. Johu’s church. There 
he has formed o new parish and consolidat- 
ed a congregation remarkable for their 
unity as well as liberality to every good 
cause connected with the diocese, 
Our Anglican friends in Adolphustown and 
Fredericksburg are to be congratulated on 
the appointment of such aclergyman, high- 
ly esteemed not only by his Bishop and 
brother clergymen, but by the laity of the 
diocese, for his self-denying labors in a 
difficult post, his great personal piety, and 
his gentle, loving temperament. These 
qualities, added to attainments more solid 
than showy, have endeared him to his old, 
and muat soon win him the attachment of 
his new flock. Mr. Forneri purposes begin- 
hipg his ministration in Adolphustown on 
the second Sunday iu September. It was 
no oasy matter to find a suitable successor 
for St. John’s, Belleville. But happily the 
right man was found in the Rev’d D. F. 
Bogart, missionary at Selby and Salmon 
River. Mr, Bogart is also a talented 
alumnus of Trinity College of about the 
same standing as Mr. Forneri, and also the 
founder of a new parish, in which he has 
been working as pioneer for the past twolve 
years with great success. Noither of these 
reveread gentlemen, we are informed, 
sought for or expected a move from their 
posts of duty, and in Mr. Bogart’s case his 
nomination is due to a desire on the part 
of the congregation and rector of St. John’s 
Church joined to the hearty approval of 
the Ohurch authorities. Deeply attached 
to his rural parishioners,to whose interests 
he has devoted the best twelve years of his 
life, maintaining as well as making the 
church ina large tract of country, Mr. 
Bogart felt that he should not decline 
such a provedential call. lt will be diffi- 
oult indeed to replace him. The members 
of the Anglican communion in this mis 
sion are neither many nor wealthy, aud 
especially during tho last six months when 
a beautiful parsonage house was erected at 
Selby, Mr. and Mr«. Bogart very litorally 
have been spending as well as wero being 
spent in tho service of this scattered flock. 
To the estimable and accomplished wife 
the people owe as much as to her husband. 
She has taught the children and the ohoir, 
played the organ and devoted her untiring 
energies to the erection of the church and 
the parsonare and collection of funds for all 
the parochial needs, Woe are in a position 
to speak of the good work done in this our 
own immediate vicinity,and the good name 
wou by Mr. and Mes. Bogart, and we think 
the people who owe them more than they 
can ever repay should not suffer their bene- 
factors to leave without some recognition 
of their labors of loye continued for so 
many years. No successor has yet been 
named for Selby, and none can be named 
until the Bishop is informed what the con- 
gregetion can offer in the way of stipend. 
For this purpose the Arohdeacon is to hold 
a meeting next Monday evening in the 
Church at Shelby. Now that so much has 
been done to give our nelghbors to the 
north so many years of religious privi- 
leges we have little doubt they will with 
alacrity show their gratitude and appreci- 
ation, and not sllow a long interval to 
elapse before they secure successor to 


their friend and pastor, Mr, Bogart, whom 
Wo regret to lose anu clergyman living we 
may say, among us, aud who takes our best 
wishes with him to his new and important

The Diamond Saw.

EVIDENOK THAT IT WAS USED BY THE ANCIENTS, 


An announcement has recently been made 
in the English newspapers by W. M, Flinders 
Petri in regard to the tools used by the anolent 
Egyptians in stone-outting, whioh is the most 
novel piece of information communicated to 
the mechanical world for a generation, It ls 
in effect that the anoclent Egyptians, in their 
atone-cutting, used the equivalent of the dia- 
mond drill and the diamond saw. What par- 
ticular gem was used for the custing points is 
not at present decided, but it was probably 
either a sapphire or beryl in only the softer 
stones, for in the harder ones the oxperimonts 
made show that their edges crumbled with 
far loss pressure than is novessary to make 
the outs which are everywhere fouad common, 
Not only waa the diamond saw used, but the 
hollow drill for removing a core, and samplos 
of these cores have been illustrated by Mr. 
Petrie, Only one slde of the question hes yet 
been heara, but for samples shown one would 
expect that thoro was little to be raid on the 
other side of the question. The wonder is that 
tho discovery was no} made yoars ago.

OOAL MINING IN THE NORTHWEST, 


Mr. John Johnston, of Noya So itia, who 
has gone to tho Northwest with « olllory 
party, writes # long lotter to The J'rade Jour. 
nal of Stallarton, Jo whigh he deprives the 
journoy to the Northwest. Aftor referring to 
tho trip to Medicine Hat, and the difficulties 
he had in reaching the Mine from that point, 
ho saya: 

Now afew words about the mine, The 
voal is about five foot thiok, and of firat olass 
quality. It is very hardooal to out. Thoro 
is about an fnoh and a hall of olay about two 
foot from the road. .Woere we mine thoy are 
only preeking the pleoes off nix feot wide, but 
intend to widen out to ten fect After going 
in thirty feet the seam is almost level. A 
rosd oan be laid and a car ran any place, The 
coal is good ; no mistake about {t; but tho 
prospects of gotting it to market are not good 
without laying a railroad soross the prairie 
from Modicine Hat; for tho river is only 
navigablo for about two or three months in 
the year, Tho river is high from April to 
Jaly, It is fed by snow from tho mountains, 
It is going down fast now ; and thore is some 
foar the barge we have now loaded will not 
go down,as tho river is only ten inches at low 
water insome places, .They have built « large 
steamboat here, one hundred and seventy- 
three feet long by thirty-one wide to tow back 
the barges from Medicine Hat, but I don’t 
think she will be able to tow them in low 
water. She is away dowa,the river now 
to Medicine Hat to get muchinery in hor; 
but we dm’t expect to seo her again this 
summer, It will perhaps be a good place 
after a while, that is, when thoro as a good 
way of getting oral to marke}. I may say 
that we have been treated very well slnoe 
we came. Wehave found Mr, Stafford to 
be what he always was—a, porfoot gentleman ; 

and also Captain W, Bryant, another gentle. 
man There were four barges loaded since 
the first orowd Ianded, That js about two or 
three hundred tons, There pre only seven of 
us working inthe mine just nw, all the rout 
are building houses. A house has been built 
for Mr, Stsfford's family Therois some talk 
of sending some of us to Grassy Island, about 


‘};alxty miles from here, to open up another 


seam of coal. It is about elghteoes miles from 
the Main line ; but vory ioferior'to the seam 
of coal there is here. . Sir Aloxander Galt and 
son will be here ina fow days; and then I 
suppose, wo will hear what ls to bs done, I 
will give aome advioo to those intending com- 
ing,to thia conatry, There are hundreds 
jtravelling through thi; country looking for 
work and cannot get it. Let no man leave 
home now with the expectation of yotting 
work at Lethbride Colliery, as the Company 
have been terribly disappointed in getting 
coal to market, They expected to run 120 
tons par day down tho rlyer to Medicine Hat ; 
but itis impossible to.do so, asan ompty 
barge will not go down at low water John 
W. Sutherland aad party landed hore yestor- 
day. They will work here fer a few days, 
but thoir destination {a Fors MoLood, thirty 
miles from hera 


Woman and Man. 


EACH SOPERIOR TO THE OTHER IN CERTAIN 
WAYS, 


(New York Mail and Hupress.) 


Whatever may be thought of the argumpnts 
of Dr. William Hammond's article io the 
North American Review on woman in politics, 
there can be no doubt of ite interest. There 
ig no doubt either, however unpleasant it may 
soom to admit it, thst the dootor apeake with 
authority as to matters of fact whigh oome 
withio hia\provines. He assértions in regard 
to the .relative sizo, weight and. physical 
quality of male and famale brain must be ad- 
mitted ; and his statement as to the nervous 
susceptibility of women cannot be denied. He 
has, however; iojured his cause by his man- 
ner of stating it, His articles will rouse not 
only protest, but indignation, in the miads of 
women especially, who must neyertheless ad- 
mit bis facts, . He begins with the tremendous 
assumption that brain eyolyes mind, He 
applies to brain the adjective miod produolng. 

is is confounding a cause with a oondition. 
One might as well aay, that a locomotiye evol- 
veu the force that draws the train of oars. 
What ateam power Is to the locomotive, mind 
is to brain. But thisassumption, although it 
will destroy the effact, of this paper with many 
readers, docs not vitiste.the force of his argu- 
ment. Woe must admit thet as a» general rule 
a large brain isinformed: by a large mind—as 
a large locomotive will do more work than a 
small one. And from a materialistic point of 
view, it may be said that brain evolves mind. 
It is no nows that a man’s brain is larger than 
woman's. Dr, Hammond saya there is a dif- 
ferénce of about 10 per cent, ; but somo other 
differences that he points out will be new to 
many readors. The shape of the brain in the 
two sexes differs widely, Thereis in a mana 
much larger development of the frontal lobes, 
which contain a greater proportion of gray 
matter than other parts of the brain. There 
is a difference also in tho specifio gravity of the 
brain substances, both white and grey, these 
beiag relatively heavier in man, The convolu- 
tions of the male brain are also more intricate 
and the secondary fissures more numerous— 
all indications of greater mental power. Dr, 
Hammond asserts also, that womap,as a rule, 
cannot reason abstractly or exactly: and comes 
vory near saying that she is inoapable of tell. 
ing ‘*the truth, the whole trath and nothing 
butthe truth.” Here heis outside of the 
domain of philosophy, and his alleged facts 
need not be admitted, -Perhapa the strongest 
portion of the argument is that drawo from 
woman's nervous organization. Here again 
the author fs onan, undeniable basia of fact. 
He says : : 

“There is a pooullar neurotic condition 
called the hysterical which is engrafted, on 
the organ!Zation of woman, which, so long as 
it doos not pass certain limits, is a normal ‘on: 
ture of her being, and which is met with in « 
greater or loss degree in all females of the hu- 
man species, It is tho result of tho advanced 
development of the emotional part of her nor- 
vous system, and it is the cause of all the most 
charming features of woman's character and 
disposition, so, long agit dooa not soqnire,un- 
due pre-eminence. But as it fs ab any moment 
and often from slight causes, liable to burat 
out into unexpected and uncontrollable parox- 
yoms, in whioh all the mental and physical 
faculties aro perverted from thelr normal course 
of action and thrown into a condition of the 
most astounding turbulenoo, its possession 
entiroly unfits hor for omorgenoles or difficult 
situations In gonoral. In every woman thoro 
is, therefore, a potentiality for trrogular, illo- 
gloal, incongruous and altogothor inharmon!- 
ous conduct undor olroamstanoces which ro- 
quiro the utmost dogroo of presence of mind 
and discretion,” 

This is plain talk; and while we may not 
admit that ‘abstract justice in s oaso in which 
hor emotions are involved’’—and Dr, Ham- 
mond says hor omotions booome involved very 
oasily—*'is an imposalbility with hor,” thoro 
iy more truth than pootry ovon In this stato- 
mont, Of oourae thoro aro oxosptions, Wo 
all know a fow womon, who are capablo of 
abstract and oxact roasoniog, and perbaps of 
abstract jastloe; but Dr, Hammon iy spoakr 
ing gonorally. Doos all this detract in any 
way from the place of woman as map's equal }

The Battle of Ulundi. 


WHERE KING CETRWAYO FELL TO RISK AGAIN. 
INTAREATING DETAILS OF THE KNCOUNTER, 

The Dablin correspondent of the London 
(Eng.) Standard telegraphs the details of Cete- 
wayo's late bastlo in which he was, aald to 
have been killed :—Usibepu’s impi arcived 
within two miles of Ulundi very oarly on the 
morning of the 2ist, after marching tho whole 
night. At Ulund! Oetewayo had assembled 
seventy companies of men, ani was waiting 
for the arrival of Moyamena and Abaqaalusi 
with thoir imple, intonding to make a descent 
on Mantisjez', ia conjunction with Somkela 
and » horde of Todgas from the const, Halting 
for afow moments to allow all his. followers 
to come up, Ustbepa formed companies and 
marched on Ulundi, without taking time for 
rest or food. Cetewayo's scouts soon announc- 
ed the approach of the enemy, and the. whole 
of his forces tarned out and sivanoed to meet 
them. The attack commenced on Usibepu’s 
loft wing, and for ten minutes a brisk fird was 
kepS up By this tlme Usibepa himself had 
brought up bis right wing, and atonoo ied 
them into action. This moyement, and, in- 
deed, the whole attack, was managed through- 
out by Usibepuin a way that would have 
done no discredit to a European field offi er

He tried to mount a horse, 
but was unsuccessful, He then, fled on foot 
and, noclothed for about a mile ania, half, 
when he was was spied by some of Usibepu’s 
men, who stabbed him twice. Tho men then 
became frightoned at what shey hai done,and 
left him, aad immodiately.afterwards, TS 
my correspondent, they told him that ‘ben 
captured Cotewayo, H+ told them not to harm 


him, and immediately rods after Usibepu, to 
loform him wnat nis Victory was complete, 


Usibepn, at once sent ont compsay to bring 
in Cotewayo,|but they were unable to find him. 
The victors secured a considerable quantity of 
booty in Ulundi. My correspondent reports 
that hehas gained possession of a silver-

There aro, indood sigos that to a westero 
mind are far more significant than any super- 
sititious fear can indicate, Of these, perhaps, 
tho strongest Is tho fact tnat the Moslem 
priests are really waking up to the idea that 
tholr faith isin danger and that would thoy 
preserve their craft they must bestir them- 
selyes, Not long ago anartiole appeared in 
The Turkish Press, warning the priesthood 
that old-time methods were no longer of avail. 
The time has passed when a snoor was suffi- 
cient answer to the arguments of Christians. 
They had no longer to deal with the devotees 
of a woman, bedeocked with gorgeous ceremon- 
ial, bat with a far eturdier olass, who could not 
be silenced by mere assertions, They must be 
met on their own ground,

POSSIBILITY OF SERIOUS TROUBLE FROM SEORET 
SOCIETIES IN SPAIN, 


The Pall Mall Gaztte hints at the danger 
atisiog in Spain from the work of seoret s0- 
cieties, A conspiracy to re-establish the Ro- 
publio was recently organized and many 
officers and persons of influence offered to 
join; but the rank and filo unexpectedly 
asked for guarantees. Tho revolutionary 
workmen of Spain were willing to sign 
the paper presented pledging themselves 
to rise and take up armaagainst tho govern- 
ment at # given signal if a clause was addod 
by which all the conspirators sworo to aasas- 
sinate any leader who betrayed the cause, 
They urged that the rising must bo simultano- 
ons in every town where tho conspiracy 
existed, If in any one town the leader of lea 
dors should fail te do their duty they were to 
be tracked out and assassinated. Again, the 
insurrection, if once master of a town, was 
bound to fight or withdraw, but in no case to 
oapitalate If, after the triumph of the revo- 
lation, any leader should desert his party and 
seek to facilitate a restoration, ho must also 
expect tofall under the assassio’s knife, 
Evory leader who whall have failed to con- 
form to the conditions of this pact will be 
killed without meroy or hesitation. The pun- 
nishment thus moted out willserve as the 
most offective of warnings ; and when the 
country is once again ripe for insurrection the 
party will have been purged of ite traitors, 
This somewhat appalling proposition has re- 
tarded the day of revolution, The crowd is 
ready, but the number of leadors has been sin- 
gularly reduced. In such plots the trade cor- 
porations or unions of Spain are in no wiao con- 
corned. The workmen aro extremely ignorant, 
and would fall into inextricable confusion if 
they attempted to meddle with tho dozen or 
more parties who divided the political opinion 
of Spain. On the other hand, they have no 
feared to dabble io socialism. P 
only very superficial knowledge of these intri- 
cate questions they were easily led t> join the 
International. In 1872 thore wore nearly 
eight hundred trade societies, and they wcula 
probably have ultimately all joined tho Inter- 
national but for the disraption of thas celo- 
brated sooclety,

there, It was a bold uadortakiny voluntarily 
to take up bis abodein that plague stricken 
city, and duriog his stay ho lived under por- 
potual apprehension, for oven in tleop, ho 
ways, thoro remained with him some faint 
notion of the peril with which ho was encom. 
passod, Fear, he goos on to say, “Aoos not 
neocossarily damp tho spirits, ‘If I had not 
been Fate are this time by new faocos, 
new scenes, and now xounds, the effect pro- 
duced upon my mind by one unceasing cause 
of alarm may have been different,” As it was 
**tho oagernoss with which I pursued my 
rambles among the wonders of Egypt was 
sharpened and inoroased by the sting of the 
foar of death.” Whon he first arrived, tho 
daily numbor of ** accidents” by plaguo, out 
ofa population of about 200,000, did nob 
exoood four or five hundred, but boforo he 
wont away (Mr. Kinglake spent eightoon days 
in the oilty) deaths were reckoned at twulve 
handreda day, His quartera were in ono of 
the chief thoroughfares of the city, and the 
funorels passed under his windows Those 
funerals were vory simply conducted. 
Tho bier was a shallow wooden tray carried 
upoa a light and weak wooden frame. The 
tray bad to general no lid, but the body was 
more or less hiddea from view by a shawl ora 
a ‘scarf, “I never observed any appear- 
anoo of mouroing in the mourners; the pace 
was too seVore for any solemn affsctation of 
uriof.” -A«tho days passed the funorals be 
came mire frequent, antl at last the paesing 
of the howlera from mora to noon was almost 
incessant. ‘‘I believe that about one-half of 
the whole population were ca-ried off by this 
visitation,” Tho plague, however, was never 
allowed to intorfore with tho religions usages 
ofthe inhebitanty. He rodeone day around 
tho great burial grouad: “The grouad ualike 
the Turkish ‘cities of the dead,’ whica are 
mado so beautiful by their dark cypressos, has 
nothing to sweeten movlanoholy—nothiog to 
mitigate the hatefalaece of death. Caroivor- 
ous beasts aud birds possess the place “by 
night, and now in the fair morning it was all 
alive with freeh vomera—alive with the dead. 
Yotat this very time, when the plague was 
raging 80 furiously, and on this very ground 
whioh resounded - so mournfully with the 
howls of arriving fanoralé, preparations were 
going on for the religtous festival callod Kour- 
ban Kairam Tents were pitched, and swings 
hung for the amusement of childron—a ghast- 
ly holiday!’ The Mahommedans, it seems, 
refrain from approaching Heaven with their 
complainta uotil the plague has endured for a 
long space, And thenthey pray God—not 
that the plague may coase—but thatit may go 
to another city ! 


Thoue who believe in the-efficacy of Cor- 
dons and seclusion will appreciate Mr, King- 
lake's account of his visit to his banker. He 
was a staunch believer in the fatal efforta of 
contact :—*'At his door several people were 
hanging about and keoping guard. At length 
1 was conducted through the court, and up a 
flight of stairs, and fiaally into the apartment 
where business was transacted. The room 
was divided by a good substantial fence of 
iron bars, and behind those defences the 
banker had his station, From fear of 
tho plague he had put himeelf ‘in strict quar. 
aoctine.” JI advanced to to the iron fence, and 
putting my letter betwedn the bars, politely 
offered it to Mr. Banker, Mr. Banker receiv- 
od me with a sad and dejected, look, and. not 
with ‘‘open arms,” but with a pair of tongs, 
I placed my letter between the iron fingers, 
these instantly picked it upas if it weroa 
viper, and conveyed it away to be scorched 
and purified by smoke andfire, But alas! 
despite these ingonious contrivances for elud- 
ing Fate,the money chaoger, ‘‘who bas strived 
to guard the days of hialfe with bolts and bars 
of iron,” was carried off by the plague, Dis- 
gustei ot such treatment Mr. Kinglake 
coursgoouslyy determined that the epidemic 
was not contagious, and that he could not be 
killed ‘‘ by the touch of a woman's sloeve nor 
yet by her blessed breath.” He altered none 
of his habita or amusements. Ho went hither 
and thither as tho fit tookhim. To any one, 
however, holding the opinions of the unfor- 
tunate Leyantine banker, “the narrow and 
crowded streets were terrible as the easy slope 
that loads to Avernus ” 


To the contagionist, filled as he is with the 
dread of final causos, having no faith in des- 
tiny, and with none of the dovil-may-oare 
indifference which must stand him instoad of 
oreed,to such an one every rag that shivers in 
the breeze of a plague-strioken oity has a sort 
of sublimity, If by any torrible ordinance he 
be forced to venture forth, he sees Death 
dangling from every sleeve, and as he creeps 
forward he poises his shuddering Limbs be- 
tween the imminent jacket that is stabbing at 
his right elbow, and the murdereus pellase that 
threatens to mow him olean down as it swoops 
along on his left, But most of all ho dreads 
that which most of all he should fove—the 
touch ofa woman's dress; for mothora and 
wives, harrying forth on kindly errands from 
the bedside of the dying, go slouching along 
the streets more wilfally aud less cour- 
teously than the men, Soonor or Iater the 
dreaded chance arrives...That bundle ot 
linen, with the dark toarful eyes at tho top 
of it-—she has touched him with the hom of her 
sleove, From that dread moment his peace 
is gono. His mind for evor hanging upon 
the dreaded touch he foara; he watohoa for 
the symptoms so oarofully that sooner or 
later thoy comoin truth, Tho parched mouth 
is awign—his mouth ts parched; the throb- 
bing brain—hiw braiu throbs; the rapid pulse 
—hoe touchos hie wrists and fools how his 
frighted blood goos galloping to bis heart, So 
ho doos for himsolf tho work of tho plague. 
Thoro’s the devil to pay in his brain, and per- 
haps the noxt night but ono he becomes the 
“life and soul” of some sqaalling jackal 
family, who fish him ont by the foot from hia 
shallow and sandy grave, Mr, Kioglake, 
however, avoided contact when ho could do 
so without Inconvonlonoo, and his endeavors 
to dothis ‘‘furnishod me with o sort of 
amusomont.” Hoe used to ride through the 
atrootu on a donkey, rmolngling with the poo 
plo on foot Thoee who aroin your way, 
upon buing warned by the shouts of the don- 
key-boy, move vory. slightly asido, go as to 
leave yous narrow lane tor your passage, 
Through this you move at a gallop, gliding on 
It sooms 


key boy who wafts yeu along with his shouts 
and air that oomos 
thiok with tho fragranco of burlal sploo, Tho 
narrow alloy which those oloarod for my pas 
sago mado it possible though difficult, to go 
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on for a long way without touching a alnglo 
person, and my endeavors to ayold such con 
tact wore « sort of gamo to me in my lonell. 
ness, If I got through a st-oot without being 
touched, I won; if I was touched, I lost 
All this timo the plague was making ond 
ravagon, although it waa not until the sovyonth 
day aftor hin arrival that ho notlood any 
chango in the look of the streots, Ho then 
observed that the « ity was silonced ‘' Thore 
was no outward siga of dowpair nor of violont 
torror,; but many of the vofoos that’ had 
swelled tho busy hum of men ‘were alroady 
hushed tn death ; and the survivors, to used 
to boream and noreooh in thelr oarnostnoas 
whonover they bought or nold, now 
showed an ‘unwonted indifference. about 
tho affairs of this world; is was.lees worth 
while for mon to haggle and haggle, and crack 
the sky with nolsy bargeins, Of 25,000 
people at Aloxandria, 12,000 had dled, At 
Osiro tho postilonce, was busier than evor, 
**Tho doaths oamo fastor than over befol in 
the plague of London; but ths calmnons of 
Oricotels under such visitations, and thotr 
habit of nsloy bierw for ioterment |‘ fastead of 
burying volfias along witb the bodlos, rondor- 
od it practicabld to dis jowo of the dead in the 
usaoal way, without shocking the people by 
any unaccustomed horror, Thero was no 
tumbling of bodies iato carta; Avery man, 
according to his statioa,was properly burled ” 
When » man was dying (if his means allowed) 
professional howlera wero omployod. Thus “I 
know whon my noar avighbora died ; sdme- 
times the howls were near, sometimes more 
distant. Onoco l was awakened {nthe night 
by tho wail of devth ia the noxt house, and 
another time by a like howl from tha houso 
opposito ; and then somerimes were two or 
threo minutes daring which the howl seemed 
t» be actually running along the atroet.” 

Towards the end of higstay Mr. Kinglake 
had oocasiou to consult one of tac fow ayail- 
able doctors, a Bologatse refuges. Tho next 
day but ono he sont to request another {ntor- 
view, His messenger returavd presently, 
looking sadly aghast he hat ‘‘met the medioo 
—ooming out of his hoose—io a bier.” Most 
of his acqusiatanoe, indeed, died—his banker, 
his dootor, his landlord, a magician friend,his 
donkey boy, and his help, So farhe had 
escaped unscathed, Ono day, however, ho 
onocountered ‘‘the soarching breath of the 
Khamseen wind, hot t) the toush as though 
it came from a furnace; the sky was obscured 
by a view of yellowish gray that shat out the 
facs of the sun; the strocta were utterly silent,” 
Then he thougut he was stricken with the 
plague ; but after a dreadful twelve hours of 
susponte and torture he ‘awoke ‘perfectly 
well,” Theo with a train of two dromedaries 
and three camels he lett the pest-stricken city, 
where for ‘‘nearly three weeksI had Iived 
under. paril of death,” 


Some of Martin Luther's’ Teach- 
ings. 


From the St, James's Gazelle, 


Apropos of the Luther celebration, it 1s in- 
terosting to remember some of tho utterances 
of, the great reformer on what were questions 
of the dayin the eixteenth century and are 
equally so in the nineteenth, On Sabbatari- 
anism, ‘for instance, he thas delivers himeelf : 
** Aa for tho Sabbath or Sanday, there jis ino 
necessity for its obseryance; and if we keep 
if, the resson ought to be, not because Moses 
commanded it, but because nature likewise 
teaches us to give ourselves from time to time 
a day's rest, that man and beast may reoruit 
thoir wtrongth, and that wé may go and hear 
tho Word of God proached)” 

On another question, abont which the world 
has long made up its mind, bat concerning 
whioh the churches have not said their last 
word, Luther is on the side of liberty. A’par? 
tioular case haying bees submitted to him, he 
said he had no fault to find with a certain 
schoolmaster who had allowed his boys to play 
ove of Terence’s comedies, After enumerating 
soveral aspects in which he regarded theatrical 
representations as useful, he added: ‘'If we 
keep away from thé theatres because the pieces 
acted often turn upon love, we must, on the 
samo plan, refuse to read the Bible.” Oa Mal- 
thusiaaism, by anticipatiog. he expresses him- 
self ia euvh 5 sentence as tho followiug: ‘To 
rise b;times and to marty young) sre what no 
mao ever repen’s wf doing.” Agaia: ‘‘Itis 
no more possible to do without a wife then it 
is to dis »ease with esting and drinking” 

As curious a diotam of Luther's as any is 
contained in his answer to one Dr. Hemming, 
whoaske , “I I had amassed money and 
wished to keep it, and a mau came and asxed 
me to lend him some, might I witha good 
conscience say to him, ‘‘1 have none?” ‘'Yes,” 
replied the Dootor, ‘'you may do so with a 
perfectly good conscience, for all it means fs, 
1 have no money | wish to part with.”

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THE EDUCATION QUESTION. 


A considerable portion of the second 
day's soasion of the Oatario Teachers’ Oon- 
vention was devoted toa discussion of a 
paper by Mr, Byrant, of Galt, on “the ad- 
yisability of a change in the administration 
of the school law by the appoiniment of a 
Ohiof Superintendent and a Council of 
Public Instruction, in lieu of « Minister of 
Education.” Mr. Bryant's paper was & 
yery able one, its author taking strong 
ground against the continuance of the pro- 
sent system. His main arguments, avd 
his scheme for the future administration of 
our educational system were given as fol- 
lows :— 

Alter carefully considering the subject, be 
(Mr, Bryant) coud not believe thatthe pres nb 
system of admivistering the sohool law by a 
party obief was the best system that could be 
found. 1 necessitated every few yoara the 
placing at tho head of the educational syatem 

ao complex that none but a trained 


——- agatem. 
expert oould understand it—one whose politi- 


cal eminence precluded tlie possibility of his 
being such an educational expert, It neces- 
aitated the support of the nots of this gentle- 
man as a matter of course by his political party 
friends and the public journals which favored 
the Administration to which he belonged, as 
also the hostile oritiolsm and oftentimes dow a- 
right condemnatiun of these acts hy his poli- 
tical opponents, It necessitated the ereciion 
and continuance ofa perfectly irresponsible 
and arbitrary authority over our oducational 
system, ates the bringing of every petty 
regulation in regard to the interval economy of 
the school system to the arbitrament of a direct 
vote in the Legislature, It necessitated 
the ter in making a choice of suitable 
occupants of positions of emolument with- 
in his gift—positions rquiring pro- 
fessional reputation, oxperionce aod 
credit in their incumbents—to be submit- 
ted to all sorts of party wire pulling and in- 
trigue ; and it {nflioted upon successful candi- 
dates for such positions, who perhaps wove 
perfectly guiltless of any such uoworthy caao- 
‘stigma of party servility. It 
tended to create in the publio mind a suspi- 
cion that in the authorization of certain text 
books rathérthan otherathe Minister was 
ed by the political faith and allegiance of 
authors and publishers rather than by the 
suitability Of the books authorized. {[t tend- 
ed to oreste, too, the sa¥picion that political 
influence was a weightier argument to coa- 
vince the Ministers’ juigment thao principle 
or reasonableness, 1s gave to party jourvala 
an opportunity to mayuily every lite act of 
‘ ‘ommou sepse and judgment into 
a of supreme and unequal béneficence ; 
oronthe other hand, todistors oyery little 
a ntal delinquency into an enormous 
against liberty, morality, economy, or 
what not. It made our educational system, 
which d bethe highest care of our 
wisest en of all political parties to 
cherish and protect, a tilting. post to be thrust 
at by any party writer or speaker. Hy the 
inevitable, lack on the part ofthe Minis. 
ter of & practical acquaintance with the 
of the laws and regula 
administered, it made 
him dependent upon the advice of others, 
and this being obtained from whatever 
quarter he chose, it might or might not be dis 
interested, prudent, and well-oonsidered and 
#0 was most likely to be inharmonious with 
other acts and regulations previously authori- 
zed, and thus created dissatisfaction and dis- 
trust. Ho feared that every oharge which he 
had expressed in general terms had been illus. 
trated again and again in the experience of 
the past seven years, He feared that in spite 
of ourselves wo were beginning to feel that a 
political interest was at least a considerable 
element in professional preferment. If thuy 
examined oarefally the regulations of the de. 
partment pag ere ast for some 
years e thoug ey wo fin! that 
they bore those marks of heterogeneous origin, 
unharmonious relationship, and frequently 
immature connection, which he had feared 
must roault from tho institution of an exeou- 
tive politi al head preotically unacquainted 
with what he dealt with, and forced to have 
recourse to irrosponsibic and arbitrarily » 
soars advisers, Mr, Bryant then briefly 
at a ep which whilo he admitted 
was nt entirely free from objection, atill he 
thought would be far less objectionable than 
the present system. A Chief Superintendent to

Two Decades of Protection, 


The free trade theory that the manufao- 
turing industries of the United States have 
during the last twenty years been main- 
tained at the general expense, has received 
a crushing blow at the hands of Mr. Nimmo 
in the North American Review. In 1860 
the yalue of the products manufactured in 
the United States is set down at $1,885,- 
861,676. During the previous ten years, 
which were anterior to the introduction of 
protectionist measures, the entire growth 
of manutactured values had been less than 
eight hundred and sixty-seven millions 
($867,000,000.) But between 1860 and 
1870 the growth was to three thousand 
four hundred and thirty-two millions ($3,- 
432,000,000). In ten years later it went np 
two thousand millions more, and stood in 
that year (1880) at five thousand three hun- 
dred millions ($5,300,000,000). During this 
period of twenty years the manofacturing 
industries of the United States were more 
highly protected than at any previous 
period in the history of the country, and, 
as compared with 1860, had increased in 
value nearly $3,500,000,000. According 
tothe free trade theory this outcome of 
protection would necessarily prove disas- 
trousto every other interest and to the 
country in general. But was it so in this 
case? Solid facts will always outweigh 
theories, and soit proves in connection 
with the subject under consideration. In- 
stead of suffering through the growth of 
protected industries agriculture prospered 
asit could not have done under other cir- 
cumstances. In 1860 the total area of 
farm lands embraced 407,000,000 rvs, and 
in 1880 there were 536,000,000 acres under 
cultivation, an increase of thirty-two per 
cent. The value of farms was found to be 
$6,645,045,007 in 1860, and in 1880 the 
value had increased to $10,197,066,776 
The total value of agricultural products in 
1880 to the farmers was $3,600,000,000 or 
about 35 per cent. of the value of farms. 
Of the eutire amount raised and placed in 
market for consumption, only about 14 per 
cent. found its way to foreign countries, 
The home market cousumed the balance, 
und for this market the agriculturists wore 
largely indebted to a protective tariff. The 
growth of manufactures, and the conse- 
quent increase of asgrioulture, naturally 
added to the internal commerce of the 
country. This called for an increase in 
the facilities for transportation, and for in- 
creased lobor. Mr. Nimmo shows that 
about 98 per cent. of the manufactured 
products of 1880 found a market at home, 
and he estimates their value to tho interna) 
commerce as being twenty times greater 
than the valueof the foreign produce of 
the country. The best information attain- 
able shows that manufactured articles, to 
gether with the necessary raw niaterials, 
and the coal required for supplying motive 
power in manufacturing industries, consti- 
tate fully one-half of the freight tonnage 
of tho railroadsof the United States. 
The same tendency is observable in Oanada 
since the tariff of 1879 in the tendency to 
enrich the country at large by supporting 
the growth of native manufaotories. When 
the world is at free trade all around no 
doubt this country will be able to take a 
hand in with the rest, but so long os the 
great market at our doors is closed to us, it 
is at loast incumbent on our Government 
to woo that the Canadian market be retained 
for the home manufacturor.—London Free 
Press Aug, Ll,

PROOMBDINGS 


DEVORE THE ENGLIMN BIBLE 
CUMISTIAN CONFERENCR, 
Reports have just boon rooelye | of the pro- 


ovedings at the Knglish Bible Christian Con- 
ference whon tho matter of ansonting to tho 
entranoo of the Canadian Conferenoy into the 
United Church was under discussion, Rov, 
Wm Pasooo, ox-prestdent of the Canadian 
Conference, was the deledate from the Cana- 
dian Churoh deputed to lay the mattor before 
the English Conference, The following roport 
upon the matter was made to the Uonferenco 
by the Connoxional Committes :—* In reply 
to the momprial of the Canadian Conference 
on the sabject of Mothodlat Union we bog to 
atato :—(1) That we approve of the brotherly 
spirit.of that momorlal,that wo appreciate tho 
principle of union, and that wo respect the 
vonviotiona which our brethren have oxpress- 
ed on this [mportant mattor. (2) Novortholors 
the proposal ‘of their éatirc separation from 
our body in England causes us deep regret and 
pain, and woare apprehensive that such a 
separation would diminish the {nflaenoe and 
damage tho interests of the connexion as a 
whole, (3) \hat we remind our friends in 
Canada of the evidence afforded us that as & 
acotion of the Church of Christ wo oxist in 
agreement with tho Divine will, and that wo 

avo reoelved an undeniable commission to 
préach the Gospel both here and there, and 
acoording toour best judgment the work 
assigned us #3 a denomination {x not yot com- 
pleted. (4) That wo affoctionately urge our 
Canadian friends not to hasten the consum- 
mation of this object, for should it be of God 
not doubt it will yot appear ina much cloarer 
light ; by deferring their decision for one year 
better opportunity would be afforded us for 
forming # matured judgment on the subject,

Rey. F, W, Bourne, who, {t wi!l bs remem; 
bered, was tho delegate to the Canadian Uon- 
ference in 1882, moved in amendment: ‘‘That 
the consent of the Conference be granied, and 
arrangements made for a settlement of a'l af. 
fairs connected with the two bodies ” 

This was loat, when 

Rev. J. O, Honey moved, ‘That the Con- 
ference should withhold their sanction to the 
proposed union until an opportuol’y was af- 
forded for forming a matured judgment on the 
subject,” This was carried. 

Thus tho matter standé until the meeting of 
the Canadian Conferenos at Exeter on the 29sh 
inat, The conference wiil then,declde whether 
to postpone entering the union for one year or 
entering at once without the consent of the 
English Conferenow, “It witt be noticed, how- 
evor, that the English Conferences has not 
refused to aysont to tho Canadian Conference 
entering the union, but has merely postponed 
a decision, The Canadian body, if they enter 
the union at any timg, would prefer todo so 
at once, so that their influence may be felt in 
preparing the discipline of the united body.—

South Saskatchewan Navigation, 


The steamer Lily, of the Winnipeg and 
Western Trausportation Company, command. 
ed by Captain Davis, was the firat vessel to 
ascend the South Saskatchewan » Riyer from 
the Forks to Medicine Hat, a distance of 669 
miles, and the following account of the yoy- 
age is given by Oaptain Davie: Tho Lily lett 
Prinoe Albert for Medioine Hat on the 17th 
of July, and arrived at the Forks, 35 miles 
below, in the afternoon of the samo aay, hav- 
ing only the officers and men of the steamer 
on board. On the 18th she proceeded up the 
south branch with a barge in tow. At a 
point of 43 miles from the mouth of the river, 
a store of the H, B. Company isin course of 
erection. The ocaptain’s notes for the day 
show three fect as the shallowest water found 
in the chancel, and 53 miles traversed. The 
speed of four milos per hour was made, and 
the captain notes that the half breeds looked 
with astonishment at the firat steamboat, 
For the rest of the day the notes showed a 
speed made of four miles per hour, the river 
being still goodall day and- people still flook- 
ing to see the steamboat, Timber was get- 
ting soarcer. On tho 21st the boat ran aground 
on a bar, 39 that two andahalf hours wore 
lost. Two wild geese were ahot. A beaatl- 
ful prairle land lay on both sides all the 
morning and there wore a fow squatters along 
the banks. Tho farming‘country was excel- 
lent, and the orops ,were superior, The cap- 
tain ssys henever saw prettier, grain or 
potatoes. Telegraph Crossing was reached at 
noon and Saskatoon at 5:30 p.m, The whole 
population of 75 inhabitants osme out to 
welcome the arrival of the first boat, and the 
price of town lots advanced immodiately, 
The same evening tho steamer _ proceeded ten 
miles further up the river to near, Moogo 
Woods, having made about 75 miles during 
the day. On the 22ad the ateamor passod 
through Mcose Wooijs. The river divided 
itself into soveral channels, the depth in one 
place being three feet, Five young wild 
geese .wore captured, and about sixty miles 
were madothat day, Onthe 23rd in the 
morning some time was lost by ascending a 
wrong channel. Drift wood had to bo used 
for fael. Good water wav found, and the 
channel was very crooked, They reached that 
day a point fifteen miles above the Elbow, 
having made oighty miles and taken seven wild 
geeso. On the 24th the river was found to be 
muoh divided into different ohannels, A party 
of surveyors were mot and ferried acroas tho 
river. Getting intoa ‘ pocket” tho steamer 
lost two hours, got- aground and made only 
forty miles, Oo the 25th the steamer was otill 
aground ona sand bar and had to piant a 
**dead man” A soarolty-of - fuel was exporl« 
onced, and the stoamer was delayed by » storm 
at noon. On the Doth the wind blew very 
hard; tho woathor waxoold andthe rivor 
falling, so the vossol lay by until noon, Lator 
they arrived attho old oamp where Capt. 
Davis and party bad camped when outhe way 
down In the spring,a milo above the month of 
Swift Curront Croek. Tho rivor was found to 
be 18 inches lower than in the spring. On 
the 27th tho rlyor was éplendid for navigation, 
and 70 miles were made, after which It 
widened outand was fullofsand bara. A 
large Indian camp was passod, whoro the men 
shook hands with the chlef and gavo him toa 
aod bread. Six wild goose wore captured, 
and the osptain notes that the orew wore hav- 
ing lots of fan, On the 25th the wind prevented 
muoh head way belng made, and tho stoamer 
getting aground lost three hours, so that only 
twenty-five milos woro mado, Tho river 
wrs dosoribod aw bad, Eight wild geoso 
wore captured, On the 20h a buffelo waw 
soon, cud threo mon wero sont aftor bim.

Tho physician was right. A more abjoct

a on Tharaday wook on the farm of Mr, 
idger Price, near Forestville :—‘'Tho engine 
was owned by aman named John Caldwill 
and wes Eg operated by his son Robert, a 
young man of about 20 years of ago, It was 
manufsotared nome four or five years ago, and 
for #omo time serious doubts have beon enter- 
teined as to its vafoty, The spring-balance 
on tho safotysValve was supposed to have boon 
net so as to allow tho steam to blow off at 60 
Ibs, pressure, ‘The steam-gauge was, how. 
ever, out of order, and steam commenced to 
blow off when it indioated only 40 lbs, Young 
Caldwell being unaware that the gauge wis 
not working correctly, commenced to soraw 
up the spring balance ; he kept on screwing 
is up until he got 120 Ibe, of steam on, bat 
still the gauge only showed 49 lbs. Ho then 
bung a crowbar on the end of the spring. 
balance which would send the pressare up 
160 pounds, Caldwell then went to pump 
Water into the boiler, and in an instant the 
whole affair went off Hke #0 muoh paper, 
Pieces of the boller were blown 400 yards, the 
fly-whoeel was harled 125 yards through tho 
alrand lodged {on atroe some 35 fect froin 
the ground. A pile of wood near the engine 
was scattered for hundreds of yarda Noe 
atom of the engine or boiler was loft behind. 
Fragments of boiler and engine rained 
down all over the immediate vicinity of 
the explosion, Many huge pleces were 
sunk as much as three fest in the grouaod. 
Tne head of the boflor was driven into the 
separator, badly wrecking it, and literally 
ee the oylinder to pieces. Young 
Osldwell was blown & distance of 63 foot and 
instantly killed. Levi Howlok, ® young man 
near the boller, was soalded 
80 badly that he sirice died. Joho Oald- 
well miraculously esoapod with a alight scald. 
ing, by jamping behind the separator. Mr 
Price was standing near the engine at the 
time of the explosion and é4caped unhurt ; he 
rao some aix yards, jumped over a feno», and 
got under the I6u of large stake, when a huge 
Plede of iron fell with a tremendous crash, 
glanced on the stake, and buried itself in tho 
round at his fect. From the length of time 
© took this picoe of iron to reach the ground 
some idea of the height to which it was hurled 
may be obtained, and of the terrific foroe of 
the explosion. 


Slavery in Morooco. 

** Reports on the State of the Slave Trade 
and Slavery in Morocco” is the title of a Par- 
llamentary Js t. At Lord Granville’s ro- 
quest, Sir J. Drammond Hay forwarded to 
him in May and June of this year reports from 
the consular offices at Moorish ports on this 
subject, referring bis Lordship at the same 
time to a report he had drawa nn atLord 
receiving the reports, wrots to Sir J. D, Hay 
a despatch, date July 2dd, which biiogs the 
correspondence to a close, The despatch states 
that ‘though the reports differ as to the treat 
ment which slaves receive at the hands of their 
masters, they show that men, women and 
obildren are hawked about through the streets 
of many of the towns, avd sold by auotivn ; 
that they may be re-sold on the death or bank- 
ruptoy of their owners; that there fs no secu- 
rity egainst the separation of wives from hus- 
bands, or of obildren from parents; that ora- 
elty is not infrequent, and that the only rem- 
edy for which an ill-nsed slave can hope, who 
cannot obtain his fresdom, is a change of 
thestor. No secarity is provided for the 
chastity of women, nor for their resoue from 
degradation, Many instancer—perhaps the 
mejovity of cases—might be appealed to in 
which slaves aro kindly treated and well oared 
for, but the fact cannot b> gainsaid that the 
system of slavery exists in the Empire with 
some of the moat revolting features, Her 
Majesty’s Government have no ground for 
interference founde.l on conventions, nor do 
they wish to make protests in individual oases; 
but they woul, in thé interests of humanity, 
make an earnest appeal to the Emperor and 
ask him to consider whether the time hes not 
come when he would, be ready to place him- 
self on a level with other civilized :alers by 
taking steps to abolish slavery in his dominion. 
They are aW&re of the difficulty which the 
goveroment of the Emperor may meot in deal- 
log witn # long established custom, but that 
ditioalty has been found not to De lusaperahla 
by other Mohammedan sovereigns, His Maj 
caty miyht be acsured that acy stop taken by 
him in this direction would be wolcomed, not 
only in th.s country but in the civilized world; 
whereas the position of his Stato, ax the only 
territory bordering on the Mediterranean in 
which no effort is made to combat this evil, 
must become daily more intolerable in the 
eyes of all nations, whatever may be their 
religious oreed,”” Earl Granville then instracts 
Sir J, D, Hay to make a strong representation 
to the Moorlsh government, and to lose no 
opportunity of renewing his efforts whenover 
a fayorable opportunity may offer,

Ontario + orests. 


There are, according to Mr. Phipps, in his 
lately published report on the preserving and 
replanting of forests,four elevated plateaux or 
alas in Ontario, The best of these is that 
which is known asthe Oak Ridges, about 
thirty miles north of Toronto, and which 
passes round to the west,coming at Hamilton 
close to the lake, then golog around the head 
of it and dying away in the Nisgara peninsula, 
It this height of land had been retained in 
timber, he’thinks the benefit to the Provinoe 
would haye been incaloulable. The second 
watershed is that which extends, with a slight 
ourve to jthe north, from Kingston to on 
sing. To the oast of it all streams flow into 
the Ottawa ; to the woat into Lake Ontario, 
Much of tho land is still in the hands of tho 
Government,and it would be well,he suggests, 
that large massos of forest were preserved 
along the whole lino. dreds of thousands 
and even millions of acres of it might,indeed, 
woll bo left in forest,which would ' be a resor- 
vior of moisture and ongure’ fortility to the 
whole of Eastern Ontario, Tho third water- 
shed is the height of land of Western On- 
tario, the locality of the great Garafraxa 
swamp. Mach of it mightbe reserved for 
timber, Its central point is one thousand foot 
above Lake Ontarlo; anf from ite aides rivors 
run into Georgian Bay and lakes Huron, Erlo, 
and Ontario. Tho Bluo Mountains, at the 
extromo north of the Ontario poninsula, ox 
tending from near Collingwood, past Owon 
Sound, to the north of the promontory between 
Lako Huron and Georglan Bay, ts tho fourth 
plateau, and, as muob of itis still in tho 
Government's hands it could bo easily pre- 
sorved in timber, The forest loft standing on 
those ridges would be much more ¢ifficaclous 
as storchouses of moisture than a larger 
amount soattored through tho oountry,—

vinco, Ho accordingly bad sent out © to him 
® mower, reaper and horse rake of the 
most improved kind, whioh, on being set u 
worked like a oharm. The people, it is said, 
begua to come from the city and the country 
to behold; a sight so novel to thom. For 
they had previously heard of euch mechinos 
and also seen some, but they had ever seen 
any that would dotho work they were in- 
tended to pwrform. ‘The suocesafal trial 
caused a groat sonsation in the country, anda 
general de'ire to have sgrioultural machines 
took possession of tho farmers, who own large 
tracts of land, Within » very short time 
about sixty of each kind could have been sold 
if they had boon there, There {¥ further an 
almost unlimited market for threshers, driven 
by steam or horse-power, ploughs, harrows 
cultivators, and, in fat, for all other imple. 
ments now used in civilized and progressive 
oountrica,

A Oanadian Steel Works. 


Tho furnace of the Nova Scotia Steel Works 
at frenton war lita {ow days ago, and the 
work of manufsoturing steel has slready com- 
monoed. The works are conviently situated 
on the bank of the East Riyer,» short distance 
below Smelt rook, betwen the river and the 
line of the Intercol nisl railway. Daring the 
past year the work of constravtion and collect 
ing machinery has’ been in progress, and the 
establishment is pow pretty well equipped, 
The Nova Sootia Steel Company was formed 
on the 12th of Apri', 1882. The altuation 
chosen is an admirable oue, for, in addition to 
the proximity to the ooal mines and the fron 
deposita of the Exst river, the facilities for 
shipment by rail or water are unstirpsiedd. A 
siding has been built ooanecting the factory 
and the oval. sheds ..with the ..\nteroolonial 
railway, anda steam travelling crane of ten 
tons capacity runniog throagh the main bulld- 
ing moves all heavy weights from place to 
place when reqaired. Tho buildiogs, which 
are saltable and substantial stractures, cover 
nearly one and a half acres of ground, giving 
ample room for oatrying on thelr work. The 
furnaces are cspable of turning out some 9,000 
tons of steel per annum. 


To Grow Plants trom Outtings 

August is the month t> make preparations 
for window gardeaing, acd to strike outtings 
of all kinds of sucoulent plants, such as Be- 
govias, Gsraviums, Coleus, Achyranthes, ete, 
for their atéms are filled with sap tow, ‘and 
tiny roots will strike ont, from the smallest 
cutting that is kept moistand warm.

visitation of cholera this fall or more pro- 
bably next summer, in order that the 
putting in order may bo thorough and com- 
plete, it will be absolutely necessary to 
remove every vestige of filth, and the very 
worst sort of filth is that of the privies. It 
will not be enoigh to clean the yards and 
Isnes and streets, which aftor all are of 
little importance when compared with the 
privy excrement. Nor will it be enough 
to clean out the filth holes or vaults of 
these closets and permit them to be used 
agsin ; they must be thoroughly eradicated 
—the foul soil immediately adjoining re- 
moved and the excavations filled in with 
clean soil. (The Italica are ours.) This may 
seem like a» great undertaking to those 
especially who have a row or rows of 
houses, but after all it would not prove to 
to be auch if gone about systematically, and 
there is no getting over the absolute neces- 
alty for it, if falr cleanliness is to be seour- 
ed, and it must therefore be faced; besides, 
even ifthe cholera does not come, the 
ig will ‘‘pay” in any place, in the 
reduced general sickness-rate, many fold.

I wieh to addross a few words to the young 
converts about the importanos of thsir identi- 
fying themselves with God's people, and the 
quicker young converts hore do that the bot- 
tor. Ihave heard some people say, ‘' Why 
can’t wo have mootlags oftener like the moot- 
ings that have beon held here of late—why 
don’t we haye such meetings in our churches, 
and we would always like to go to them ?” 
Meetings of the class we have had here doa 

reat deal of good, I have no doubt; but then 
tis not that sort of thing, good as it is, that 
we need #0 muoh aa regular work; and if our 
meetings here would unsottle the psople, or 
have the effect of keeping thom from attend- 
ing theie honses of worship, rather than con- 
tinue to take part in them { would go back to 
Chicago, and gottlo down thero at business of 
some kind or other, 

I have heard it said that ministers have an 
easy time of it, and that while they preach 
only two sermons in the week, I am at the 
work continually, Well, I can say in answer 
to such statements, that I was settled st one 
period of my life for ‘two yesra in one ‘place, 
and I worked harder when I was then preach- 
ing two sermons in the wook than I haye done 
wince all the time I have been going up and 
down through the country. Clergymen have 
many things to doin addition to preaching. 
They have their people to look after and they 
have the slok to visit): I would rather preach 
five sermons than go to the house of mourning. 
It takes more sympathy and strength from me 
than preadhing. Then a minister has to make 
calls, receive visitors, and be soo\al ; and after 
all that he has to propare his sermons, But 
it hax boon said preparing two sermons is cary 
work, If you think eo, jast try it, and see 
how you will yeton. If you think your min- 
ister has au easy timo of it, try his work and 
see how long you will continues in it. 

Ministers are the only people, I might asy, 
who don’t get rest. I remember when, dar- 
ing a period of some five years, I tried oftm 
to get reat, and I nover knew what it was, 
There were oases of sickness, there were 
funerals, and there was always something 
turning up fo ooovpy the whole of my time. 
Ministers should have, like other mon,ono day 
of rest. 

Don’t let young converts get it into their 
hoads that the minister or pastor is not an im- 
portant man, I consider that there is no man 
in the world more important than a good pas- 
tor, and if you have got one thank God and 
pray for him oonstantly that God may bless 
him. Let me urgé young converts to join the 
minister in his work, aad not to b» unsettled 
as regards their duty. I bolieye the dearost 
thing to the heart of the Soa of God on this 
earth is the Churoh, and we ought to pray 
earatatly for ita welfare. We ought to pray 
earnestly for the man of God who preaches, 
and do nothing that would oool or xill his 
inflaenoe or effets, You talk about the suc- 
cess of our meetings hore, What would they 
have been if your pastors had not been sow- 
ing the seed hore for years? And when tho 
good is Once sown, you my reat satisfiod a 
reaping time is sure to come I have visited 
towns whore our meotings were not attonded 
with ‘as much success as I could have wished. 
Why? Booause the minisers wore not so much 
in sympathy with the work, If you have any

BAWAITANORSANDWICH ISLAND POSS iay 80a: 
CONSULATE. 


Mr. Alox’r Robertson, M.P., has been 
offered by the ‘‘ Hawaasian Consul General,” 
and accepted, the position of Hawalian Oon- 
wal, for this port and vicinity. The pusitivn 
is purely an honorary one, Belleville not 
being a seaport town. There is at present 
no emolument or reward attached to the 
office, but it is important in this particular: 
The commercial relations between the 
Hawalian or Sandwich Islands, and the 
United States, are now yery extensive and 
Fapidly increasing; and with a view that 

this intercourse and those relations should 
be encouraged between the Hawaiian Isl- 
ands and the Dominion, these appointments 
are being made ; and we know of no one in 
8 better position to promote them, than a 
member of the Cauadian Parliament. 
These Islands are situated in the north 
Pacific Ooean on a direct line of route be- 
tween San Francisco and Australia, and are 
a station forthe English line of steamers 
between these ports and the Fejee Islands: 
They are 12 in number covering an area 
of 6,100 square miles and are of yolcanio 
formation and mountainous, the fertile 
lands being mostly confined to the valleys 
and alluvial soil along the sea coast. Thero 
are several voloanoes on these Islands, the 
two great active craters being on the Island 
of Hawaii oalled Kilauea and Mauna Loa 
the former continually and the latter inter- 
mitting by active. The former is the largest 
coutinually active crater in the world. It 
has an elevation of 3,970 feet, a pit 8 miles 
in olroumference,and is 1,000 feet in depth. 
The Island of Kauai is the most uniformly 
tropical in character and js fertile and 
Sbundantly watered. Oahu has fertile 
Plains and is the best cultivated and the 
most populous region in the whole group. 
Its capital,the beautiful town of Honolula, 
{s here situated. Its scenery is unsurpassed.’ 
It has a magnificent harbor protected by a 
“barrier of coral reef and is easy of access 
from all quarters and with all winds. The 
population of these Islands is about 100,000, 
the climate healthful and remarkably equa- 
ble, so much eo that the Hawaiian 
language has no word to express the gener 
i alidea of weather. Extreme heat Is never 
known, the mean temperature of the year 
being 75°F. The productions of the Is- 
lands are sugar, rice, coffee, cotton, sandal 
wood, tobacco, Srrowroot, wheat, maize, 
taploos, oranges, lemons, bananas, tama- 
rinds, broadfruit, guavas, sweet potatoes, 
yams, kalo, fungus, wool, hides, tallow, 
pulu, and ornamental woods The exports 
in 1873 amounted to $2,128,055 and the 
imports to $1,349,448, and the increasing 
trade goos mainly to Australia and the 
United States. The Executive power is a 
King, a Privy Council, of which the four 
Governors of the larger islands are mem- 
bers, and four responsible ministers. The 
logislatiye power is the King end the Par- 
liament, composed of 14 nobles, of whom 
6 are whites, and 28 representatives, of 
whom 7 are whites. Both clusss 
and vote together. 


The judiciary power is » Supremo Oourt, 
composed of a Ohief Justice, who is also 
Ohbanocollor, and at least two Judges.

AN INCIDENT OF THE OREEK WAR, 


BY GEORGE OARY EGGLESTON,

A terrible bit of the news was carried from 
mouth to month through the revion that is now 
Alabama at the beginning of September, 1813. 
The country was at that time in the midst of 
oe ee ee Sed teak and for a 
ong time British agents m trying to per- 
ecana the Creeks—a powerful patentee half. 
civilized but very war-like Indians who lived in 
Alabama—to join in the war avd destaoy the 
white settlements in the South-west. 

Foreome time the Creeks hesitated, and it 
was uncertain what they would do. But during 
the summer of 1813 they broke out in hostility, 
and on the 30th of August their great leader 
Weatherford, or the Red Eagle, as they called 
him, stormed Fort Mims, the strongest fort in 
the Southwest. He took the fort by surprise, 
with a thonsand warriors behind him, and after 
five hours of terrible fighting destroyed it, kill- 
ing about five hundred men, women, and chil- 
dren. 

This was the news that startled the settlers in 
the region where the Alabama and Tombighee 
rivers come together. It was certain, after auch 
a massacre asthat, that the Indians meant to 
destroy the settlements, and kill all the white 
people without mercy. 

In order to firotéct thémselves and their fam- 
ilies the settlers built rude forts by se:tiag tim- 
bers endwise in the ground, and the people 
hurriéd to’ these!'places for safety. Leaving 
their homes to be burned, their crops to be de- 
words and their cattle to be killed cr carried 
off ‘4 the’ Indians; the settlers hastily got 
together what food they could, and took their 
tamilies.into the nearest forta. 

One of thé smallest of theds stockade forts was 
called Sinquefield. It stood in what is now 
Clarke County, Alabama, and as that region 
was very thinly settled, there were not enough 
men to make a strong force tor the defence of the 
fort. But the brave farmers and hunters 
thought they could hold the place, and so they 
took their families there as quickly as thoy 
could. 

Two fatni ies, numbering seventeen persons, 
found it was not easy to go to Sinquefield on the 
2d of September, and so, as they were pretty 
suré that thére were dé Indians in their neigh- 
borhood, they made up their minds to stay one 
more night ata honse a few miles from the fort. 
That night they were attacked, aad all but five 
of them were killed. Those who got away car- 
ried. the mows of what had happoned to the fort 
anda party was sent out to bring ia the bodies. 

_ The next day all the people in Fort Sinque- 
field went out to bury their dead friends in a 
galley at souie little pegs from the fort, and, 
strange as it seems, they took no arms wi 
them. Believing that there were no Teds 
near the plies, thy left thé gates of the fortress 
open, and weot out in a body without their 
SyAN tter of fact th 
4 @ matter of fact there was a large body o 

Indians not only very near them, bat rorealig 
looking at them all the time. The celebrated 
Prophet Francia was in command, and in his 
sly way he had crep: as nearthe fort as possible 
to look for # good chance to attack it. Makin 
his men lie down and crawl like snakes, he hac 
reached a point only a few hundred yards from 
the stockade without alarming the people, and 
now while they stood Kround the graves of their 
friends without arms to defend themselyes with 
a host of their savage enemice lay looking at 
them from the grass and bushes on the bill, 
: As os as he saw that the right motdent had 
one, PF rAncis sprang up witha savage w: 
and at the hed of his warriors ma ie a aah of 
the gates. He hadseen that the men outside 
were unarmed, and his plan.was to got tothe 
gates before ry could reich them, and thus get 
all the po ple of the place at his mercy in an 
open field and without arms to fight with. 

The fort people were quick to see what his 
purpose was, and the men hurried forward with 
all their might, hoping to reach the fort before 
the savages could get there. By running at the 
top of their speed they did this, and closed the 
gates in time to keep the Indians out, But to 
their horror they thon saw that their wivea and 
children were ahut out too. Unable to run ao 
fast as the men had done, the women and chil- 
dren had fallén behind, and now the Indians 
were between them and tae gates, 

Seeing that he had missed his chance of get- 
ing possession of the fort, Francia turned upon 
the women and children with savage delight in 
the thoughtof butchering these helpless crea 
turesin the sight of their husbands, fathers and 
brothers,

The men, of oburse, had to follow the women 


closely, as they wore muvh too weak in numbers 
tortaks battle outaide. If they had done so, 
the Indians Would have overcome them pitiokly, 
and then the fort and ‘everybody init wou d 
have been at their mercy, so they hurried into 
the tort as soon as the women were safe, , 

But the hero who had saved the people by his 
quickrided and courage Was Left outside, and not 
‘only so, butithe savage were between him and 
ithe fort, <Tehad chargedentirely:through the 
war party, and was now beyond their line, 
alone, and with no chance of help from any 
quarter, 

His hopeof saving himself was very smal 
indbed ; but he had sayed all those “helpless 
wotmen and little childrémg and he wag*‘a brave 
enough fellow t die willingly for sucli« purpose 
as that ifhe must. But brave mena do not give 
up sasily, and young Haden did not mean to die 
without a last effort to save himself, 

Blowing a loud blast upon his hunting-horn 
to call his remaining dogs around him, he drew 
his pistols\—one in each mapa pod pluiigerd 6pure 
into his horse’s flanks, In spite of the numbers 
against him, he broke through the mas ,of gay- 
ages, but the gallant horse that bore ‘him ‘fell 
dead as he cleared the Indian ranks. Haden 
had fired oth his pistols, and had no time to 
load themfagain. He was practically unarmed 
now, aad the distance he still had to go before 
reaching the gates was considerable. His chance 
of escape deemed smaller than eyer, but he 
quickly sprang from the saddle, and ran with all 
his might, hotly pursued, fand under a ifio 
fire from the rifles of the/suvages; “The gaté wad 
held a little way open for him to pass, and when 
he entered the fert his nearest pursuers were #0 
close at hia heel# that there was barely time for 
the men to shut the gate in their faces,

Henri Charles Ferdinand Marie Dioudcnue 
d’Artois, Comte de Chambord and Dao de 
Bordeaux, head of the elder branch of the 
‘Bourbons, as bora ia Paris, Septembo 29, 
1820, \Ha.was the son of Princo Charles For- 
dinand @’Artols, who waa assassinated io 
March, 1820, and of the Princess of the Two 
Sivilies,.thefamous Duchess de Berti, >fe 
was baptized with great pomp with wator 
brought.from the Jordan by Ohateaubriand, 
‘The ohild of miracle,” as ho was ‘cslled, ro- 
ceived the title of Count de Chambord from 
the osatle of that name, which was bought for 
him by, public subscription, Although Oharles 
X., soon after the outbreak of the revolution 
of 1880, resolved to abdicate ‘In| big: favor, 
and in, presence of the troops arsombled at 
Ramboniliat, mado a proclamation under ‘the 
title of Henry Vi, the Dukede Bordosux 
was compelled to quit the country. ~ Having 
spont somo timo at Holyrood, ho travelled ‘in 
Germany, Lombardy, Romo and Naples, to 
complete his efucation, In 3843 he rosided in 
Belgrave Square, London, whereho mado « 
kind of politioal debut, olaiming the crown of 
France and reooiying, with all the otiquette 
of a oourt,éuch Logitimists as Chateaubriand, 
do Fitz/James and Borryer.

Avabi Pasba Interviewed. 
Hts LIFE IW CEYLON—RESIGNED To mS CAPTIVv- 
ITY AND STUDYING ELGLISH, 


L’ Kvenement of Paris publishes the account 
Wik dntestiaws.of Anocof ‘iti’ oprrespondenta 
of the outaide of the protty cottage inhabited 
by Arabi, and let tohim by arich Enylish 
merchant of Oolombo; who had placed’ an 
interpreter at the dispossl of tha/interviewsr, 
the latter continues:—“I artived at nino 
o'olock at Arebi’s, .My--card was taken in 
Ammpdiasely;by, a-aeryant hut L owas opliged 
to wait for abou ‘twenty miuntes bofora I 
could seo, the Pacha, Overpswered, by, the 
heat I am sipping my th'rd ‘randy and soda. 
When dragging himeelf slong, my card in 
one hand, Arabi appears, half asleep yet, bus 
smokiog a L:vantine cigar. The Arabian in- 
terpreter whom [ hays brought conveys my 
grostings and télis him that, belonging to the 
French press, I could not igave Ceylon with- 
out waiting upon tho valiant soldier who had 
80 courageously fought in defence of Egyptian 
nationality, ‘While seemingly flattered by 
the interested oompliment Arabi tells mo 
that he makes. no moritof his straggle for 
the freedom of Ezypt buthe was but the 
instrument of Allah. He adds that if 
fate condemns him to exile he himself is 
resigned to it'in the firm hope that Egypt is 
marching forward to a period of properity and 
liberty that will myke her forget the blooily 
days through which whe has just passed,” To 
the interviewer's remafk that England might 
make Egypt prospérous and perhaps happy, 
but never free, Arabi observed : **Events do 
bat obay the law of fatality. God has willed 
it that the Eoglish should booome our masters, 
He was willed it for the welfare of the Egyp- 
tian people. You-pen wili convey my words 
very far, Aa snob ploaso to say that by now 
I learned to retpect the English as tho best 
friends of Egyps.. As you kaow, perhaps, I 
4m léarning Knylisb,it is my favorite ocoupa- 
tion; and my mows ardent wish is to obtain 
of the British Governmont the authorization 
to co to London to lay at Queen Victoria’s 
feet the assurange of my devotion,” M. Paul- 
han t: oo asked if Arabi ever expooted to deo 
Egypt again. ‘It would assuredly bo a groat 
joy, butifmy presence there would ontall 
Iresh gomplications I would by far profer tho 
anorifios of my most ardent wish to the good 
of my oountry, Abdel-Kader, the grand 
omir who #0 loyally seryed France aftor hav- 
{og 80 courageously combated her, has jast died 
at Damasous, far from the Algeria he loved s9 
well, If Allah resorvos moa similar fate I 
must submit to the Divine will”

“The belt of red wood forest along the 
California coast has already suffered severe- 
ly at the hands of tho lumberman, and 
many of its finest and most accessible trees 
have already been romoved * * * and 
at the present rate of consumption the

Oanada has not as yet been brought 80 
near to the ond of her timber supply as the 
foregoing extract shows the United States 
to be, but in view of the constantly Increas- 
ing demand for lumber, and the certainty 
that, as the exhaustion of the pine of the 
United States goes on, the drain upon our 
resources will become more and more dras- 
tic,at the same time that the settlement of 
our northwest lands will oreate a large de- 
mand for wood for all purposes beyond 
what can be furnished by the territory 
itaolf, it is obvious that uuless some more 
careful and seusible mode of forest manage ~ 
ment be adopted without loss of time,many 
who are now living willseeour people oblig- 
ed to draw their timber supplies from the 
forests of Brazilor the shores and Islands 
of the Pacific. 

To many persons who have been accus- 
tomed to believe the ordinary platitudes 
about the inexhaustible forest wealth of 
Canada these views may seem to savor of 
exaggeration ; but it may be accepted as a 
literal truth that unless a better system of 
forest management be introduced, and 
stringently administered, a system which 
shall provide for the protection of the frag- 
ments which still remain,by restricting the 
greedofthe lumbermen and the wanton 
and wasteful carelessness of their employees 
and by making eflicient provision for the 
prevention of the fires which annually 
deatrar,maRrdaieshe* time providing 
for the replanting of theareas thus denuded 
by making it imperative on every lumber” 
man to plant annually a breadth of land 
proportionate to the extent of his limits,and 
to protect the young trees from the inroads 
of cattle, sheep, &o., until they have at- 
tained a sufficient growth to ueed no fur- 
ther protection the supply of timber 
cannot last for many years longer.

A Weapon,of History. 


THE IDENTICAL PISTOL WHICH ONCE SAVED 
MARTIN LUTHER'S LIFE 


(From the Louisville Commercial.) 


Mis. Rosie Rettig, of No. 606 East Jeffer- 
x00 street, hes in her posseasion a very peculiar 
and odd-shaped pistol, which was owned by a 
feudal lord during the Middle Ages and which 
was the instrament employed to save Martin 
Luthei’s life after his release from imprison~ 
mont at Worme. Tho pistol was orlgina'ly the 

roperty of Francis of Lurkingen, a brave 

night, who flourished in Rhenish Baverla, 
The weapon ‘has been in ‘the Rettig family for 
upwards of threo hundred years,and many remi- 
niscences in connection with the remarkable 
wea) on have been transmitted to the present 
generation One story is thata rich nobleman, 
who counted h‘s retainers by the hundreds, 
was the father of a beaujiful daughter, Whilo 
the Baron was absent from the cartle one day, 
a band ofcondotiorl, who were straggling 
through the country, besieged the place, end 
led the young lady away in oaptivity. To 
regain hislost daughter the rich nobloman 
offered her band in marriage and the finest 
picoo of firearms that could then b> mado, A 
number of valorous young oT Ha sasayed the 
task, end after two years’ diligent searching, 
Sir Francis of Lurkingen found the maiden 
and retained her toher parents, Soon aft.r 
they were joined in wedlook, and the pistol 
which Mra Rettig now possesses is ssid to 
be the weapoa presentadto Koight Francis 
on that cocasion. Itis a magnificent picoe 
of workinanship. Tho stock is made of hard- 
wood, tipped with bass and iyory, and sur- 
mounded in several places with gold. On 
each side of the barrel some delicate carving 
displayed. Near the poiut of the barrol is a 
complete representation of the obave, and to- 
ward the contre of the weapon a chariot battle 
is represented, Throe personages famous in 
Latin mythology, Jupiter, Juno and Minerva 
aro dopicted in the stook, Near tho base of 
the handlo is a kind of octagonal design, in 
the lower end of whioh is carved a palo horse 
—Death, No one has been ablo to discharge 
the pistol since it came into the possession of 
the Rettig family. Tho hammer works with 
a spring on tho outside of the barrel, and this 
connects with auother steel spring on tho 
handlo, The hammer is constructed with an 
opening made to hold the flint. A small tubo 

»aneots with the powder pan, and this is 
about all that oan bo arid of the pistol, except 
that tho calibro isa forty-two bore, As it 
stands tho pistol is a beautiful pleco of work- 
manship, Repeated offorts have recently beon 
mado to purchase the weapon for oxhibition 
in the Berlin Musoum, and ashors time ago 
the instrument was photographed by an East- 
orn artist and sont to Gormany. Mrs. Rotiig 
yalucs its possession beyond price, Tho pis 
to] ls indeed a rare spoolmon of the firing 
arms used by tho noblemen during the Middlo 
Agos

MBTHODIST CHURCH — GENERAL 
CONFERENCE. 

The meeting of this Conference in Bridge 
Street Oburch, Bellovillo, is likely to bo 
one of more than ordinary importance. The 
question of Methodist Union will be eottled 
pro or con. The United Committees 
which met last November, agreed upon & 
Basis of Union, which has bewa accepted 
by a majority of tho quarterly meetings 
and conferences in all the bodies who are 
expected to constitute the united ohuroh, 

There has been one uufortunate episode 
which has cast a gloom over many minds. 
The English Conference of the Bible Chris 
¢lan denomination has refused to give its 
sanction to the Union movement, aud en- 
treats ita friends in Oanada to defer action 
for another yoar, ‘This seems to us pro- 

*posterous, The church will then neces- 
sarily be agitated for a whole year, and 
should the other bodies form a united 
church, as no doubt they will, then the 
Bible Christians will have to join a church 
whose discipline they have not been able 
to take any part in constructing. Tho ssid 
Conference also meets to-day, and from 
the tone of their journal of Isst week we 
would infer thatsome of them at least 
mean toact for themselves regardless of 
the opinions of those who live in England. 
Belleville has often had the honor of being 
the seat of the Methodist Oonference. On 
no former occasion has 4 more important 
conference assembled here than that which 
meets to-day. No doubt there will be some 
earnest warm discussions, The majority 
of the London Conference opposed the 
basis, and the strong men of that COonfer- 
ence willbe here, and when they spesk 
they will be heard. They are men of 
ability and will no doubt stand up for what 
they deem proper st this orisis of the 
church's history, “No doubt is entertained, 
bat that the General Conference will ratity 
the decisions of the lower cvurts and a now 
era in Methodism will thus be inaugurated, 

Our citizens may feel themselves honored 
in thus entertaining such a number of 
Methodist Ministers and Laymen from all 
parts of the Dominion ss never met before. 
Some of the former Conferences held here 
have been among the most important that 
were eyer held, but our space forbids us to 
enlarge. We may state that some have 
occasioned much anxiety, andhave been fol- 
lowed with result not the most pleasant to 
remember. 

But now it is to be hoped that the days 
of ecolesiastical warfare and church divi- 
sions are gone, and that the business of the 
Methodist Uhurch will henceforth be to 
“spread Scriptural holiness through these 
lands.” It‘s not too much to say that all 
the Ohurches of the Dominion and in the 
United States will look with eager hopes to 
the deliberations of our Methodist brethren 
who will assembled in the city during the 
next three or four weeks. We feel sure 
that the Methodists throughout the world 
are deeply interested in what isnow going 
on in this western hemisphere, as it is anti- 
clpated that if Methodist Union succeeds 
in Oanada, the attempt will be made to 
forma United Ohurch in the Australian 
colonies and ere lony it may be hoped that 
even in England the parent bodies will be 
drawn togetherand will imitate the exampie 
of their Colonial children. Hence the im- 
portance of the hour. May wisdom direct 


the counsels of those now assembled.

HE FLIES FROM THE BATTLE-FIELD WITH A 
WOUNDED L&G. 


A Durban despatoh of the 8th instant,to 
the London Standard, says :— 

During the past two days rumors havo 
been coming from Zululand to the effect 
that Cotewayo was not dead, as reported, 
but had managed to escape from Usibepu’s 
followers and conceal himself. with some of 
his women in an insolated kraal on tho 
banks of a emsll ostream between 
Ulund and the White Umyolosi River. 
Although but little credence was 
at first given to these reports, 
further inquiry showed that they 
came from « good source, and I am now in 
a position to say that there is considerable 
probability of their proving true, Shingana, 
the King’s half-brother, has sent measen- 
gers, who state positively that Ootewayo 
is alive and safe, suffering only from two 
slight wounds in the leg, These are pro- 
bably the wounds which my correspondent 
at Ulundi described as haying been in- 
flicted by two of Usibopu’s followers, 
who afterwards, frightened at what they 
had done, returned to their chief and 
told him of it. Usibepu, it will be remem 
bered, at once sunt out men to search for 
Uetewayo, but they were unable to hnd 
any trace of him. It is said that Queluku 
and Melobi, two of the Kiog's most prom- 
inent chiefs,are alao alive, I havo justseen 
William Grant, of whose appointment as 
resident adviser to Cetewayo I informed 
you shortly before Usibepu’s victory, and 
he assures me of his full belief, from what 
his messengers tell him, that the King ti, 
alive. Itis now reported that Oetewayo 
has sucoeeded in reaching the Residency, 
where he is at present with Mr, Osborn. 


Bank Business.

During the month of July the following 
important events transpired in connection 
with our banks, 

The contraction in loans and discounts 
amounted to $2,250.00, 

The deposits increased $1,000,000. 

Indebtedness in Great Britain, to the 
extent of $1,750,000 was liquidated. While 
there was a shrinkage in the aggregate 
circulation of the other banks that of the 
bank of Montreal has increased, The 
Ville Marie Bank has been fayored with a 
Provincial deposit of $50,000. 

The Bank of Montreal, the Ontario, the 
British and the Merchants have lost heavily 
in the matter of deposits, while the Federal 
gained no less than $700,000. 

The Exchange Bank has repaid $50,000 
of the special $300,000 deposit made by the 
Dowinlon Goyernment, 

The Bank of Comméroce has transferred 
$500,000 from ite American agencies to 
Oanada. 

The Bank of Montreal has reduced its 
domestic loans secured by debentures, eto. 
to the extent of $750,000, 

Loans to the extent of $500,000 have 
been paid to the Bank of Toronto, and that 
lostitution holds an excess of $750,000 in 
Dominion notes, 


A Fatal Fire. 


The American Lumber Oompany’s barn 
at Dollarville, Mich., caught fire on Wed- 
nesday from sparks from a log heap, and in 
a thort time half the buildings in the place 
were in flames. The barn was buruedd to 
the ground, together with sixteen dwelling 
houses and all their contents. Two child- 
ren were burned to death, and a great 
many people escaped with only the clothes 
they had on. The loss is estimated at 
$126,000, parttally covered by insurance.

Boycotting a Landlord in Olden 
Times, 


Pierre Jean Grosly, born in Troyes in 
Ohampagne in 1715, visited London in 1765, 
and wrote a book descriptive of his visit. 
Dr. Alford, Dean of Canterbury, bought it 
ata book stand on the quays bordering the 
Seine, and struck by its minute and quaint 
description of the Modern Babylon as it 
existed more than a century ago, trans- 
lated it and made oopious extracts for 
**Good Works.” The following interests 
Canadians; ‘Our author has a atory to tell 
of Oanterbury and rather a curious one, 
*‘I was shown,” ke says, “‘at Oanter- 
bury the house which once was the 
inn where M. the Dake of Nivernois, 
when he came to England to negotiate 
peace, was treated as an evemy. For 
his supper, and that of his suite, 
which consisted of but few, the innkeeper 
charged him forty to fifty guineas, and the 
Duke paid them. The innkeeper had in- 
discreetly boasted of this piece of extortion 
and the noblesse of Oanterbury and the 
proyinoe of Kent, who were in the habit of 
holding their sessions every month at this 
inu petitioned the Duke todemand restitu- 
tion. The Duke having absolutely refused, 
the Koutish gentlemen charged them- 
selyes in the name of the nation with the 
punishment of extortion, which they ocar- 
ried out as follows : They met together and 
agreed not to hold their sessions any more 
in thisinn, norto patronize it in any 
way. Their resolution belng announced 
in the public journals, the English who 
passed through Oantorbury made it a 
point of honor to do the same, The 
inn keeper, in consequence, was ruined 
and sold up six months.” Dean Alford, 
says :—‘* I may add that this circumstance 
still remains in the traditions of Oanter- 
bury. The inn was the old Red Lion, 
which oncestood where now Guildhall street 
debouches into High street. The peace 
which the Duke of Nivernois came over to 
negotiate was the famous treaty of 
in 1763, by which Oanada was ceded to 


England. So that any persons of soventy 
years of age might have heard the story 
from their parents,”’

The Canadian Cattle Trade 


J 


Tho Canadian Gaztle, whioh is doing a 
good work in kooping Canadian affairs bofore 
the British publio,-contains an {ntorosting 
article on tho sujoot of tho Canadian Uattlo 
Trado, Aftor reforring to.the importanos of 
the trade both to the Canadian producer and 
tho British. agrioulturalist, it proooeds to 
notioo the rapid growth and deyelopmont of 
the trado, *‘ Some twolve or thirteon yoars 
have olapsod,” it poiate out) *‘sihos “the idoa 
of exportiog oattle from Uanadsto tho mothor 
country vay ficat) wooted inthe 
| Wrosa, At firet, like m good many 
| ueoful and practical cohomes, 
| poohed as utopian 


Dominion 
eminoontly 
it was pooh- 
and soarooly worthy of 
ovgelderation,..In..time, however, publio 
opinion changed, As the fact became moro 
aod more evident that Koglend must to a 
yearly increasing extent depond upon external 
sources for hor food supplics,tho desirability 
of Canada’s ondesyoring to obtains share in 
tho oattle trade, whioh used to be exoluslvely 
carried on botweon the continent and Eog- 
land, bocame apparent to all. Inqairies wero 
mad*, and the result was a prolimiosry ship 
ment of afow bullocks some ten years ago, 
Success attended this experiment, and before 
long more pspital and enorgy wero quickly 
throwa into this new ohannel for Canadian 
enterprise.” Figures are furnished showing 
the growth of the trade, and tho diffioulties 
connected with its establishment are reviewed 
by our London oontemporary, and theo it 
proceeds to notice the question of disease : 

“In Canada, plouro-posumonia is practical- 
ly unknown. Bat jt hasovly boen owing to 
th+ vigilance exercised by the Dominion Goy- 
erament, especially through its Liverpool 
Sgency,io pressing this fact upon the Imperial 
authorities, and alsoia maiotsining a closn 
bill of hoalth within thelr own boundarios, 
that Canada has escaped being ‘acheduled ;’ 
—in other words that the importation of live 
atook frcm Canada has not been forbidden by 
the Privy Council. Andas faras action ia 
this oouatry is concerned, {t would bo uafair 
not to atate that a epecial debt of gratitude is 
due to Sir John Rove for tho valaablo assis 
tance he has rendered in varioas ways, but 
especially in his evidence on the subject be- 
fore the House of Lords’ Committes. Agaiu; 
a few yoara back,many of the Uaoadian cattle 
which reacho” these shores were sosrcely of 
the; quality best ruited for the English mar- 
ket. The breeders were constantly urged to 
endeavor to ralso the standard; and the +e. 
ceasity of so doing was soon brought homo to 
thom, Within the last thres or fiur yoara a 
distinct improvement has boen observable, 
aod, thanks to the oontinaous importation of 
the b «t pedigree stook from this couvtry into 
th» Dominion, cattle now landed horo will, is 
polat of bread and qaality, compare favorably 
with those of the best districts of Groat Hrit- 
ain.’ 

Of the cutlook forthe future the Gaztle 
Baya + 

"The outlook for the trade at the present 
time is, in fact, most satisfactory. The oxtent 
to which the cattle ranching business is being 
developed in the North-West shows that there 
is little probability of any falling of in 
Canada’s ability to supply our markets, Moro- 
over, it is now certain that no farther restric- 
tions upon the foreign o\ttle trade are imme- 
diately probablo, in spite of the recent vote cf 
the House of Commons. Aooepting tat vote 
however, as a sign of the gtowing feellng on 
the wabject, and asa reason for antioipating 
that sooner or later some action of the kind 
will be taken, Canada has little to fear. Even 
Mr. Chapiin does not® proposs that the im- 
portation of live stock from the Dominion 
should be probibited, so long as no ooatagion 
is possible from her herds Hence breeders 
in Canadawill bonefi$ rather than euffer should 
it ultimately be decided to schedalo the other 
sources of supply, excepting Denmark, Nor- 
way and Sweden, Competition willbo thea 
less keen, ani Canadian exporters will have a 
groater control of tha market, No doubt in 
the Jong run facilities would bs provided for 
carrying on the dead meat trade on a scale 
sufficiently large to supply the deficiency 
which the embarg ) on liye cattle would create, 
But were all this accomplished, the prepara- 
tions wold oooupy a considerable time,aud the 
live stock trade would profit meanwhile, As 
matters are, however, it is more important to 
urge once more that no pains or expense should 
bo spared by ali concerned to keep Canadian 
herds in the thoroughly healthy condition 
whioh they have long enjoyed, Hitherto, 
both the Goyernment and the breedera have 
shown commendable energy and prudence in 
this respect. Evory circumstance jast now 
should induce them them to {norease rather 
than to relax their efforts inthe samo direo- 
tion.”

AWFUL LOSS OF Liyg—onNE OF rus GREATEST 
CATASTROPHES ON RECORD THOUBAN DS 
KILLED, ENGULFED AND DKOWNED—IM- 
MENA DESTRUCTION OF reorenry,. 


BATAVIA, Aug, 29 —Voloani? ¢ ruptions in 
Javea bogan off tho Island of K rakatoa in tho 
Strait of Sunds, 100 milos from the coast of 
Jaye,on Satarday night, On Sundey tho dis 
turbanoo had extended boneath the waters of 
tho strait, causing groat waves and a raise of 
20 degroea in the temporsture of the soa. The 
disturbance was folt 500 milos away. By 
noon, Mahamorn, tho largoat voloano in Java, 
was io violont oraption, and shortly Guning, 
tho orator of whion is tho largest in the world, 
and fifteen of the othor forty-five orsters in 
Java woro olthor in active oruption or serlous- 
ly throatoned, At dusk Gunlog sent out 
streams of white, arid, sulphurous mad with 
explosive cindors and stones, which carried 
doath all about the valloy. Tho clouds wore 
charged with oleotricity. Fifteen water- 
spouts were soon simultsncously. Tho 
inhabitants fled terror-stric&ken. A bun- 
drod wero buried under the houses 
and orushed by mavsos rooka and 
mud, Gunung-Tengger, which had not had an 
eruption since 1800, shot out groat rod hot 
bouldors which orushed through the huts of 
the Chinese fishermen and fissufes and yawn-

DASCKIPTION O8 THE ISCAND, 

Jaya, an island of tho Indian Archipblayo, ta 
tho mont fortilé and prosperous troploal istand 
in tho world nitaatel between lat, 50° 52° 
and 5° 46'S,, andjoo 105° LU and 114° 
33° E. Tho goologioal formation of Java in 
high'y voloapic” A rango of mountains fuos 
from one ond’ of the Island to tho ~ othor, 
through the conter, with poaks varylig jn 
height from 4,000 to 12,000 feet. Tho bighoat 
's Somiru, 12,235 foot ; Salemat is 11,329. foot : 
six other poaks aro cach over 10,000 foot high ; 
“ix others ard'9,000 fort, antl ton othors: from 
5,000 to 9,000 feet. Among those poate’ are 
38 voloanoes, some of which are in constant 
activity. Tho most remarkable of these is in 
tho Tongor, ‘‘wido”’ or “‘apadious,” mountains 
ia tho oast part of the Island.

THE LARGEST CRATER ON THE GLOBB, 
with porhaps tho single exception of that of 
that of Kilauea in the Hawailan Islands, Tho 
shapo of tho orator is an irregalar ellipse with 
4 minor axis of 3h and a mejor axis of 4h 
miles, and it forms an immense gul’ with a 
lovel bottom covered with sand, whioh the 
Javanese oall Laut Pasar, or “Sandy Sia” 
From its contre rise three cones several han- 
dred fees in beight, one of whioh, called 
Brahma, ja in almost constant activity.

The volcano Papandayang in this 
range threw out in a single oight in 1772 ashes 
and scoris spreading over an area of soven 
miloa radias # layer tilty foot thick destroying 
torty native villages and 3,000 people. Oo 
July 8tb, 1882, the volcano Galunggong,a few 
miles north-east of Papandayang, dostroyed 
everything witbio a radius of twenty miles. 
Five days later agseoond eraption. followed, 
and the total loss of life ia both was 20,000 
persons, Tho south shore of the Island ia in 
many places bounded by'steop pilus of trap. 
Low renges of limestone ocour in the. eastern 
part, and in the extrema weat a few granite 
boulders are oooasionslly found,

There is alsoa long alluvial 
tract :uaning alony the north side of the isl- 
and, which may be regarded as a continuous 
plain, atid many’of the mountain valleys are 
aleo spacious and fortile. Thero are afew 
jemall and beautiful lakes among the mount. 
aing, and some extonsiyo marshes, which in 
the rainy season become lakes, aud are navi- 
gated. The largéat of these is in the province 
ot Banyumas, and is close to the eouth shore. 
The ialand, however, is sbundantly watered, 
The rivera on the north site are very pamor- 
ous, but dre none of them aavigable (uf larve 
veasels, being all \more: or less obstructed by 
bare of mud or#and at their mouths. They 
are, howeyor, of great use for irrigation, and 
contribute largely to the immense agricaltaral 
capacity ofthe island. The largest river in 
Java is the Solo, whiah rises’ ia one of the low 
rapges on the south side ofthe ialand, and atter 
a winding course of 356 miles empties by two 
mouths into the narrow strait which separates 
Java from the west end of the island of Ma- 
dara, The river is navigable all the year by 
emall boate, and by large ones.in all the months 
except August, Septembor, and Ootobor, The 
secoad river in size is called by the natives 
the Braotas, but is kaown to Europeans as the 
river of, Surabaya; and contributing to form 
its harbor, 


HETEROGENEOUS POPULATION, 


Though in reality Java is wholly possessed 
by the Dutah, two native kingdoms, oom- 
prising together not more than ono-fourteenth 
of the island, have been suffered to retaina 
nominal existence. under the control of the 
Dutoh officials, These*are the dominions of 
the Senaan or Emperor of Surakerts, and the 
Sultan of Jokjokerta, The rest of the island, 
with Madura, ia divided’ into twenty-three 
proyinoes, onlled residences, The prinolpal 
cities are Batayia, the capital, Bantam, Bia- 
tepzorg,, Cheribon, Samarang, Surabaya, 
Surakerta, and Jokjokerta. The native 
population of Java comprises two distinot 
nations, the Sundess and the Javanese, The 
Sundese covnpy the western end of the island, 
and are greatly inoferlorin number to the 
Javancso, as woll as less ad vanced in olvilizs- 
tion. They speska distinct language, the 
Snadese, while nine-tenths of the entire na- 
tive population speak Javaneao, Both classes 
are of the Malayan race, and, are generally 
about two Inches shorter thao the men of the 
Mongolian and Oauossian races, with round 
faces, wide mouths, high cheek bones, short 
and small noses, aad, small, black, deep- 
seated eyes, Java is one of the moat densely- 
populated countries of the world, the popula 
tion, inclusive of Madura, amounting, accord- 
ing to a consus taken at the end of 1874, to 
17,298,200, belag 337 persons to the square 
mile. Of these 28,926 were Europeans, 185,- 
758 Chinese, and 22,032 Arabs and other for- 
eign Orientals, Tho Javaneso aro almost on- 
tirely occupied in agriculture, Thorols a 
small olass of tisheormon onthe north coast, 
and a fow artizaos in the towns, but the groat 
bulk of the people Jive directly or indirectly 
by the cultivation of the land, lo which they 
have mado greater progress than any otbor 
Asiatic nation oxoopt the Chinese and Japan- 
eso, Tho oblef coreal is rice, of whiob, with 
tho aid of irrigation, industriously and almost 
universally applied, two crops ere raised In a 

ear. Jave is ono of tho prinolpal coff s0-grow- 
lag countries of the world. The ocoffoe planta- 
tions are situated at an elevation of 2,000 foot 
and upwards, and aro conducted andor the 
supervision of the Colonial Goveroment, Tho 
cultivation of sugar is noxtin importanye ; 
indigo, cotton, pepper, tea and tobadoo are alao 
raisod, Tho commeroe of Java is transacted 
oblotly at the ports of Batavis, Samaraog and 
Suralaya. 


THOS VALLEY OR DEATH,
